Mr. Chamberlain expressed the sym- 
pathy the British Government felt. for 
French fears Behind that sympathy 
the strong motive of the British Gov- 
ernment was to insure that in case of 
andther European war the -Channel 
ports did not fall into hostile hands. As 
Mr. Chamberlain said this evehing, the 
German suggéstions for a security com- 
pact in which the Reich, would be in- 
cluded were discussed from the. point 
of view of the two Governments. 

It is said the British spokesman 2d- 
vocated in principle the. inclusion _ of 
Germany as a good general policy for 
the protection of France and also as a 
good European policy, in that it would 
atend to prevent the formation of a 
_ Russo-German bloc built to counteract 
the Franco-British bloc, which - would 
exist under a. simple treaty between 
France and England. 

It is understood the French’ spokes- 
man by no means excluded a compact 
with Germany, but elaborated on. the 
French fears that Germany would use 
the option thus given her not only to 
try and divide England and France but 
to seek revision of the clauses of the 
Treaty of Versailles: 

He especially emphasized the German 
statement that while the Reich was 
ready to accept the western frontiers, 


including definite renunciation of Al- 


sace-Lorraine, she wished to establish 
the principle of arbitration’ of differ- 
ences with Poland or Czechoslovakia. 


As M. Herriot explained, France and 


her allies todk this to mean that Ger- 
manhy did ‘not accept the = eastern 
frontier as fixed by the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles,

WASHINGTON, March 7.—A_ refund 
of *$7,282,460 out of a total of $9,913,841 
imposed as Federal taxes upon the At-

Says Lawyers.Got Compromise. 


Part of the testimony shows that 
Nelson T. Hartson, who was solicitor of 
the Internal Revenue~Bureau until he 
resigned a few days ago to.go into 
private practice, told the committee that 
the tax compromise was made after the 
law firm of Root, Clark, Buckner & 
Howland of New York, had pleaded for 
the company on the ground that it was 
the largest’ American-owned concern of 
the kind, and that to ¢ollect the full 
tax would put it into bankruptcy courts. 
When Mr. Hartson was. asked if the 
Treasury had a right to waive taxes 
to prevent companies from going into 
the. hands of a receiver, the replied:

Trailed After Leaving Gems in 
5th Avenue Shop, Woman Con- 
fessed, Police Say. 


SHE POSED AS A SERVANT 


Homes in New York and Chi- 
cago Looted—Most of the 
Jewels Recovered. 


The mysterjous disappearance of a wo- 
man several weéks ago after she had 
left $72,000 in gems for. appraisal &t a | 
Fifth Avénue jeweler’s establishment 
led to the arrest yesterday of the wo- 
man and a man on charges of robbing 
homes in Chicago and this city of more 
than: $100,000 in jewelry, furs and ex- 
pensive garments: When the two were 
eaptured in an apartment.on the third 
floor of 68 Berkeley Place, Brooklyn, 
théy said they were Mrs. Louise Wer-

néction with the Vehon and Shamberg 
thefts, ‘which were perpetrated while 
the wonian was. employed in each house 
as a servant, it was charged. 
* ‘The police further announced that be- 
fore they had trailed the couple to the 
Brooklyn apartments they had recov- 
ered virtually all the gems stolen in the 
Sbamberg and Vehon_ robberies, 

Mrs. Wernitzer told the detectives she 
had used the aliases ‘Mrs. Robert 
‘Arend,” “Mrs. Emily Wagner’ and 
“Miss Louise Witt,’’ her maiden name, 
in. obtaining employment as a .nurse, 
maid or cook in the homes of wealthy 
persons sin this city and Chicago. She 
first began her criminal career about 
four years..ago, she added, according 
to the detectives. ’ 

She safad she met Lieberworth a short 
time after having separated from her 
husband. The police got a clue to the 
whereabouts of the woman when she 
entered the Fifth: Avenue jeweler’s ¢s- 
tablishment and, displaying $72,000 in 
jewels, including a pearl necklace worth 
$28,000, an $8,000 diamond ring and a 
platinum. watch encrusted with dia- 
monds worth $1,800, said she wanted 
them appraised. 

Takes Sudden Departure. 


The jewel experts were somewhat 
taken aback when the woman suddenly 
announced, after being in the store less 
than fifteen minutes, that she couldn’t 
stay any longer and departed, leaving 
al: of the jewelry there. . 

She said something about being back 
in’a few days. A week later/she ap- 
peared” in the store and hurried out 
again. 

By this time the jeweler had become 
suspicious and he notified the police. 
Detectives stood vigil in the store, but 
the’ woman didn’t. come back. The 
police in the meantime were informed 
she was living in Berkeley Place, Brook- 
lyn., + 
. forenoon Detectives Murphy 
and Lahey, with two Pinkerton _ opera- 
tives, were standing in doorways in ‘the,

Schieffelin on Fare Increase. 


Suspicion of an identity of interests 
on the part ‘of Mayor Hylan ané@ the 
Interborough was expressed bY William 
J, Schieffelin, Ghairman of the Citizens 
Union, in a speech at a luncheon of that 
organization at the Hotel Commodore. 

Mr. Schieffelin declared that he did 
not know. whether thé Interborough ‘di- 
rectors had been actuated by ‘‘knavery 
or foolishness’: in sending & memorial 
urging an increased fare to the Governor 
and the Legislature at this time. The 
Citizens Union Chairman asserted that 
the Interborough directors could have 
done no more to help re-elect Mayor 
Hylan if they had been in “cahoots” 
with him. He further declared that the 
Cirectors had handed back to the Mayor 
his five-cent fare issue after he had been 
discredited by the report of Justice John 
V. McAvoy, which held the Mayor to 
blame for failure to build new subways 
and for present congestion. 

Expression of the belief that the In- 
terborough Company was seeking to 
help )re-elect’- Mayor Hylan by a high 
official of the City Administration and 
by the head of an organization opposed 
to that Administration was. received 
with interest by those who have sought 
some explanation for the Interborough’s 

action in trying td get an increased fare 
at this time, 

The first. public move toward a faré 
increase was made by publication of a 
brief by James L. Quackenbush, counsel 
for the company, on the eve of the sub- 
mission’ of the ‘McAvoy ‘report to® the 
Governor.

ARCTURUS TO MOVE BASE 


Quieter Water Is Expected Off 
Echo Bank to the South, 500 
Miles From Virgin Islands.

S. 8S. ARCTURUS, SARGASSO SEA, 
March 7,—In our present position—lati- 
tude 25 degrees north, longitude 52 de- 
grees. west—we have made our. most suc- 
cesstul deep sea hauls to date in this 
expedition of the New York Zoological 
Society. 

We have trawled three times in. suc- 
cession, sincé my last radio report, and 
each. trawl yielded weird new saecien 
of fish hithertd undescribed. , 

One of these new: wonders of the sea 
is a-strange fish with a. new type of 
scales like hair or f£ ers.

There aré three “miles of. Sargasso Sea: 
beneath us, and it has astounded some 
of our party to discover what this depth 
means. - They watch our dredge being 
let down while we roll in the ‘trough of 
the.sea. For nearly three hours cable 
is_paid out before the dredge reaches 
‘bottom, and then three hours more is 
required to lift it to the side of the 
Arcturus. 

This dredge is like -an “oyster dredge 
with runners on top and bottom. The 
cable is a half-inch in ickness, com- 
prising seven strands’ of ‘® “wires, 136 
wires’ in all. We.are equipped to 
dredge to a.depth of 30,000-feet. 

Our big trawling net is attached to 
this same wire, and after lowering it a 
mile or two while we drift we get under 
way and steam at the very slow speed 
‘of three knots ah hour’ ‘for about an 
hour before drawing up our catch. 


The continuing heavy seas are not 
helpful to,our scientific operations, par- 
ticularly .when the Arcturus is drifting 
and at’ the mercy of the waves while we 
are dredging of trawling. 

After a conference with Captain 
Howes we have decided to try for ‘a 
smoother part of the Sargasso Sea, and 
it_appears there is a likelihood wf Nep-} 
tune being in a.more benevolent mood 
to the south. and. west. 

Therefore we are now steaming for 
Echo Bank, ‘a reported mid-océan. shoal 
of only thirty-four-fathoms. Bcho Bank 
is in-the southern-half of the Sa 
Sea and lies about-600 miles no 
of the Virgin Islands. 

We sighted an inquisitive ship today, 
the first vessel we’ have ‘seen ‘in: the two 
weeks we have “been Within ' the” liniits 
of the Sargasso ‘Sta.

WASHINGTON, ‘March 7.—Demo¢cratic 
and insurgent Senators combined today 
and routed the Administration’ leaders 
who fought to have the nomination of 
Charles B. Warren for Attorney, General 
considered in’ secret session. The vote 
was 46 for open discussion to 39 against, 
% As a result, Senator Walsh of Mon- 
wana spoke for three hours in opposi-/ 
tion to confirming Mr. Warren and the 
Senate took a recess to Monday, -with 
a prospect that the debate would last 
for two more days. 


The Vote was carefully watched by the/| * 


leaders, who sought to draw from it 
some conclusion as to whether the Ad- 
ministration was. stronger in the. present 
Congress than in the last whén a sharp 
issue was raised. It was noted with 
interest that Senator’: McMaster, incom- 
thg Republican from South Dakota. voted 
with the insurgent group. In all eleven 
Republicans—ten classed as Progressives 
and one Conservative, Senator McLean 
of Connecticut—refused to. follow. the 
Administration’s wishes. 

The contest over Mr. Warren’s nomina- 
tion began in executive session follow- 
ing the row over the proposed demotion 
of Senators La Follette, Frazier, Ladd 
and Brookhart, which made it impossi- 
ble for the Republican majority to peg- 
fect its reorganization program. 

In the executive session a ruling was 
made by Senator Moses, who presided, 
that it would require a two-thirds vote 
of the Senate.to declare for an open 
session. Senator Reed of Missouri ap- 
pealed, and a vote was then taken on 
the ruling. In this the Administration 
opponents were successful, 39 to 38. A} 
few of the Administration Senators, in- 
cluding Messrs. Warren of Wyoming 
and Féss of Ohio, who were opposed to 
establishing the two-thirds rule as a 
precedent, did not vote. 

It being agreed that an open session 
could be ordered by a majority vote, 
Senator Reed moved for sucht a session. 
Senator Curtis and other Administration 
leaders had predicted that they con- 
trolled a majority and did not néed the 
two-thirds rule to prevent an open sés- 
sion. As the roll-call proceeded, how- 
ever, one Senator after another on 
whom they had counted voted against 
their wishes, and my. were forced to 
concede defeat.

WON'T PROSECUTE HIM 


Asserts That Aithough He Inherited 
$160,000, He Left a Mortgage 
on Brooklyn Home. — 


Mrs. Herschel C, Parker, daughter of 
Charles Naegele, artist, and former 
wife of the geologist and one time 
Professor of Physics at Columbia Uni- 
versity. from whom she got an Enoch 
Arden decree the day before he made 
known his identity in Portland, Ore., 

_ made public a statement yesterday 
denying allegations made by Dr. Parker 
in interviews at Portland on Friday, 
which were wired here. She came to the 
office of her attorney; Robert Seelav, 
at 15. Park Row, in a high state of 
indignation. ; 

“F have avoided making any state- 
ment concerning my unhappy domestic 
affairs before this time, but when I read 
in the newspapers that Dr. Parker said 
he left me and my two Jdren well 
provided for when he disappeared in 
1919, and that I had locked him out of 
our house, I felt that it was time to 
eet myself right,” said Mrs. Parker. 

“I never jocked him out, but on the 
oontrary he came to the house so freely 
and so frequently that he was able to 
remove his valuable collection of an- 
tiques, paintings, gold coins and Baby- 
fonian cylinders, of which he had the 
best specimens in the country. He left 
nly his collection of glass and tanagras 
because they were too fragile to move. 

“I had to sell the glass to help pay 
‘the expenses, but found that the tana- 
gras were not genuine. I believe he 
still has many of these valuable collec- 
tions, although he told me at the time 
he was selling them. 

“As to leaving me well provided for, 
‘Dr. Parker actually dropped out of sight 
st as a mortgagé for $7,500 on our 
Btme at 21 Fort Greene Place, Brook- 
tn, fell due, and he also left behind 
*gn $4,000 in debts. I have paid off 
me of the debts and §1,000 of the 
mortgage, but my income as a commer- 
cial artist is far from sufficient to, pro- 
vide properly for myself and the chil- 
dren, He always opposed my efforts to 
gain an art education, and ridiculed my 
drawing on every occasion he could, so 
that I was compelled to attend the ar 
school while he was absent.

ATLANTA, March 7%.--There was a 
general feeling of relief_in Atlanta and 
in Dekalb County today when an- 
nouncement was made that the Stone 
Mountain Memorial Association had ac- 
ceded to the request of Goyernor Walker 
and dropped its demand for the extra- 
dition and trial of Gutzon Borglum. 

Sober-minded citizens here have re- 
alized the harm the controversy. has 
been doing the ‘State and particularly the 
memorial cause. That a trial would 
serve only to aggravate the differences 
and that prosecution has been making 
a martyr of the sculptor has heen the 
major opinion. 

The requisition papers were recalled 
today by Governor Walker, who tele- 
graphed to Sheriff McCurdy and _ Solici- 
tor Ramspeck, Dekalb County officials, 
who were in North Carolina, to request 
the Governor of that State ‘not to give 
official cognizance to the papery. 

“Several days ago I suggested to the 
association that no profit could come to 
any: one by bringing Borglum back to 
Georgia to face criminal indictments," 
Governor Walker said, ‘The Memorial 
Association considered this suggestion 
at a méeting today and passed resolu- 
tions asking me to withdraw the re _ 
sition papers, I have no doubt that 
Governor of North Carolina will Ssokae 
to this request.”’

The drop was directly due to heavy 
selling of the shares by those who con- 
cluded that to hold on to them in the 
face of the opposition of the Transit 
Commission to higher fares would wipe 
out any profit they had accumulated 
during the recent’ strengthening  ten-, 
dency of-local traction securities. A 
rise or drop of a full point in any local 
traction stock is considered a substantial 
one ’compared with the wider swings in 
industrial or railroad shares, which are 
subject to greater speculative activity. 
Seventeen thousand shares changed 
hands yesterday on the Stock Exchange. 

Interborough Rapid Transit 5 per cent. 
bonds went the same way as the stock. 
These had reached 71% on Friday com- 

ared with a closing price yesterday of 

%. The net drop for the day was 75 
cents on 4 $100 bond.

Controller Charles L. Craig, who in

RUFFED GROUSE INQUIRY. 


_ Committee Formed to Learn Why 
Birds Are Decreasing. 


The American Game Protective. "Ass6- 
ciaticn has undertaken an investigation 
of the. status of the ruffed grouse 
throughout its entire range. During the 
last year there has been evidence of a 
widespread affection of the ruffed grouse 
by disease or some calamity which has 
very drasticallY reduced their numbers 
from a condition of abundance to al- 
most total extinction in many localities. 
Investigations by certain scientists have 
established the fact of the existence of 
certain fatal diseases. 
maladies and parasitical infestations ac- 
count for the entire loss or. whether cli- 
matic conditions entered into it has not 
been determined.

SAYS THE MONEY IS READY 


Only 2 Years Needed to Cover 
N. Y. Central Tracks Between 
72d and 129th Streete. 


12TH AV. TO BE EXTENDED 


Unsightty Structures to Disappear, 
Esplanade to Be Bullt on Sea Wall 
and New Ground Landscaped. 


Speaking yesterday to the Park Con- 
servation Association, Controller Charles 
L. Craig disclosed that the Board * of 
Estimate had endorsed his plan for the 
improvement of Riverside Park between 
Seventy-second and 120th Streeté. ‘The 
endorsement was given at Friday's 
meeting, but in the press of other mat- 
ters, escaped general notice. Mr. Oraig 
added that money for the project was 
available, that it could be completed in 
two years, and that its execution would 
be in the hands of the Park Commission 
and the Borough President. 

The association met in the office of 
William Bradford Roulstone, its Chair- 
map, at 26 Hxchange Place. Others 
present included Mr. Roulstone’s law 
partner, David Bandler; Charles G. and 
Eugene Moses, Richard Welling and Miss 
Lulu Morton of the Parks and Play- 
grounds Assoctation; Clarence Fowler, 
Miss Day end Mrs. John Clapperton 
Kerr. 

Took the Meeting by Surprise. 

Mr. Craig had been invited to explain 
his plan and took the meeting by sur- 
prise when he announced that it had 
been endorsed. ; 

“When will the money necessary to 
carry it out be availiable?” Mr. Roul- 
stone asked. 

“It .ia available now,’’ the Controller 
replied. ‘It has been available aan 
October.”’ 

“So there is nothing in the way ot 
sthe work’s speedy completion?” 

“Nothing ,at: all,’ the Controller re- 
plied. “it could be done in two years. 
Bear in mind;-howéver, that the board 
endorses, but it, does not alrect. The 
execution woulditbe divided amgng the: 
Park Commissioner, the Borough Pres- 
ident and, to @a-less degree, the Dock 
Department, 

“My plan provides for tke completion 
of Riverside Park.to the water’s edge. 
At present the park iteelf stops at the 
New York Central tracks. 

Four Elements Involved. 


“Briefly, the plan involves four ele- 
ments: A promenade or esplanade along 
a sea wall from Seventy-second Street 
to 129th; a new drive, constructed as a 
roof over the New York Central’s 
tracks; the removal of garbagg dumps, 
coal pockets, piers and other htly, 
structures and the landscaping of that 
new portion between the railway tracks 
and the sea wall.”’ 

Mr. Bandler inquired about the drive- 
way that will cover the Central tracks. 

“It will in reality be an extension of 
Twelfth Avenue,’ the Controller replied. 
“The city has title to the land and the 
driveway will roof over the tracks and 
run approximately parallel to the pres- 
ent Riverside Drive from Sevénty-second 
Street to the Fort Lee Ferry. South 
of Seventy-second Street it will continue 
as a viaduct along Twelfth Avenue to 
Fifty-seventh Street, with which con- 
nection will be made at grade between 
Tenth and Eleventh Avenues. 

‘“‘While Riverside Drive at present 
ends at the Central’s tracks, by an act 
passed in 1894 it was actually extended 
westward of the tracks inte the Hudson 
River to include some land under water. 
This was done because obnoxious com- 
mercial projects were in contemplation 
and it was determined to prevent those 
plans being effected. And ever since 
then the city has held title to this area 
in trust for park purposes. 


Filled In Along the Shore. 


‘‘Nothing in the way of park develop- : 


ment was done, however, and, because 
much of the area was under water, the 
impression became general that the park 
line ended east of the railroad tracks. 
Prior to 1910 the shore line of the Hud- 
son River was at the outer edge of the 
tracks all the way from Seventy-second 
to 129th Street. In 1911 and’ 1912, how- 
ever, the contractors who were excavat- 
ing the aqueduct that carries the Cats- 
kill water supply under Manhattan. ob- 
tained permission to dump 2,000,000 
cubic yards of broken rock there, and 
every one who has been In the park in 
that vicinity has become familiar with 
that work. 

“The plan then was that this should 
be used for additional raHroad tracks, 
and it was leveled off for that purpose. 
Public opinion, however, prevented that 
use of the property,.and the present 
plan proposes to utilize it for the orig- 
inal park purpose. 

“The plan of treatment from Seventy- 
second Street to 129th was prepared by 
the Park Department. It includes in 
its features a fresh-water pool between 
Seventy-second and Seventy-fifth 
Streets which may be used in Summer 
for'swimming and in Winter for skating. 
North of this isa play field extending 
to Seventy-seventh Street. 


To Eliminate Piers and Dump. 


Between Seventy-seventh and Highty- 
first Streets it is proposed to eliminate 
the piers and to convert the garbage 
dump into a recreation pier, with land-

every member of the Léague has a share 
in its responsibility. 

The- United States cannot escape from

tempt at government. Mr. Wilson was 
not.able to see his solution through; he 
left the child of his dreams in the care 
of. foster parents who had mixed feel- 
ings regarding it.

It cannot live on or 
by itself nor house all its people, It is 
stated that its own food supply would 
not keep the community in meat and 
bread for .a fortnight out of the whole 
year. It is a great community of work- 
ers. There are 180,000 miners, skilled 
men and other workmen engaged in in- 
dustries. Apart from the official classes 
and the employers, the rest of the popu- 
lation consists of shopkeepers, clerks 
and those who cater to the needs of 
the community. : 


Constitution Hastily Drafted.

- A’ Constitu- 
tion for the new Sarre State forms a 
weries of articles in the Sarre Annex to 
the Treaty of Versailles. 

It was an extremely delicate and dif- 
ficult task. Things that seemed to be 
incompatible had to be reconciled. An 
instrument had to be made which would 
work. And it was also a rush job. The 
peace makers were anxiously waiting. 

The drafting committee were M. An- 
aré Tardieu, Dr. C. H. Haskins and 
J. .W. Headlam-Morley, an official of 
the British Foreign Office. They were 
not experienced framers of constitutions; 
they were not international jurists. 

M. Tardieu was a journalist and politi- 
cian. Dr. Haskins -~was an American 
professor of history and political science. 
Mr. Headlam-Morley had a wide knowl- 
edge of treaties and constitutions, but 
no technical knowledge and no precon- 
eetved notions of his own. He was a 
capable and an impartial official. Dr. 
Haskins was reputed to be more pro- 
French than M. Tardieu. His views, 
expressed with brutal frankness, on self- 
determination would satisfy the most 
reactionary. . 

The Governing Commission was to 
consist of five members, of whom one 
‘must be a Frenchman, one a native of 
the Sarre and thrée representatives of 
countries other than France and Ger- 
many. France was assured complete 
freedom for the exploitation of the coal 
mines for fifteen years, at the end of 
which period it would be optional for 
Germany to buy them back. 

Vor fifteen years the Commission 
Government would continue, .and then 
the inhabitants—those born at the date 
of the treaty and living in the terri- 
tory—could vote district by district to 
Gecide whether they preferred to remain 
wnder the League of Nations, to be- 
@ome united to France or to rejoin Ger- 
many. The plebiscite is open to every- 
ene, male and female, over 20 years of 
age 


Ocertain Local Rights Maintained. 

The susceptibilities of the people were 
mot overlooked. The people would re- 
talsfitheir local assemblies, their relig- 
fous Liberties, their schools and their 
danguage. Thus there would be a local 
@endarmerie for maintaining order, and 
the French troops would give place to 
that local force at the earliest , possible 
moment. 

An Advisory Council was to be elected, 
Which would be consulted by the Gov- 
ering Commission before any new law 
as proposed or new or increased taxes 
imposed. The only apparent disability 
Which the people would experience was 
the absence of parliamentary. govern- 
ment, apart from the enforced separa- 
tion from their Fatherland. 

The district was included in the French 
eustoms union without for five years 
being cut away from Germany. The 
economic interests of France in the 
mines were rigidly safeguarded—with 
just the same rights and privileges as 
owners as that possessed by the Prus- 
sian Government. Beyond that France 
Was granted no special rights except 
that one of the Commissioners must 
be a French citizen, but he was to be 
just as independant of the French Gov- 
ernment as any of the other Commis- 
sioners. , 

It was probably in order to live up 
to the enlarged interpretation of the 
Constitution that among the first Com- 
Miissioners appointed a majority sympa- 
thetic with French policy was assured. 
The members were M. V. Rault, who 
had been Prefect. at Lyons; Major Lam- 
bert, a Belgian; Count de Moltke-Huit- 
feldt, a Dane, who had spent most of 
bis life in Paris, The other two were 
Herr von Boch, the Saarois member, 


and R. D. Waugh, a Canadian. 
The Chairman of the commission was 


to receive an annual salary of 150,000 
francs, the other members 100,000 
franca, and all had certain allowancas, 
The League of Nations kept control over 
the appointments, which were annual 
unless renewed. 


French Officials Replaced Germans, 


To tear up by the roots century-old in- 
stitutions, to carve out a new province 
and weld the area into one administra- 
tive unit, was the stupendous task be- 
fore the Governing Commission, As na- 
tional undertakings, the commission took 
over the railways, forests, post office, 
telegraphs, telephones, navigations, all 
public works and inatitutions, The 
French Mines Administration took over 
the coal mines with their army of em- 
ployes, The former German officials, 
engineers and managers were replaced 
by Prenchmen, ; 

The President or Chairman of the com- 
mission, M, Rault, exercising his prerog- 
ative ag the executive, teck upon him- 
aelf all the chief departmental offices in 
the new Government; homéand foreign 
affairs, commerce, industry and labor, 
customs and social welfare—the depart- 
ments which are most concerned with 
policy and come into closest touch with 
the people, ; 

France faced the compromise solution 
very reluctantly, and never really aec- 
@uiesced in it, Thé significance of the 
mew development in government under 
the League of Nations was not fully ap- 
préciated at the time, 

The French troops, in the absence of 
any other force, remained in ecoupation, 
Administrative work by the commission 
Was Well done, and its treatment of dis- 
abled German soldiers was generous. 
But the people did not welcome the rule 
of an alien oligarchy. They were sullen

When an advisory council was created 
its powers were so circumscribed that 
it ‘only served to increase public dis- 
satisfaction. The members could only] 
discuss the table d’héte metiu which the 
Government. perpared for them, They 
could raise no issue. 

Repressive Measures Taken. 

After the Ruhr occupation the tone of 
the administration changed. The Presi- 
dent looked more and more to France. 
His policy was shaped in relation to its 
bearing on French interests. Exceptional 
executive acts exasperated the inhabi- 
tants. In the midst of the ferment the 
strike of the coal miners occurred and 
disorganized local industry: The com- 
mission became panicky. It issued sting-. 
ing ordinances dealing with public order 
and suppressed free speech. 

A decree was issued, with the co- 
operation of the Interallied Rhineland 
Commission, prohibiting certain German 
Sarre citizens, including two directors of 
steel works and the largest independent 
steel: manufacturers, from leaving the 
Sarre and entering othef parts of Ger- 
many. The treaty guarantees free transit 
between the Sarre and Germany. 

The records of the League Council 
meetings show that members take an 
indulgent view of the commission. They 
‘are eager to bring out the best in their 
governmental offspring and not to criti- 
cize. Condemnation would be a refléc- 
tion on themselves. , 

The occupying troops remained when 
the new Government took office. There 
was no alternative. They were to act 
as @ police force until the new gendar- 
merie was ready to take their place. 
The Governing Commission always com- 


regarding the number of troops which 
should be stationed in the Sarre. 
Legally the French Government should 
have no more to do with policing the 
Sarre than has Italy or Belgium or Eng- 
land. The commission had no statutory 
power to approach the French Govern- 
ment on this question, nor could the 
French legally treat the Sarre aas occu- 
pied territory. This irregularity is not 
lessened by the fact that the French 
Government has paid for the troops. 
At every session of the Council of the 
League this question of troops and the 
police has come up for discussion. Five 
years have gone—a third of the plebisci- 
tary perlod—and little progress has been 
made with building up of the local gen- 
darmerie and still less. in getting rid of 
the foreign soldiers. The President of 


the Governing Commission, who takes |" 


charge of the Home Department, feels 
secure with the French ‘troops, but is 
afraid to trust the local gendarmerie, 
simply because they are local and not 
foreign—German and not French. His 
difficulty is insurmountable, because the 
Sarre is German. The treaty lays down 
that only a local force may be estab- 
lished. 

The French soldiers, while not asso- 
clating with the native population, have 
on the whole behaved well. There is un- 
fort 
cated Gases of outrages and injuries in- 
flicted~ by soldiers on civilians, causing 
death. “Such regrettable occurrences are 
almost inevitable when yéung foreign 


soldiers are quartered among a strange |° 


people whom they may still look upon 
as enemies. 

The statute prohibits recruiting, yet 
under the eyes of the commission a re- 
cruiting office for the Foreign Legion 
was opened in Saarbrtick. It is proved 
that twenty young men, Sarre inhabi- 
tants, some of them under 19 years Sf 
age, were induced to enlist in the French 
Foreign Legion. Recruiting was going 
on up to a few months ago. 

It is impressed upon every one who 
visits the Sarre that the place is 
permeated with propaganda and over- 
run with spies. A lot of underground 
work certainly goes on. Undoubtedly 
both the French military and the French 
heads of the police brought with them 
branches of well-organized secret in- 
telligence services. These: services are 
used by the French Government and 
operate independently of the Sarre Gov- 
erning Commission, which is itself 
spied on. 

There is ample evidence that corre- 
spondence is liable to be interfered with. 
The inquisition is carried on without 
much discrimination. A member of the 
Government told me that his letters had 
been opened, and a letter from a mem- 
ber of the Council of the League of 
Nations to a prominent citizen had 
been read before it was delivered, Sarre 
residents who wish to insure secrecy 
in their correspondence are obliged to 
send and receive their communications 
at addresses outside the territory. 

The spying is not all.on one sids. 
While the chief officials in almost every 
Government office are French, the Ger- 
mans are well informéd concerning ev- 
erything that takes place. Allowing for 
@ reasonable margin of cxaggeration, as 
the tendency is for each side to make 
misleading statements about the activi- 
ties of the other, there is unquestion- 
ably an amount of spying and propa- 
ganda going on which must have a 
thoroughly demoralizing effect on the 
community,’

‘What with the world-wide crusade in 
favor of the reduction of naval arma- 
ments, and the disturbances‘of the past 
ten or twelve years in the former huge 
Empire of China, with its population of

the place of the despotic monarchical

In the official. records of the Church 
of England the founder of Toc H. is 
listed as the Rev. P. B. Clayton, M. A.,

Barking by the Tower, London, 'E. C., 
but to the hundreds of thousands of of- 
ficers and men who served on the Flan-, 
ders front he is known as ‘‘the Padre’’ 
or ‘““‘Tubby’’ or the innkeeper of Talbot 
House. ‘

C. M. Keys, President, in his report to 
stockholders, said, in part:

TRADE CONDITIONS STUDIED 


Synopsis Shows Them Less Favor- 
able Than Month Ago, but Bet- 
ter Than Last Season. 


‘The synopsis of business conditions 
compiled by the Philadelphia Reserve 
Bank from reports by thirty-eight lines 
f “trade in the district at the end of 
ebruary classifies demand as good-in 
five, as fair or ‘‘fair to good’”’ in thirty- 
two and as poor in ones At the end 
of January nine were reported as good, 
twenty-eight as fair and none as poor. 
At the end of December ten were sched- 
uled as good, twenty-three as fair and 
two as poor. The ,sontrast is more 
striking with the end of iast June, when 
no line of trade was reported as good, 
but twenty were scheduled as fair and 
sixteen as poor. At the end of Feb- 
ruary, 1924, demand in no industry was 
scheduled as good, in thirty-one it was 
reported as fair and in seven as poor. 

Stocks of merchandise on hand are 
reported as moderate in all of the re- 
porting Jines of trade. A year ago nine 
branches of trade reported ‘heavy or 
moderately heavy stocks, the rest quot- 
ing moderate or light.

HEN an author with the over- 
whelming popularity and inteili- 
gent following of Sinclair Lewis 
breaks a three years’ silence, we 
approach the result with lively ex- 


pectancy tinctured ever so little 
with apprehension. No one has 
ever made of the novel so potent an 
instrument for social satire or ad- 
ministered, through its medium, so 
many rough jolts to national com- 
placency. In respect of sheer ground 
won his position is unprecedented. 
His first serious work (it is impos- 
sible to regard the early novels as 
anything save ‘prentice-pieces — 
‘*brouilions,""” in French phrase) 
showed the suprising direction his 
attack had taken and was to take. 
The next proved that it had ample 
resources of conviction at its back 
and was likely to be pressed far.

‘*Babbitt’’—‘‘Babbittry’’ today is to 
utter a phrase that has all the force 
of an incantation. 

A new book by Mr. Lewis now in- 
vites consideration, and even before 
opening its covers and plunging into 
its ample expanse, the general lines 
of the judgment it will invite define 
themselves. Will ‘‘Arrowsmith,"' 
we ask, prove to be a logica) se- 
quence to ‘‘Main Street’’ and ‘‘Bab- 
bitt,"’ a true third in a trilogy of 
novels for which the word ‘‘great’’ 
is justified? Or will it merely reg- 
ister evidence, where evidence was 
searcely wanted, of Mr. Lewis’s 
ability to improvise variations on an 
old theme, in Newman’s words, ‘‘to 
devise fresh scenes and incidents.’’* 
Judged by his past success and his 
deliberation in following it up, one 
has little doubt that a new triumph 
will be registered. But will it be in 
the intellectual or artistic sphere? 
Will Mr. Lewis advance or ‘“‘dig in’’? 

One closes the novel with a feel- 
ing that, if eternal verities be the 
ultimate ohjective, no great progress 
has been made. Mr. Lewis has at- 
tacked epiritedly, but he has not ad- 
vanced. At the most he has turned 
roughly on a salient that enfiladed 
his theses and has straightened out 
his front. It was ‘‘high ground’’ 
from which a great deal of very tell- 
ing criticism has been directed

Every Heroine Weeping 


By EDITH MINITER 


HEN we draw a mental pic- 
ture of our very great- 
grandparents knocking 

q off toil a few hours after 
sundown and passing the 
long Winter evening reading aloud 
from real literature written by 
Messrs. Hawthorne, Longfellow and 
George William Curtis, we do our 
grandparents wrong. They fre- 
quently read something quite dif- 
ferent under the whale oil lamp, 
whose light was so dim that, in the 
vernacular of the day, ‘‘you had to 
have two—one to see t’other by.” 
Some may find something akin in 
the dim literary light of the popular 
novels read then, but they didn’t 
pretend to be literature, any more 
than do our stories about sheiks 
and flappers. In the nineteenth 
century the sheiks were often clergy- 
men and the flappers wept all the 
time, being just as different as pos- 
sible fromi the girls of today. Know- 
ing that every one likes to read 
‘ about foreign life—the slavey about 
the belted earl, the office worker 
about life in the Great Open Spaces 
—this account of some weeping hero- 
ines of novels popular in the last 
century is presented to the dry eyes 
of today. 


The heroine was always weeping. 
Her first idea on seeing a shoulder 
was exactly that of the “Fanny 
Fern” character, who is thus intro- 
duced: 

*‘Oh, what a nice place to cry!"’ 
said a laughing little gil, as she 
nestied her head lovingly on her 
mother’s breast. The words were 
spoken playfully and the lit- 
tle fairy was all unconscious how 
much meaning lay hid in them, but 
they brought the tears to my eyes, 
for I looked forward to the 
time when, in all that wide earth, 
there should be for that little one 
“no n place to cry."’ 

Even while the child laughed she 
was looking for a place in which to 
ery, and the author pleasantly an- 
ticipated the worst for her. And 
“Fanny Fern’’ well knew how to 
mirror the taste of her day. She 
was Mrs. Sara P. Parton, born in 
Boston in the first decade of the 
last century, her father being Na- 
thaniel Willis, who founded the 
¥outh’s Companion; her brother 
Nathaniel P. Willis, who went to 
New York and became well known 
as poet and editor of The Home 
Journal. The quotation is from 
“Thoughts Born of a Caress,’’ in 
“Fetn Leaves,” published 1853-4, of 
the three volumes of which 180,000 
copies were. sold. 

The heroine of our first American 
best seller, “Charlotte Temple,"’ pub- 
ished in 1790, wept a great deal. 
The author of this work was Susan- 
na Rowson. She was not a native 
American, having been born in 
Portsmouth, England, in 1762, but 
her book was written in this country 
and she died in Boston in 1824. 
“Charlotte Temple’’ has for a sub-

[ways been treated as a_ historical 
‘fact. It is claimed that Charlotte 
livéd and cried all over what of New 
York City there then was, especially 
in an old two-storied frame edifice at 
Thames and Temple Streets, and in 
an equally old stone house on Art 
Street. She died dismally at the 
corner of Bowery and Pell, “on a 
wretched bed without hangings and 
but poorly supplied with coverings,” 
by her side “a porringer and wooden 
spoon containing a little gruel and 
a teacup with about a spoonful” of! 
wine in it." Mrs. Rowson’s novel, 
having attained its 104th edition in 
1905, is now classic. It has become 
Americana. It is collected. 


Seven years later than the time 
when Charlotte Temple was suffer- 
ing in New York—in 1797, to be 
exact—Eliza Wharton made _ herself 
miserable in New Haven and Hart- 
ford. The complete title of the book 
about her is ‘“The Coquette: or, The 
History of Eliza Wharton; a Novel 
Founded on Fact.” Her author 
coyly hides her identity under thie, 
term ‘‘A Lady of Massachusetts. 
Her name was Hannah Webster 
Foster. She was born in 1759 and 
died in 1840. The novel, of which 
the thirteenth edition was published 
in Boston in 1830, has given her 
undying fame. 

Her hero, alas! was not quite 
heroic. He was obliged, by the re- 
quirements of the tale, to turn out 
a villain; but oh how sublimely he 
regretted the fact, often’ uttering 
sentiments that would now seem 
highly moral even on the lips of a 
good uncle.

Let us now consider a couple of 
best sellers of a later date, of which 
the author was Susan Warner, born 
in New York City in 1818, where also 
her sister, Anna Bartlett Warner, 
saw the light two years later. 
Neither ever married. When grown 
up they made a home for them- 
selves in Highland Falls, N. Y., 
where they turned out fiction both 
independently and in collaboration. 

Susan, under her pen name of 
*‘Elizabeth Wetherell,” was respon- 
sible for the two books under con- 
sideration and both contained hero- 
ines of extremest sensibility. Oddly 
enough, the motif of one of these 
books was borrowed for a best seller 
of a much later date. It is the 
‘“‘unappreciative aunt motif.’’ Hilen 
Montgomery in ‘“‘The Wide, Wide 
World,”” by Susan Warner, pub- 
lished in 1850, is precipitated into 
the home of her aunt from an ox- 
cart, arriving in place of an ex- 
pected barrel of flour. “Rebecca of 
Sunnybrook Farm,” published in 
1908, drives up in a stage coach in 
place of her sister, Hannah, ‘‘who 
might be of some use.”’ 


In both books the hero is intro- 
duced and falls in love while the 
heroine is extremely immature. El- 
len is about 9. The man is “one 
of those likely lads,’’ a priest, only 
by then we had other priests in the 
country, and so called the Protes- 
tants parsons. When Ellen’s eye 
first fell on him her ‘‘confusion of 
thoughts resolved themselves into a 
flood of tears.’* The author adds, 
by way of explanation, “He was 
very handsome.’’ We know what 
the girls of today do to a handsome 
chap—in the '50s they cried at him. 
However, it takes less than that to 

Ellen cry. In the course of 
the book, which runs to 574 pages 
and leaves her in her sixteenth year, 
she cries much more that 574 times. 
The spells’ vary from ‘a wild burst 
of grief that seemed as though it 
would rend body and soul in twain,” 
to quieter occasions, when Mr. John 
the Hero merely saw. “the glitter of 
one or two tears In the moonlight as 
they fell."" The exact sum total is 
not at times 
the author says ‘something like this: 

Ellen received a letter from Mr. 

John and in the course of the next 

six weeks read it several times 

daily, and never without crying 
over it. 

No matter now pushed for time 
Ellen might be—and there are chap-

from sunup to sundown—she could 
always tuck in “‘an‘old fit of cry- 
ing.” And the letter, it must be 
understood, was not a sad one. It 
conveyed no bad news of any sort,

Ppanying it was-a magnificent copy 
of ‘Pilgrim's Progress’’ fully anno- 
tated. Yet Ellen never came from 
its*perusal but with red eyes! 


It’s by no means all letter-writing, 
this affair of the heart. There are 
plenty of times when John takes El- 
len’s hands, whereat ‘‘big tears be- 
gan to run down her face and 
frock,”’ or ‘‘Ellen sobbed:and he al- 
lowed her to do so for a few min- 
utes,’’ or he “led her fondly to his 
arms” and asked “what are those 
tears in your eyes for?” To which 
Elien illuminatingly replies, ‘‘I don't 
know."* And herein is the advantage 
of a hero like an old governess, 
rather than a mere man who would 
probably say something disagreeable 
about turning off the waterworks.

IR SIDNEY LEE, the editor of 
the Dictionary of National Bi- 
ography, here offers us the 
first ample volume of his stan- 
dard life of King Edward VIL 

The archives of Windsor Castle have 
been disclosed to his industrious eye; 
many families of eminence have 
added their quota of documents; and 
the author has delved deeply into 
the vast libraries of diplomatic remi- 
niscence which have accumulated 
since the war. Of Sir Sidney Lee’s 
perseverance in the handling of this 
material it is impossible to speak too 
highly. He gives the impression 
throughout the book that his state- 
ments are backed by overwhelming 
authority. And while he disclaims 
the idea that King George is to be 
held responsible for his pages, there 
is no doubt in any- mind that the 
biography embodies substantially 
what the House of Windsor wishes 
the world to know about the former 
House of Hanover. 

As a painter of portraits Sir Sid- 
ney Lee is no Sargent. He is not 
brilliant as an impressionist, but an 
encyclopedia for detail. His is no 
wizardry of words, but good, plain 
prose and plenty of it. Possibly he 
‘enlarges unduly on events, like the 
death of General Gordon at Khar- 
tum, with which the Prince had no 
more personal concern than had 
every other Briton. And such pages

d to await his real des- 
tiny until he was 59 years old, the 
Prince of Wales displayed an aston- 
ishing zest for writing letters on all 
manner of subjects and for meeting 
all manner of people. He recom- 
mended his personal friends for pro- 
motion in the public services. He 
formed and cxpressed opinions on 
controversial issues’ which were, 
strictly, outside his province. If we 
are to accept the evidence of Sir 
Sidney Lee, he was by no means the 
Liberal that he is supposed to have 
been. Apparently he was against 
Gladstone on Home Rule for Ireland. 
And his only criticism of Joseph 
Chamberlain's negotiations with 
President Kruger, which led up to 
the Transvaal War, was that the 
Colonial Secretary, supposed to be 
too pushful, did not push hard. 
enough: When Britain regarded Rus- 
sia as her rival in Asia, the Prince 
of Wales was as jingo as uny other 
Tory of the higher aristocracy. And 
his claim to be “peacemaker” will 
hardly survive these disciosures of 
his belief in armaments and entire 
skepticism of The Hague Conference. 
Qn the futility of seeking thus to 
prevent war, if on no other subject, 
he agreed entirely with his nephew 
in Berlin. 

In England, these personal views 
did not, perhaps, matter. But on the 
Continent it was less clearly under- 
stood that the Prince was no more 
than a private individual, endowed 
with no right whatever to speak for 
any one except himself. In demean- 
or, he was usually the embodiment 
of tact. But frequently he induigea 
in activities calculated to cause le- 
gitimate misunderstanding. Thé 
French Republic did not always have 


‘lan entente with’ Britain. On the 


contrary, there was a danger of war 
over Captain Marchand’s appearance 
at Fashoda, to the south of Khar- 
tum.

O the Hst of sinners who have 
brought forth fruits meet for 
repentance should now be 
added Gustavus Myers. His 

brief preface to ‘‘The History of 
American Idealism’’ (Boni & Live- 
right) concludes with a perfectly 
adequate showing of cause why 
the book should have been written. 
Mr. Myers is competent to bear wit- 
ness to the fact of American ideal- 
ism because hitherto he has been so 
greatly concerned with “unideal’’ as- 
pects of American life. His history 
of great American fortunes stressed 
the unidea] methods by which these 
fortunes were accumulated. His his- 
tory of the Supreme Court of the 
United States dealt with an institu- 
tion apparently much less concerned 
with the administration of ideal jus- 
tice than with the protection of un- 
ideal vested interests. His history 
of Tammany Hall was obviously con- 
cerned with something short of a 
sanctified and dedicated brotherhood. 
The causes that have transformed 
Mr. Myers from a destructive critic 
of American institutions into a eulo- 
gist of America are not stated by 
him at length. As a chapter in the 
. history of Pauline conversions it 
would have been interesting but 
possibly out of place in a book so 
highly impersonal. A man’s inter- 
pretation of his environment may 
change either because the environ- 
ment changes or because the man 
himself changes or for both rea- 
sons, most often for both reasons. 
The present author merely offers us 
the brief but fairly sufficient expla- 
nation that it is largely a question 
of scope. When he wrote of the sor- 
did aspects of American life they 
were just that—aspects. They were 
“the evils imposed upon American 
life by organizations, groups and 
particular classes.”" Today he writes 
of the ‘accomplishments of the 
American people as a whole’ and 
thereby the disturbing aspects afore- 
said presumably sink ‘into their prop- 
er minor proportion. To be sure, the 
rules of proportion were just as valid 
when the author's earlier books were 
Written, but it would be presumptu- 
ous to set up on this page a stricter 
xet of qualifications than obtains in 
the place where there is more joy 
aver one who repenteth, &c.

HE services of the American 
people to the cause of idealism, 
as described by Mr. Myers with 
a quite unusual combination of terse- 
ness and detailed documentation, 
might be grouped under nearly a half 
score heads. In this country for 
the first time the ideal of complete 
religious liberty was vindicated. 
. The monarchic tradition was here 
destroyed. The tradition of aris- 
tecracy, of caste, was overthrown. 
Universal education originated 
here and has been developed to a 
degree equaled nowhere else. Human 
slavery was abolished at heavy cost. 
Art was emancipated from patronage 
and placed on a footing of decent 
self-respect. Crusades for the im- 
provement of morals and manners 
have been conducted on an unrivaled 
scale. The emancipation of foreign 
peoples from alien oppression has 
been promoted. Finally, to the 
American people have accrued the 
privilege and responsibility of lead- 
ership in the cause of world peace. 
What other peoples and other’ civill- 
zations attempted or realized only in 
part we have carried through to suc- 
cess and on a grand scale. Other 
peoples have known religious tolera- 
tion. We have established perfect 
religious equality. Other peoples 
have been republican, but oligarchic; 
we established democratic repubtil-

begin molding the heart's desire. 
It is too often taken for granted 
that the trip in Captain John Smith's 
boat or Carver and Rradford's boat 
shook the passengers clean of every 
inherited notion, creed, habit, preju- 
dice and landed them on America’s 
shores virgin sowls in a virgin conti- 
nent. This is a mistake. The virgip 
continent was there, all right, but 
the souls were European and in vari- 
ous aspects remained European for 
many years, sometimes for as much 
as 250 .years. American idealism 
therefore had to pull down as well as 
to build anew; it had to forget Eu- 
rope as well as to learn America. 
Religious liberty did not spring into 
being over night on this soi]. The 
issue against monarchy was not de- 
cided until virtually the beginning of 
the nineteenth century. Caste sur- 
vived well into the nineteenth cen- 
tury. Free public education was still 
spoken of in the- 1830s as charity 
education. Perhaps the building and 
demolition simile is not a. perfect 
one. It has been rather the growth 
of a new civilization which in grow- 
ing thrust aside, crippled and unti- 
mately destroyed the imported older 
growths. 


R. MYERS'S story of the rise 
of American institutions em- 
bodying a native idealism is 

not only highly condensed, as one 
would expect of so enormous a sub- 
ject in so compact a volume, but does 
not pretend to be chronologically 
complete. It is not by accident that 
the bulk of his citations from the

documents should fall within ~ the 
first’ thirty or forty years of the last 
century and that most of his remain- 
ing material should lie in the preced- 
ing half century. He has concen- 
trated on the ‘‘critical period’’ in the 
history of the particular institution 
he is concerned with. Religious lib- 
erty was a definitely settled issue 
with the Federal Constitution. Mon- 
archist sentiment went soon after. 
Caste lingered for a couple of dec- 
ades beyond that. Popular educa- 
tion, as I have indicated, had per- 
haps two more decades to win out, 
and so on. As soon as the author 
has signalized the approach of de- 
cisive victory he leaves it to our 
genera! information. optimist that 
he.is, to round out the story. 

At this point, if a person be so in- 
clined, one might drive ‘straight at 
the heart of the author’s whole case 
by asking what does he mean by 
idealism. The word has enough re- 
spectable meanings to fill out a con- 
siderable number of column inches 
on the present page. Far be it from 
me to make the attempt. Still, there 
is the idealism which stresses the 
spirit as against the flesh. There is 
the idealism of selflessness as against 
egoism. There is the idealism of 
mere numbers—the “good’’ of the 
many as against the “good’’ of the 
few. And, finally, there is the ideal- 
ism of the idea, of the translation 
of idea into fact. Every one of Mr. 
Myers’s specific claims of American 
achievemént might be conceded him 
to the full without necessitating the 
slightest concession that idealism is 


involved.. Mr. Chesterton, for in- 
stance, might admit that America 
has realized the idea of religious 
equality, but he would be strongly 
tempted to deny that the results 
have been ideal. What we call re- 
ligious equality he might be tempted 
to call religious chaos, indifférent- 
ism, sectarianism, superstition. Here 
or there might be found a few 
Americans who are inclined to think 
that the destruction of monarchism 
means only mob rule. And our abo- 
lition of caste has brought into power 
the boobery, and our universal edu- 
cation has stifled research and dis- 
couraged genius by subjecting it to 
cheap machine-made competition; 
and our democratic art has substi- 
tuted the judgment of the herd for 
the judgment of the cognoscenti. 
Such an obstinate critic might go 
charmingly through the author's 
entire list of idealistic American 
achievements and point out that as 
a result you have in America the 
most. materialistic of all Western cul- 
tures. I am quite safe in saying 
that a critic might say this, because 
it is being said all the time. 


NOTHER and somewhat milder 
way of putting it would be to 
say that when Mr. Myers speaks 

of idealism he means only what is 
usually calied democracy or oppor- 
tunity; and since many serious peo- 
ple today are questioning whether 
opportunity in America has been ex-: 
ploited-to its highest uses, and since 
a@ great many other serious people 
are now inclined to believe that 





dergocracy, as the saying goes, is 
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on trial, the author’s case for ideal- 
ism is by no means established. Now 
there are several possible answers to 
this ‘hypothetical challenge, and I 
have no reason for guessing just 
which ‘one the author would select. 
But one adequate answer, as it seems 
to me, would be found in emphasiz- 
ing the last definition of idealism I 
suggested above. If idealism be 
taken to mean the courageous and 
successful effort to translate an idea 
into fact, then Mr. Myers’s case for 
American idealism stands virtuaHy 
untouched. Whether we think well 
or ill of religious equality, popular 
government, universal eduation and 
an art competing for its place in the 
market place, they are ideas. The 
urge for moral improvement which 
has given us so many laws, organi- 
zations and drives for the improve- 
ment of neighbors by neighbors is in 
itself ample testimony to a fierce 
crusading spirit; and, after all, the 
same charity should be extended to 
@ moral crusade as to an anti-mioral 
crusade. At any rate, whatever may 
be the intrinsic value of the ideas 
which the American people have 
historically been eager to put across, 
they have been ideas, and they com- 
pel a drastic revision of the famiiiar 
charge against American material- 
ism and dollar chasing. 


HAT such a process of revision 
is now under way is unmis- 
takable.. Mr. Myers particu- 
larly stresses one phase—foreign 
opinion. Up to recently the Euro- 
pean traveler in these parts has been 
as a rule an extremely candid friend. 
We have had some ardent admirers 
and we have had a good deal of 
praise mixed with disapproval, but 
the dominant note for more than a 
century was the note struck in 
“Martin Chuzziewit” and the 
“American Notes."" It is not so 
Many years ago that the United 
States was still being described as 
Dollarika. The sudden discovery of 
American ideals by Europe came 
with the World War. Mr. Myers 
does not overlook the liberal discount 
that should be made im the unsus- 
pected fine traits we revealed to the 
European nations to whose aid we 
came with men, money, food and 
ships.. But when that deduction is 
made a very substantial amount of 
truth remains. On the part of the 
Allies there may be a notion that our 
was somewhat slow in as- 
serting itself and has suffered a re- 
lapse since the armistice. From the 
other side may come regrets that the 
American idealism of 1918 should 
have been so tragically obscured in 
the Peace Treaty. Both sides admit 
that the idealistic manifestation oc- 
curred. 

One point upon which Mr. Myers 
does not dwell is the aWakening of 
Europe to certain idealistic implica- 
tions in our very materialism. For- 
eigners are now willing to admit that 
the chase of the dollar, though it 
may be our great preoccupation, is

HE chaotic Dublin of 1920 and 

1922 furnishes Sean O’Casey 

the material for his two vivid 

dramas, ‘‘Juno and.the Pa¥- 

cock’’ and **The Shadow of, 
a Gunman,” in ‘Two Plays.” 
These efforts, ruthless. enough in 
their depiction of a reality that was 
a matter of blood and murder, move 
with surprising speed and compre- 
hension of dr tic value, and yet, 
at the same time, they .are lighted 
by a broad humor that is laughable 
enough on the surface but which, 
taken with the subject involved, re- 
veals sardonic undercurrents. Mr. 
O'Casey is frankly melodramatic 
when its suits his purpose to be 
so, and his humor is often enough 
a stage matter, “fat stuff,” as an 
actor would say, and caloulated to 
arouse the Jaughter of a popular 
audience. And yet the reader will 
never lose the impression of a depth 
in these plays that is not always 
visible on the surface. There are 
tragic connotations that lose them- 
selves in a befuddled sense of the 
obligations toward life that are part 
of a man’s heritage. 

Mr. O’Casey is no philosopher; he 
is a somewhat stark expositor, who 
is building plays that are meant to 
uct well and which, from a reading, 
seem to fulfill ali the requirements 
of suspense, thrill, humor and vivid 
characterization. But he is also an 
artist and it is within his province 
as a playwright to find form and 
sincerity in his material. Gifted 
with the power of creating a rich 
and colorful. dialogue that is artful 
in its dramatic possibilities, he sets 
to work to show through two groups 
of people in two of the poorer tene- 
ments the chaotic whirlpool of that 
Dublin that passed through the guer- 
Tila warfare of the Irregulars and 
the Black and Tans. The result is 
both thrilling and depressing. There 
are gunfire, ambushes, raids, seduc- 
tions, cowardice, poverty, drunken- 
ness, all the concomitants fol- 
tow hard on any liberating movement 
that depends on force. Through all 
this is threaded a spiritual revela- 
tion that is both pathetic and dis- 
turbing. It wounds the heart of 
man to think that life is so consti- 
tuted, and yet it so smacks of the 
verisimilitude of life that the reader 





automatically accepts it as it is 
revealed. 
“Juno and the Paycock’’ is the 


better of these two plays, for here 
Mr. O’Casey develops an essentially 
serious action in an almost constant 
comedy medium. Curiously enough, 
the reader will realize no disparity 
between the medium and ‘he’ sub- 
ject. This play presents as its cen- 
tral character a drunken loafer and 
braggart with an engaging tongue, 
who watches regardiessly as his lit- 
tle world, poverty-stricken enough in 
the first place, falis to pieces about 
him. “Captain’’ Jack Boyle is a 
character rich in acting possibilities, 
and as the reader follows him 
through his imbroglio, noting how 
the wastrel counts on the legacy that 
never comes to recoup his fallen for- 
tunes, and leaves him careless and 
drunken in his wretched house, from 
which his wife has hurried to look 
upon the face of her dead son—killed 
by the Irregulars for alleged treach- 
ery-—a violent desire must spring up 
to see some clever actor in this rdéle. 
It is crammed with possibilities. The 
spiritual flavor of the play may be 
acrid but it rings true. Boyle is the 
engaging loafer altogether too fond 
of his poteen, singing his Irish patri- 
otic songs with a high air, and let- 
ting his world fall- into ruins about 
him. His daughter is: seduced and: 
deserted by a young Englishman: 
The very furniture is removed from 
the house for debt. Misfortune piles 
upon misfortune, and still Boyle ex- 
ists in his boastful imaginative world 
of big words and no deeds. All this 
is deplorablé enough, but. the reader 
does not pity Boyle so much as the 
women—as Boyle’s wife Juno and 
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puny shoulders that 
degradations come. 

In “The Shadow of a Gunman,"’ 
the second play in this impressive 
book, it is again the women who 
suffer. Donal Davoren is the typi- 
cal poet, who is paralysed in the 
face of action. This hardly seems 
to ring true of those fierce Dublin 
days, for it. was the poets, the 
writers, the thinkers, who crumpled 
up first of all before the withering 
gunfire. But for the sake of Mr.. 
O’Casey’s theme he is quite justified 
in making his leading male charac- 
ter a writer who constantly quotes 
Shelley. The pretty city girl is

suitcase of bombs to her room when 
the Black and Tans raid the terie- 
ment and is shot down when shé 
tries to escape from the lorry. 
Davoren is under suspicion of being 
a gunman because he lives so quiet- 
ly, and there is a subtle mockery in 
this characterization of a man who 
is incapable of action, who can hear 
an innocent girl being hurried from 
the house and to her death, and 
who yet receives the plaudits and 
admiration of the Republican-minded 
folk about him.

It is through 
the stupidity, the fear, the avarice, 
the drunkenness of men, that all 
the. woes of the women in these two 
plays come into being. Mr. O'Casey 
is an impressive realist here. 

The playwright’s name will be new 
to readers of Irish plays, but his 
two dramas should prove sufficient 
to show that that dramatic urge that 
began so many years ago with Yeats, 
Martyn, Colum and Synge has not 
died. It may have flickered down 
during the past decade, but the dra- 
matic instincts of the Irish writers 
continue to exist, and every now and 
then something impressive like the 
work of Mr. O’Casey happens and 
those who know: breathe a sigh of 
relief. It would be. a rather foolish 
procedure to attempt any comparison 
of. Mr. O’Casey with the older Irish 
dramatists on the strength of these 
two plays, for, fine as they are, they 
are no more than a beginning. If 
he is to be another Synge he will 
have to do better than this. He

It becomes a _ republic 
with Harlequin as President and 
still later it is governed by a wo- 
man, Columbine’s sister, Isabella, 
being raised to the rank of Lady 
President; Of course, during all 
these surprising events there is a 
steady stream of satire directed 
against various phenomena in the 
government of Great Britain. Then, 
too, a series of love affairs hold up 
the more obvious action of the play. 
Mr. Bennett has always revealed 
himself as a skillful, albeit light- 
weight, playwright, and ‘“The Bright 
Island” is no exception to the rule. 
Lovers of Bennett will find his en- 
gaging and witty dialogue quite as 
good as usual and his situations as 
amusing and deftly combined. The 
satire is bright and gently- malicious 
at times. If anything, ‘‘The Bright 
Island’’ will remind readers of some 
of the satire in W. 8S. Gilbert's 
librettos. Indeed, the play might 
have been improved by the introduc- 
tion of a few patter-songs. Certain- 
ly the atmosphere is all in the light- 
opera vein. 

Both playwrights considered here. 
Mr. O’Casey and Mr. Bennett, under- 
stand the art of writing plays that 
read exceptionally well. Part of the 
reason for this lies in the literary 
finish—never literary in an obnox- 
ious sense—with which they ap- 
proach their dialogue. Mr. Bennett's 
periods are, perhaps, the smoother, 
but he lacks the strength, the vivid- 
ness; ,the intensity that is to be 
found in the best portions of Mr. 
O’Casey’s two plays. Of course. 
Mr. Bennett was not writing serious 
drama in any sense of the word— 
unless well meant and earnestly con- 
ceived satire be serious—and there- 
fore he was not called upon to fur- 
nish any intensity in his speeches. 
His wit sparkles more than that of 
the Irish playwright, but it does 
not bite as deeply. Behind Mr. 
O’Casey’s humorous speeches the 
reader will sense a. seriousness that 
approaches bitterness at times. Mr. 
1} Bennett is not at all bitter about the 
sillinesses of government which ~he 
satirizes in ‘The Bright Island.” 
He is merely. amused at a childish 
state of affairs and he chuckles. with

She Could Withdraw From Life as Thoroughly as She Could Take 
Part in Its Hurly-Burly 


MRS. MEYNELL AND HER LIT- 
ERARY GENERATION. By Anne 
Kimball Tuell. 283 pp. New York: 
RK. P, Dutton & Co. $2.5. 

T is in the following words that 
Anne Kimball Tuell closes her 
book on Alice Meynell, the title 
of which is ‘‘Mrs. Meynell and 

Her Literary Generation’’: 


Her popularity will always. be 
limited by her chosen solitude of 
spirit and art, although she moved 
so “‘vigilantly’’ in her genera- 
tion. We turn today, with some 
wistfulness the exquisite pages 
of her verse, even of her prose, 
unchallenged in distinction. Both 
seem somewhat strangely remote, 
like many another fine thing, relic 
of choice hours in an England 
.that is changing. 


Miss Tuell’s peroration makes a 
fitting beginning for any review and 
summary of her exceptionally pene- 
trating and discerning book. The 
truth of her words will be apparent 
to every one who is familiar with 
the unique poetic achievement of 
Mrs. Meynell; and the person who 
bas still to become acquainted with 
that slender but exceptional and 
supreme yoetic harvest will find 
their substantiation in the reproduc- 
tion on this page of John Sargent’s 
drawing of Mrs. Meynell. - The 
quoted word “‘vigilantly,”’ with its 
corresponding adjective ‘‘vigilant’’ 
and the noun “vigilance’’—these 
three words are constant recur- 
rences with Mrs. Meynell—were the 
prescriptions and the proscriptions 
of her life and her art. Both in her 
life and her art Mrs. Meynell com- 
bined to an unparalleled degree the 
opposites of devotion and with- 
drawal; and in this paradox lies her 
uniqueness. Miss Tuell, by her 
srasp of this paradox, has produced 
u study unwarped in judgment as it 
is free from the discolorations either 
of emotionalism or prejudice. It is 
not always possible for one of differ- 
ing creed to arrive at so wisely 
tempered an appreciation of the 
work of another when creed plays 
xo important a part in that other's 
work, as it did with Mrs. Meynell. 

Alice Meynell was born in Barnes, 
west of London. Her father was 
Thomas James Thompson, a man of 
exceptional culture, a connoisseur in 
learning, and of assurance of taste. 
Brought up by such a father, these 
became the heritage of the daughter. 
The Thompson family was _ thor- 
oughly English, but much of Alice’s 
childhood was spent in Switzerland 
and Italy; later in life she called 
herself an- ‘‘international child.’’ 
Her mature point of view is singu- 
larly free from insularity. 

In 1875 Alice Th v 
her first volume of verse, ‘*‘Pre- 
ludes’’; and the following year she 
became the wife of Wilfrid Meynell, 
journalist and _ editor. As Alice 
Thompson, Mrs. Meynell had already 
found a place for herself in the 
journalistic field, and marriage and 
the bearing and rearing of children 
created no interference. “I worked 
hard,’’ she writes, ‘‘on journalism 
that * loved, on my own subjects, 
during the years that I bore eight 
ehildren.”” Mrs. Meynell's ‘‘with- 
drawal,’’ therefore, was from a 
helter-skelter and pseudo-emotional 
participation in the hurly-burly of 
life, that she might the more ac- 
curately assess and the more 
**vigilantly’’ cherish its spiritual 
values. But not her early verse, 
not her marriage, not her journal- 
ism, not her bearing of children is 
for the student of Mrs. Meynell’s 
literary achievement the all-impor- 
tant fact. Nor is this all-important 
fact her conversion to the Roman 
Catholic faith. It is her deeply 
probing reasoning and conviction 
behind the otherwise merely out- 
ward event of her conversion.

My reason for joining the Church 
(she wrote] is my reason for re- 
maining in it—its administration 
of morals. Other Christian 
Churches or sects [here she makes 
exceptions of the Orthodox Greek 
and Russian) have the legislation .

Miss Tuell follows this quotation 
with the assertion that although 
Mrs. Meynell held in great aversion 
any communistic experiment, ‘‘she 
was Socialist.‘" There is some am- 
biguity here, for despife the capital 
letter, indicating that the hiographer 
had in mind the Socialist Party as 
an organization, there is no indica- 
tion that Mrs. Meynell was identi- 
fied or desired identification with 
that party. However strongly she 
might have felt that the Socialists 
had something of value in their doc- 
trine, her intense awareness of in- 
dividual significances would have 
been against it. Mrs. Meynell war 
not one for submergence. And the 
absence in Miss Tuell’s text of the 
article (‘‘a’’) lends further confirm- 
ation to this view, as it also height- 
ens the ambiguity. 

Miss Tuell devotes more space to

the prose of Mrs. Meynell than she 
does to the poetry, a reversal of 
common practice. The Wellesley 
scholar believes that Mrs. Meynell’s 
prose, with its flower of finest dis- 
tinction, is too little known. Un-. 
doubtedly this is true, but Miss Tuell 
makes the mistake of supposing that 
Alice Meynell as a writer of prose 
can be placed beside Alice Meynell 
the poet. Grant to chis doubly 
gifted woman that she produced a 
prose comparable to the best, the 
achievement is still below her poetic | 
achievement. As poet Mrs. Meynell 
takes an enduring place beside 
George Herbert, John. Donne and 
Richard Crashaw.. If these three be 
minor poets, then they are lower 
than the greatest; but to be second 
as a poet is to he above the greatest 
of the writers of prose. : 
The reviewer begs not to be misun- 
derstood; when he speaks of ‘‘prose”’ 
as he is now. speaking of it, his ref- 
erence is to the medium itself, con- 
sidered for and by itself, not of the 
subject matter. He is making no

and the novelist or the playwright 
whose medium is prose, for the nov- 
elist or the playwright is judged not 
by his medium but by his novel or 
his drama. Any discussion of his 
medium is ‘secondary. . But this is 
not so when the author has confined 
himself or herself to the essay, the 
pertinence of which diminishes with 
the passage of time.. Mrs. Meynell, 
in prose, confines herself largely to 
the timely essay; the pertinence of 
her prose, therefore, has largely 
passed, She attained very closely to 
a perfect expression; but the fact re- 
mains that were all of Mrs. Mey- 
nell’s prose works suddenly to dis- 
appear the loss would not be com- 
parable to a similar total destruction 
of her poetry. Miss Tuell, there- 
fore, fights here in a lost cause. 
Mrs. Meynell’s total output of 
poetry is one of the smallest in the 
history of English literature. All the 
poems which she considered worth 
preserving—a task to which she de- 


+voted herself just before her death, 


in 1923—are contained in a volume 
of fewer than 150 pages, and the 
poems themselves are fewer than a 
hundred and a quarter in number. 
Among those of her earlier years 








are several sonnets; but although

Mrs. Meynell's expression, even in 
its finest flowering, was ever con- 
trolled by a rich frugality, the sonnet 
form proved for her too confining in 
its exactitudes. Hence she came to 
develop her own verse media, choos- 
ing simple rhythms and as simple 
rhyme schemes, with reliance for ef- 
fect not upon orndmentation but upon 
terse, often sharply brilliant, ex- 
pression; and, as time went on, with 
an increasing penchant for the para- 
dox. As Alice Thompson, upon her 
conversion to Catholicism, Mrs. Mey- 
nell wrote the sonnet to which she 
gave the title ‘‘Neophyte,’’ the sex- 
tain of which is Muminating. 
Oh, rash! (1 smile) to pledge my 
hidden wheat. 
I fold today at altars far apart 
Hands trembling with what toils? 
In their retreat 


I seal my love to be, my folded art. 
I light the tapers at my head and 


feet,

young girl. But in some indefinable 
way it lacks the true sonnet touch. 
And it was undoubtedly Mrs. Mey- 
nell’s perception of this iack which 
led her gradually to an all but com- 
plete abandonment of the form. 
But even in these early lines, simple 
and direct as they appear at 
first glance, there is involution of 
thought, there are- overtones of 
meaning which tease no iess with 
their clarity than with their aloof- 
ness. And even in these lines is 
discernible the tendency to such a 
poem as “The Two Questions,’’ writ- 
ten many years after. Two or 
three stanzas only of this poem (it 
is completed in seven stanzas) need 
be given.

The reader has but to compare 
with any one of a score of Donne’s 
poems, with, say, ‘““Thé Collar’’ or 
“The Pulley,’’. by George Herbert, 
to see how completely, and by what 
right, Mrs. Meynell comes to take 
her place with that small group of 
English poets called by some ‘‘meta- 
physical,’’ by others, ‘‘mystics.’" 
But metaphysical or mystic, the 
cause is as apparent as the result; 
and its results can be seen as far 
back as Pilato, in the so-called 
Platonic ‘‘myths,’’ or further back, 
in the religious books of the Old 
Testament, in the religious books 
of the Hindus; in short, in the 
Feligious books of any people of any 
period. Mrs. Meynell, no more than 
Herbert or Donne, engages ‘in parda- 
doxes for the sake of the paradox; 
not any one of them ‘is practicing 
intellectual gymnastics to gain what 
applause may be. But religious 
thought, at the dast, can express 
itself only by paradox; for the es- 
sential core of religion—a God who is 
postulated as good creating or ex- 
pressing himself through a world in 
which there is evil—is paradoxical. 

Yet if Mrs. Meynell is to be 
grouped with Donne and Herbert, 
and to take her place beside that 
other equally metaphysical poet of 


the Kar in 





her adopted Church (who also was 
a convert), Richard Crashaw, there 
are distinctions to be drawn; there 
also are distinctions to be drawn be- 
tween her mysticism and that of her 
contemporary in the ‘field of relig- 
ious poetry, Francis Thompson. 
Miss Tuell, with. delicate discern- 
ment, sees where these distinctions 
lie. In comparing Mrs. Meynell 
with Francis Thompson Miss Tuell 
writes: 


The religious paradox of Mrs. 
Meynell is a smaller and more sub- 
tle thing. It carries none of the 
headiong gusto, the multitudinous 
melody; it is but the shaping force 
of a little lyric, still at the end 
with throbbing heart, like a bird 
just alighted. It traiis no cloud of 
splendor. It has the compression 
of the epigram, compact, reserved. 
Less emotional for all its intensity 
than the regal contradictions of 
Thompson, hers is a paradox of 
intelleetual fibre, which gives 
strength to her intuitive flights. 


Miss Tuell might easily have gone 
a little further and analyzed - the 
cause. Mrs. Meynell reaches neither 
the “regal contradictions”’ of Thomp- 
son nor the flaming and superb 
abandonments of Crashaw, for the 
reason that such things are bora of 
a more consuming passion than was 
Mrs. Meynell’s. For verification one 
has only to turn from her religious 
poetry to the two or three poems, 
which concern themseives with love 
and compare them with Mrs. Brown- 
ing’s. Beside Alice Meynell's reti- 
cence in emotion, Mrs. Browning 
gives the suggestion of an emotional 
acrobat. Reticence, that giving of 
one’s self which is at the same time 
a withholding; the generosity of 
spirit which-also insists upon its 
right of sanctuary—these, the key- 
notes both of Mrs. Meynell’s life and 
of her art, Miss Tuell keeps con- 
stantly before the reader, with al- 
ways the support of documentary 
evidence. 


*“‘Mrs. Meynell and Her Literary 
Generation” (which included, besides 
Francis Thompson, her deeply. de- 
voted friends Coventry Patmore and 
George Meredith) is a book of rare 
qualities. The authors discernment 
has already been emphasized. Miss 
Tuell deserves even as great praise 
on other grounds—that of her own 
prose style. Were the quotation 
marks to be omitted from her nu- 
merous quotations from the author 
she is studying, the reader would fre- 
quently find it hard to say which 
Passages were Mrs. Meynell’s and 
which are Miss Tuell’s. So seldom 
does a critic feel under any compul- 
sion to Dring his own expression any- 
where near the level of his subject 
that so noteworthy an exception as 
this book deserves especial mention.

RS. WEBSTER’S book would 
be sensational if it were 
convincing. She elaborates 
here the theory which she 
advanced in her beoks on 

“The French Revolution’ and 
‘*World Revolution,” that revolt 
against the established order is not 
due to discontent with economic or 
social conditions, but is a reaction- 
ary attack upon organized govern- 
ment and the Christian religion; but 
she goes further, and attempts to 
show that this revolt has been fos- 
tered by a mysterious ‘‘oral tradi- 
tion” passed down from generation 
to generation in a series of secret 
societies. 

Freemasonry isthe bullseye of 
Mrs. Webster’s target. It has been 
attacked before; it hag been attacked 
almost since it was organized in the 
beginning of the eighteenth century, 
so that there is a voluminous library 
on either side of the controversy. 
Liberty, equality and fraternity, 
which gre its central principles, are 
abhorrent to Mrs. Webster. She 
reads revolution into liberty and in- 
ternational socialism into fraternity. 
She holds a brief against labor 
unions, ism, Esperanto, 
theosophy, international finance and 

y. They all tie up together, 
she says. France and the United 
States have been ‘‘weakened” by 
democratic ideas. 

It must not be supposed that Mrs. 
Webster condemns all secret soci- 
eties. Freemasonry as it is ‘‘worked” 
(the word is hers} in England and 
the United States is esoteric and 
harmless enough. It is the Grand 
Orient in Continental Europe which 
arouses her especial ire. She has 
nothing but praise for Fascismo, 
which is a secret order; and it is 
fair to assume that if she had not 
chosen to ignore the Ku Klux Klan 
she would have pronounced a bene- 
diction upon it. She seems not un- 
familiar with affairs on this side of 
the water. She quotes Lothrop Stod- 
dart (sic) in order to enter emphatic 
disagreement with his theory that 
the revolutionary movement is the 
revolt of the ‘‘Under Man" against 
civilizetion; she tellg about the asso- 
ciation of a ‘‘Mr. Z,” whom she does 
not identify but whom she accuses 
of Cabalism and vulgar blasphemies, 
with George Silvester (sic) Viereck; 


Spargo with diverse emotions. Prob- 
ably she has heard of the Ku Klux, 
but she sees _ fit to say nothing 
about it. 

Now, the central conception of 
Freemasonry, which is brotherliness, 
is of a face too modern to fit in with 
Mrs. Webster's notion that its ‘‘sub- 
versiveness’ is of ancient origin. 
But she traces similarities between 
its ritual and the ritual of older 
organizations. She links the Grand 
Orient with the MIluminati, the 


Knights Templar, the Druses, the 
Egsenes, the Assassins, the Rosicru- 
cians, Satanism and all else that is 
anti-Christ. She might have gone 
further, as other writers have done, 
and said it was kin to the Pytha- 
goreans, the Eleusinians, the Car- 
mathitas and the Fedavi.

CHOOLING”’ is a realistic novel 
of English school life, from the 
point of view of the young 
master, written with a verve, 
force and humor which put it 

far above the average routine “fear- 

less studies of life,’"’ and which in no 
way detract from its meticulous ob- 
servation of the pertinent facts. Its 
chief contention seems to be that, 
whatever the boys learn, and that 
seems to be very little, the masters 
learn a great deal; and in tracing 

Leonard Malden’s quickening from a 

naive, mentally gawky, innocent 

young Englishman to an _ alert, 
human and slightly debauched young 
bachelor, we find that English school 

-life, for all its absurdities and its

Nevertheless, the story concerns it- 
self primarily with the petty squab- 
bies of the masters, and in particular 
with Leonard Malden's development. 
The boys are almost entirely disre- 
garded, save where they obtrude 


matters 
prestige. 

The characters of these masters 
are shrewdly drawn. On one side, 
the side of Dr. Stack and the om- 
nipotent matron, are ranged the 
senior master Millington, Dickson, 
Goff, “the Old Boy” who takes a 
serious interest in the spirit of the 
school; Rees, a mild little man; 
Rockberry and Weever. On the 
other side arises a triple alliance of 
Bramley, a congenial, loud-mouthed, 
whole-heated, carnal barbarian; Os- 
ten, an acrid, detached and diverting 
intellectual, who plays the piano and 
contributes to the sophisticated and 
insolvent periodical the Mistral, 
and Leonard, who is only beginning 
to discover what it’s all about. 

There is a succession of trivial dis- 
putes in the common room, magni- 
fied by the circumscribed environ- 
ment into solemn, diplomatic crises: 
the Great Piano Row, precipitated 
by Osten’s playing the piano after 9 
o'clock at night; the Great Bean 
Row, caused by Rockberry’s com- 
plaint that the matron served too 
many haricot beans, and, finally, the 
dismissal of the three insurgents be- 
cause of their effective goading of 
the other masters by ostentatiously 
ordering in table delicacies from out- 
side. 

Malden’s sentimental education 
progresses from a slight fancy for 
Elsie, the maid servant, which ends 
with the discovery of her liaison with 
the supposedly innocuous Rees, to a 
passionate interlude with Mrs. Ray- 
mond, mother of one of the boys, 2 
‘fair lady who turns out not quite so 
good as she should be, and brings 
him to a tragic episode with one of 
the ladies. of Leicester Square. But 
through it all Leonard grows in sen- 
sibility learns to smoke and drink 
and philander like a man, and the 
end finds him applying for another 
post with equanimity and few ilu- 
sions. 

“Schooling’’ teaches no lesson. The 
book is an amusing and objective 
study of the English educational sys- 
tem as it reacts upon the character 
of an originally harmless and color- 
less young middle-class Englishman. 
The author's satire never advances 
beyond the bounds of probability and 
is bolstered by appropriate and suf- 
ficient detail. The seamy side of 
school life and of a bachelor’s prog- 
ross is drawn with delicacy, reti- 
cence, skill and, above all, humor.

SABATINI IN AMERICA 
THE CAROLINIAN. By Rafael 8a- 

batini. 414 pp. Boston: Houghton 
Mifflin Company. $2. 

HAT lavish outlay of histrionic 
affection beneath which a 
warm heart beats is again at 

Mr. Sabatini’s abundaht service in 
his first historical novel out of the 
American past. He has chosen for 
his setting South Carolina in the 
turbulent days of the outbreak of 
the Revolution. A fascinating sit- 
uation between a loyalist and his 
Tory wife is the rather daring haz- 
ard which Mr. Sabatini has set 
himself. The new novel has a lit- 
tle more of painstaking psychologiz- 
ing and a little less of kaleidoscopic 
thrills and almost cinematographic 
action than is to be expected of Mr. 
Sabatini. The result, imstead of 
giving the plot the depth of reality, 
lends it a specious ‘verisimilitude. 
Mr. Sabatini does not seem to be 
quite as much at home in South 
Carolina as on the high seas, or in 
Renaissance Italy, or in Spain. 

The historic characters and epi- 
sodes and the background of Colonial 
Charlies fown give evidence of a 
careful, yet vividly imaginative, 
scholarship. Mr. Sabatini has. ap- 
parently gone to forgotten dusty 
volumes for his first sources. The 
character of John Rutledge may not 
be strictly factual, yet it -is in- 
geniously convincing, and is far 
more- appealing than that of the 
hero, one Harry Latimer. It is dif- 
ficult to respect a character named 
“Harry,’’ and Mr. Latimer is too 
formidably righteous to admit of in- 
timacy on the reader's part. Rut- 
ledge does not pretend to be other 
than “type: strong silent man,’’ but 
he is gloriously misunderstood. It is 
therefore easy to sympathize with 
him, 

Contrary to anticipation, Latimer 
and his Tory sweetheart, Myrtle 
Carey, are married soon after the 
novel gets under way. Mr. Sabatini 
thereby heightens the confiict be- 
tween them. An atmosphere of mis- 
understanding and suspicion is so 
laboriously made plausible that it 
becomes almost incredible. The 
climax follows a siege of Charlies 
Town by the SBritish. Myrtle’s 
father, Sir Andrew Carey, is a vio- 
lent and fanatical Tory, yet he is 
not molested until he has contrib- 
uted to the plot. Myrtle visits 
him on the occasion of a serious 
iliness, and they are _ reconciled. 
Thereafter she Jets drop casual re- 
marks, under the haldest sort of 
eross-examination, about the Contin- 
ental military strategies. She and 
Latimer are under suspicion of 
treachery. Sir Andrew so accuses 
them. It is, of course, all explained 
away. 

Mr. Sabatini ad 
in conveying the equivocal state of 
affairs before the combat. Al! shades 
of opinion are indicated, and the 
prevailing tone is developed in broad, 
sure strokes.

that ‘‘The Carolinian’’ will have ‘any 
influence other than to render a cer- 
tain type of professional, self-seek- 
ing patriot more obnoxious than 
ever to his fellow-countrymen, as 
well as to the English, if he chances 
to read it. It seems rather a pity 
that Mr. Sabatini found so little of 
rousing and romantic adventure 
among other annals of the United 
States, and contributed so little to 
the period he has chosen.

HEN Eden Phillpotts tempo- 
rarily deserted his familiar 
haunts on Dartmoor for @ 

journey through the mysteries of 
“The Grey Room’’ he immediately 
proved himself an adept in this, for 
him, new type of fiction. And if its 
successor, “The Red Redmaynes,” 
moved a trifle slowly, it was inter- 
esting and ingenious, though not as 
interesting nor as ingenious as this 
new and really hair-raising tale of 
‘“*A Voice From the Dark.’’ It does 
not often happen that a publisher's 
“blurb’’ is worth any attention; but 
the advice given on the paper jacket 
of this tale, which warns the pros- 
pective reader not to begin it late at 
night, is perfectly sound, and should 
be followed. Provided, of course, 
that the aforesaid prospective reader 
has any desire whatever to go to bed 
before daylight. 

Mr. Phillpotts’s story is out of the 
ordinary, not only in eing better 
written and containing better-drawn 
characters than the average detec- 
tive story, or, for that matter, than 
the average novel of any kind, but 
also in the construction of its very 
clever plot. The reader advances 
step by step with John Ringrose, the 
genial detective, now retired, but 
formerly one of the particularly 
bright lights of Scotland Yard. 
Whatever Ringrose finds out ix 
known to the reader, who is told of 
everything he does in his attempts 
to find evidence against the crimi 
For another unusual thing about the 
book is that. the reader is aware al- 
most from the beginning of the iden- 
tity of the murderer and the means 
he used to do away with his victim. 
The difficulty is to prove his guilt. 

It was in pursuit of quiet, not of 
crime or criminals, that John Ring- 
rose came to the Old Manor House 
Hotel in Dorsetshire, near the Brit- 
ish Channel, though he did wish he 
might come across ‘‘a good, sporting 
case’’ to use as a climax for the 
book of memoirs he was writing. 
Brent, the landlord of the Old Manor 
House Hotel, had often invited Ring-

Next day his fellow-lodger, Mrs. Bel- 
lairs, who although 84 years old and 
a paralytic who had to be wheeled 
about in a chair, was nevertheless a 
shrewd, lively old lady, with all her 
facuities alert, told him the story of 
the little boy who had been deftly 
tortured to death in that same room 
just a year before. Her own devoted 
attendant had once heard the child 
screaming the very words which had 
echoed in John Ringrose's ears on 
the preceding night. And then John 
Ringrose, who had ‘‘a hatred, fierce 
and deep, of cruetty to children,*’ de- 
cided to investigate this year-old 
murder, and, if possible, bring its 
perpetrator and his instrument to 
justice. 

John Ringrose is one of the most 
human and likable detectives to be 
found in fiction, genial, kindly, de- 
termined, capable of making mis- 
takes and acknowledging them, bas- 
ing muth of his work on a hard-won 
understanding of -human nature. 
The story of his adventures has any 
number of exciting moments; it is in 
short a real thriller, and only a very 
strong-minded reader will find it pos- 
sible to put the book aside before 
he knows the reason and origin of 
that very mysterious thing, ‘‘A Voicé 
From the Dark.”

EFFERY FARNOL is an old and 
adroit hand at fabricating com- 
petent romance. Across tho 

pages of his extremely well-written 
and deftly arranged novels rears the 
frequent suggestion of intimate ac- 
quaintance with the old masters of 
story-telling. He is in accord with 
eighteenth century writers who revy- 
eled in telling a good story. His 
books are full of robust adventure, 
the four-horse coach and the broad 
highways, the cheery musty tav- 
erns, and the days of gallantry. 
In “The Amateur Gentleman’’ and 
“The Broad Highway,’’ he is ob- 
viously a follower of Sterne and 
Smollett, though his subject is ideal- 
ized and his sentiment less dexterous 
and more profuse. ‘‘The Loring 
Mystery” also suggests that he has 
considerable taste for the Gothic ro- 
mances. 

To “The Loring Mystery,"" Jef- 
fery Farnol has brought his ro 
mantic treatment of historic Eng- 
land, and mingled it with a love 
story and a thrilling tale of crime 
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and murder. It is picturesque in 
background—the England of the very 
early nineteenth century following 
the close of the Napoleonic wars. 

In London we are introduced to 
Jasper Shrig of Bow Street and. his 
one-armed assistant, Corporal Pi- 
chard -Roe of Waterloo. A hideous 
murder has been perpetraicd. The 
supposed body, with letters and wal- 
let of David Loring, has been found 
in the Thames. Jasper is searching 
for the motifs. Listen to him: “I 
am a collector likvise—yei a law 
officer—wery good again! Sir, some 
collects - picters, and others, and 
others collects chaney and such-like 
odds and ends, but I collects * * * 
capital coves and covesses.’’ Sir 
Nevil Loring approved of Shrig’s 
babit. He urged him to discover 
the murd+rer of his oldest brother's 
Son. Shrig had an active suspicion 
that Sir Nevil knew more about 
this than he appeared to—but there 
was nothing in the way of evidence.

Their fine futile 
courage_is almost unbear- 
ably pathetic. They never 
realize that they are tragic 
figures. And Miss Sinclair 
might so easily have told 
them. It is part of her tri- 
umph that she did not. 

May Sinclair has consis- 
tently demonstrated that 
the new wine of literature 
may be poured into the old 
vessels of stock forms and time-worn 
relationships. Her novels are indi- 
vidual by virtue of an infinitesimal 
contribution to the old, not through 
a straining after so thorough a nov- 
elty that the impact, paradoxically, 
is often merely banal. In “The Rec- 
tor of Wyck’’ Miss Sinclair has uti- 
lized a theme which partisanry, cant 
and melodrama have seized upon, 
world without end, to prove a case 
for ‘‘the good old times,’’ the 
*“*younger generation,’’’ the rightness 
or the wrongness of organized re- 
ligion, and for the cheap purchase of 
meretricious thrills. Miss Sinclair 
has made of it a sincere and authen- 
tic document and, incidentally, one of 
her most distinguished books 





Thereupon, the French are shown to 
be, actually, gracious, land-loving, ~ 
thrifty and amiable.

HE Principal of a British Uni- 

versity touring the United 

States said to the inevitable 

interviewer the other day: “‘If 

I were asked what the United 
States as a nation ts thinking, i 
would honestly have to reply: ‘Of 
nothing at all. It isn't thinking.’ "’ 
It is true that Americans think little 
of subjects which pr py the at- 
tention of foreigners, but they are 
thinking a great deal just now of 
their tax statements, and that brings 
them naturally to the subject of 
taxation in general. On that topic 
this book takes a unique place in 
the completeness and symmetry ‘with 
which it treats the science and art 
of raising and spending public funds. 
The |i tax is teachi millions 
where and how the country gets the 
money it is obligated to spend. They 
do not like the object lesson, and are 
giving more atter@n to Govern- 
ment ways and means than ever 
before. 

The book opens with a classified 
table of Government spending show- 
ing that Government expenses never 
shrink to pre-war proportions. Not 
only does each war swell the pay- 
rolls; it also adds activities to 
the functions of Government which 
are reflected in new taxes, and an 
ever-increasing need that the levies 
should be laid with even greater 
skill. In 1930 there were only four 
administrative bureaus. By 1917 
eleven more had been added, and the 
end is not in sight. Social welfare 
expenses are becoming rivals to mili- 
tary expenses, and demand the at- 
tention of those who like the idea 
that Government should be a worldly 
providence but who dislike taxes. In 
1923 the cost of civil administra- 
tion, covering most of the activities 
of old-fashioned government, was 
only one-eighth of the total. Army 
and navy together took 20 per cent. 
Expenses less obviously military, 
such as interest on the war- debt, 
pensions, veterans’ relief, the total 
of military burdens take 60 per cent. 
of the total. The States have tripled 
their pre-war expenses and taxes, 
and the smaller political divisions 
are not far in the rear, in spite of 
the fact that States and cities are 
without the excuse of war costs for 
the increase of their taxes, eycept in 
minor degree. The local costs are 
increased by highways costing as 
much as the earlier railways did, 
and by liberality in buildings, not 
always justified by the need for 
them. Until the beginning of this 
century it was possible to maintain 
that wealth increased faster than the 











tax burden, but that is not true of 
recent years. In the decade 1912- 
1922 wealth increased 72 per cent., 
but taxation increased 18S per cent. 
This tendency to extravagance 
makes important the control of ex- 
penditure and the apportionment of 
resources. between the national and 
local taxing powers. Dr. Lutz thinks 
that questions of relative tea 
authority are comparatively less 
portant although more discussed. 
He remarks that the Federal Gov- 
ernment is trenching on the func-

N the Macmillan reprint of the 
first edition of “Pickwick Pa- 
pers’’ there is an introduction by 
Charles Dick the younger in 
which the origin of Mr. Pick- 
wick is discussed at some length. 
The conclusion reached by young 
Mr. Dickens, after quoting letters, 
pamphlets and contemporary opinion 
as remembered by -publishers, is 
that Robert Seymour’s claim to the 





.origination of Mr. Pickwick is pre- 


posterous. Nevertheless, Dr. Samuel 
W. Lambert has found what seems 
to be incontrovertible evidence that 
Samuel Pickwick, a gentleman of 
about 60 years, baldheaded, benevo- 
lent looking, wearing a pair of cir- 
cular spectacles, tights, gaiters and 
a long-tailed coat, was“known to the 
world at least three years before 
Dickens ever thought of writing 
“Pickwick Papers.’’ 

While there can be no doubt of 
Dr. Lambert's assertions end the 
authenticity of the proofs he ad- 
duces, it still seems to be true that 
Dickens originated Mr. Pickwick as 
we know him. Dickens himself said: 
“Mr. Seymour, the artist, never 
originated, suggested or in any way 
had to do with, save as illustrator, 
of what I devised, an incident, a 
character (except the sporting tastes 
of Mr. Winkle), a name, a phrase 
or a word to be found in the ‘Pick- 
wick Papers.’ ’’ Dickens was moved 
to make this statement because the 
widow of Robert Seymour had pub- 
lished claims that her husband had 
originated Pickwick, and that but 
for a cold he would himself have 
written, as well as illustrated, the 
book. Dickens admitted frankly that 
the idea of a monthly illustrated se- 
ries was suggested to him, and that 
‘“‘Mr. Seymour made his drawing of 
the club and that happy portrait of 
its founder by which he is always 





recognized and which may be said 
to have made him a reality.’’ 

It is hardly to be wondered at that 
Dickens resented the claims of the 
Seymour family when all the facts 
are considered. Chapman & Hall, the 
publishers, had been printing certain 
books, notably the ‘‘Squib Annual,” 
with illustration by Robert Seymour. 
The artist and publishers talked over 
a plan, presumably suggested by 
Seymour, to print a series of papers 
to be called the ‘‘Nimrod Club,” for 
which the artist would do drawings, 
using some of the same figures 
which had appeared in earlier works. 
While no point is made of this mat- 
ter, it is known that Seymour sub- 
mitted drawings to the publishers 
which they used in the first number 
of ‘‘Pickwick Papers,’’ and which 
pictured some of the same characters 
appearing in earlier publications dis- 
covered by Dr. Lambert, one being 
‘*Maxims and Hints for an Angler 
and Miseries of Fishing.’* In this 
book are pictures of the Samuel 
Pickwick we know in various pre- 
dicaments of the angler. 

The publishers asked Dickens to 
write a monthly serial to serve as a 
vehicle for Seymour’s drawings. Now 
if Dickens had agreed to do so there 
would be a more substantial founda- 
tion for the Seymour claims. But he 
immediately protested that, unlike 
Mr. Seymour, he was ‘“‘no great 
sportsman”; that if he undertook 
the work he would prefer greater 
liberty in the choice of scenes and 
characters than the limitation of the 
story to rting incidents would 
permit; and that “‘it would be in- 
finitely better for the plates to arise 
naturally out of the text.”’ There- 
upon the publishers changed their 
plans for a series of sporting stories, 
and asked Seymour to make draw- 
ings to suit the text. 

Another point to be noted is that 
Seymour’s first sketch of the Presi- 
dent of the Pickwick Club was of a 
long thin man, similar to a chess 
player and angler depicted in some 





of the artist’s earlier drawings. Ac- 
cording to the younger Dickens it 
was Mr. Chapman, the publisher, 
who suggested that a shorter, fat 
man would be* better diked by the 
public. -In a letter to Dickens Mr. 
Chapman wrote: ‘‘I may as well 
claim what little belongs to me in 
the matter, and that is the figure of 
Pic! Seymour's first sketch, 
was of a long thin man. The present 
immortal one he made from my de- 
scription of a friend of mine at 
Richmond.”’ 

Whatever the original plan of the 
artist, it was changed beyond recog- 
nition when the publishers agreed to 
let Dickens write what, he wanted 
for their serial. It seems a little far- 
fetched to give Seymour the credit 
for originating a Pickwick against 
whose existence he protested bitterly 
because of the difference to his own 
idea. It is true that Dickens would 
probably never have written the 
*“*Pickwick Papers’’ if Seymour had 
not made a certain suggestion to 
Chapman & Hall, but that is quite 
different from saying that Seymour 
originated the Mr. Pickwick of fame. 
Dr. Lambert, who wants to see jus- 
tice done the artist—as who would 
not ?—says: 


This change of plan resulted, no 
doubt, in the ‘Pickwick Papers’’ 
becoming in no sense the report of 
the perils, adventures or perambu- 
lation of a club of cockney sports- 
men, which had been planned oy, 
and had originated in, the brain 
of the artist, Robert Seymour. 
Dickens went on with his work 
and created his own Pickwick and 
transformed the publication into a 
more readable, a more humorous, 
a more generally human recital of 
the ludicrous and grotesque in = 
lives of the ordinary and commo' 
people of the England of 1936. 1 It 
is far better that yey vce is as he 
is today and not as r would 
have made him, but it es unfair 
not to give Seymour all the credit 
that his able pencil and his powers 
of caricature deserve.

. Banking and mandfactur- 
ing are not suitable for government. 
Our experience with railways was in- 
decisive, as-some results were good, 
but the fails-to remark that such 
results. were realized under condi- 
tions which the laws forbade to the 
companies: The European experience 
with the telegraph and telephone is 
not favorable to public operation in 
this country, and more generally the 
difference in conditions weakens the 
argument from the. European ex- 
amples of public trading for our 
imitation. 

Coming next. to taxation as a source 
of revenue Dr. Lutz propounds an 
analogy to agriculture. The taxer, 
like good farmers, should seek to get 
an ever larger crop of income and 
yet increase the productivity of the 
source of the income. Taxation 
therefore should be for revenue and 
not for social purposes, such as to 
limit large fortunes or to break them 
up. Good examples of this fault were 
afforded by the recent national tax 
conference which attracted attention 
to the piling of Federal on State tax- 
ation to confiscatory totals, and with 
destruction of the sources of tax 
yields. The general property tax is 
condemned as inapplicable to modern 
conditions which have created forms 
of property invisible to the assessor. 
In proportion that intangibles escape 
under the general property tax it 
bears with injustice and hardship on 
property which cannot be hidden, 
The methods of assessment are se 
verely criticized, and many sugges- 
tions are made’ for levying taxes in 
@ manner more productive, less bur- 
densome and more just. It is argued 
that every citizen should feel himself 
to be a taxpayer, and that therefore 


taxation ‘which is painless because ;~ 


not felt is demoralizing. A poll tax 
is favored, also income taxes with 
very low exemptions making them 
practically universally payable. The 
book concludes with a discussion of 
Government finance, credit princi- 
ples and the method of incurring and 
redeeming . The fund 
method is compared unfavorably to 
the serial method of redemption. 

This hasty outline is merely by way 
of indicating the scope of the book. 
It covers most of the questions 
Prominent in politics both in princi- 
ple and in considerable detail, and is 
so arranged that the relations of the 
particular project to the general sub- 
ject are indicated, giving a back- 
ground for a judicious conclusion. 
It may be commended both to tax- 
Payegs and taxlayers as a guide out 
of ‘the chaos of taxation which the 
World War caused and to some ex- 
tent excuses, but which is indefensi- 
ble in peace.

OME call, Frank Thiess the 
German Zola. Such compari- 

sons may be convenient for the 
critics, but they are dangerous 

for the author, since they fre- 
quently give the public an entirely 
wrong idea of him. When he lashes 
the sins and evils of our time the 
young Frank Thiess matches the old 

French master’s courage in. fighting 
for truth and his mora] sincerity. 
But between the two there yawns 
half a century, fuli of new concepts. 
Zola was an.enthusiastic atheist and 
believed that man would progress 
when his brain would be freed of 
the shadows of superstition; he saw 
moral ruin rising from social evils 
and fought to the bitter end for the 
betterment of society. 

Frank ‘Thiess believes in God, 
though not in the sense. of ecclesi- 
astic dogma. He sees the world as 
permeated with God; he feels that 
it is the duty of man to cleanse the 
dross of civilization from his soul 
and to build in it a house of God—to 
become conscious of his unity with 
“the cosmos. 

Thiess does not see decay as‘ aris- 
ing from the social evils of a single 
class or nation. He puts the blame 
on the great currents that go 
through all our world today—mech- 
anization and the resultant heart- 
lessness. 

oe 
RANK THIESS was born in the 
Baltic provinces and brought 
up in Berlin. ‘The scene of his 
novel, ‘“The Damned,”’ which at- 
tracted a good deal of attention 
through its splendid descriptions, as 
well as through its daring subject 
matter, is laid in a castle of the 

Baltic country, among the Baltic 
’ barons—a class that has been al- 
most completely exterminated by the 
war and the Russian revolution. 
Here was that mingling of aristo- 
eratic customs and refined culture 
with simple, rustic labor in a wide, 
natural, primitive environment that 
has always strongly attracted poets. 
Frank Thiess has a technique of his 
own, which reminds one of minute- 
ly detailed paintings.

SOCIAL CONSEQUENCES OF BUS8- 
INESS CYCLES. By Maurice B. 
(Hezter. 198 pp. Boston: Hough- 
tom Mifflin Company- $4. 

R. HEXTER here presents a 
careful study in correlation 
between two broad groups of 
social phenomena and offers 
it as a possible contribution 

te a theory of business cycles. The 
groups of which both the seasonal 
and cyclical fluctuations are com- 
pared are, on the one hand, birth, 
marriage, divorce and death rates 
and, on the other, wholesale prices 
and unemployment. The inference 
that the author puts forth, with due 
scientific caution and qualification, 
is that there appears to be a rhythmic 
relationship that may be casual be- 
tween curves of vital statistics and 
curves of economic activity. The 
high degree of correlation indi- 
cates’ that most economists have 
overlooked important psychological 
forces_that may operate as consid- 
erable factors in those cycles of busi- 
ness prosperity of which explana- 
tions have been sought chiefly in the 
sphere of-currency, credit and pro- 
duction. Perhaps these biological 
stimulants of emotion produce states 
of body and mind that are directly 
and measurably reflected in the 
market. 

Professor Elisworth Huntington of 
Yale is one of those who have ap- 
proached the same problem from a 
non-economic vantage point. Being

examined the business cycle for ef- 
fects of climate and weather. In

Ex-President Hadley of Yale Believes We. Need 
a New Party Alignment 


y WEEN LIBER-

N his belief. that the United 
States is watching the destruc- 
tion of industrial, civil and per- 
sonal liberty among its citizens 
Dr. Hadley is by no means a 
prophet crying in the wilderness. 
Many men who lack his sure grasp 
ef democratic principles are aware 
that the Republic is far from realiz- 
ing the ideals in which it was con- 
‘ ceived, and are indeed asking them- 
selves if it has not lost sight of 
them altogether. But because Dr. 
Hadley sees and sets forth the 
causes of that process more clearly 
than do most of those who direct 
attention to it, these three lectures 
given by him in the Raymond F. 
West Memorial series at Stanford 
University deserve 4. much larger 
audience than the one to which they 
were originally addressed. As the 
title of his book indicates he sees 
the issue as a conflict between the 
ideals of liberty and equality. be- 
tween ‘‘the power to use our intel- 
lect to determine our conduct’’ on 
the one hand and “standardization” 
on the other. 

These two ideals of liberty and 
equality have too often been ac- 
cepted as coin of the same stamp, 
inseparable conceptions like the 
twins ‘“‘law and order,”’ and Dr. 
Hadley’s perception of the funda- 
mental antagonism between them is 
ope of the first fruits of his own 
freedom from muddieheadedness in 
the discussion of his subject. When 
the rights of man were set forth in 
the Declaration of Independence, he 
points out, it was with no thought 
that ‘‘the liberty of one man or 
group of men might permanently 
interfere with the pursuit of happi- 
ness on the part of other groups.” 
That such a contingency might arise 
could not easily have occurred to the 
followers of the doctrine of Rous- 
seau. They could not foresee the in- 
dustrial developments of the nine- 
teenth century. 

But they did not see either that 
the difference between liberty and 
equality extended into the past as 
well as into the future. Man, says 
Dr. Hadley, achieved a measure of 
equality before he achieved a meas- 
ure of freedom. In his primitive or- 
ganization man enjoyed no liberty at 
all. Military necessity the 
strictest standardization among al' 
members of a savage tribe and per- 
mitted no deviation from established 
- racial custom. The movement to- 
ward equality began many centuries 
before the movement toward indiv- 
idual freedom. People were admitted 
to the benefit of laws before they 
were allowed a share in making 
them. Thus a degree of equality 
might exist where there was no free- 
dom at all, as in the case of the 
Spartan State. 


‘When we speak of a free country 
{says Dr. Hadley] we mean a 
country whose laws and customs 
encourage individual citizens to 
use their own judgment in mat- 
ters which do not directly menace 
public safety or public decency. 
If a man has a at his 
heels all day to prevent him from 
using his judgment, we do not re- 
sard him as free, even if he hap- 
pens to be one of a majority who 
elected the men that appointed 
the policeman and framed the or- 
dinances under which he acts. 


It seemed to the democratic theo- 





question we have permitted ourselves 

to drift into a habit of compromise 

all along the line of these differ- 
ences. 

We pass a tariff bill which is a 
compromise between men of dif- 
ferent occupations; we settle a 
railroad problem in such a way as 
to meet the combating claims of 
East and West, or of railroad capi- 
tal and railroad labor; we try to 
adjust wage disputes in a fashi 
which gives something to the 
workman and something to the 
employer, we arrange our modes 
of raising and spending public 
money without much reference to 
any consistent economic principle, 
but in such a way as to give each 
group of organized voters some- 
thing of what they ask. The un- 
organized public pays the bill. 
The adherents of the established 

order forget, says Dr. Hadley, as the 
Socialists do not, that compromises 
will not do. The remedies fail to 
penetrate beyond the surface aspects 
of the quarrel to the underlying dif- 
ferences of opinion which lie back of 
them. Thus: ‘‘The strike involves 
something broader than the question 
whether a particular group of work- 
men shall get higher wages. It in- 
volves to a greater or less degree the 
question what considerations should 
determine the rate of wages in gen- 
eral.’ So far we have failed to con- 
centrate on these differences of opin- 
ion, because, as Dr. Hadley pithily 
remarks, ‘‘it is a good deal easier 
to stop a fight than to allay a prej- 
udice.”” The courts are not equipped 
to carry out the necessary educa- 
tional process because the Judges 
have not the technical knowledge; 
the legislators are too bound to the 
section or class they represent; the 
commissions which have been 
created have failed, in Dr. Hadley‘s 
opinion, because they have not de- 
veloped any coherent set of prin- 
ciples. For this failure Dr. Hadley 
holds the public itself responsible 
through its lack of insistence on 
something better than a series of un- 
related compromises. 

To deal effectively with our indus- 
trial problems there must bé evolved, 
he thinks, a coherent public opinion 
which shall recognize that the fun- 
damental issue lies between the ideal 
of liberty and that of equality. 
While Dr. Hadley admits that there 
will always be cases where the 
claims of individual freedom and so- 
cial justice conflict, he believes that 
it will be possible to reduce their 
number greatly. He chooses the 
ideal of liberty because it permits 
a flexibility in political institutions, 








which equality without liberty does 
not; gives greater encouragement to 
individual development to experi- 
ment and freedom of opinion. 

But it is not simply industrial lib- 
erty which is threatened. Civil and 
personal liberties are at stake as 
well. Legislative bodies have become 
increasingly autocratic. It is the 
most familiar part of Dr. Hadley’s 
thesis that Congress has drifted far 
from expressing public opinion. That 
opinion, he points out, is, of course, 
active in questions which are party 
issues, but outside of them it counts 
for little or nothing in place of pub- 
lic opinion the lever that operates is 
the force of organized minorit‘es, 
which at first worked in the lobby of 
Congress and is now active even in 


the Congress itself. The safeguards 
of personal liberty, which the Fed- 
eral Constitution intended, have 
been progressively weakened by the 
amendments to the Constitution. In 
those States which have the refer- 
endum the Legislatures cannot pass 
important legislation without the 
consent of a majority of the persons 
who elected them, yet they may vote 
upon constitutional amendments 
without the check of public opinion. 

Dr. Hadley would bring the issue 
between liberty and equality into the 
foreground by making ‘it the basis 
of a new party alignment. Recalling 
the formation of the Abolitionist 
Party, he says:

When there is no war on 
in Afghanistan, in Egypt, in Burma, 
or against the Boers in Africa, Gen- 
eral Younghusband hurries around 
unofficially) to the Philippines to 
learn from Admiral Dewey himself 
of the Manila Bay incident with the 
German fleet. A large part of the 
book might with all appropriateness 
have been. entitled ‘‘On the Trail of 
Kipling,”’ and the author conducts 
his narrative with much of_the Kip-

fn fact, there is more than one inci- 
dent in ‘*‘A Soldier’s Memories’’ 
which seems almost to have been the 
very episode on -which Kipling 
founded one or another of his In- 
dian stories. 

General Younghusband warns at 
the outset that his book is ‘‘not an 
autobiography, and therefore will 
not deal with the nursery and early 
youth.’* Accordingly, he begins with 
his cadet days at Sanhurst, in the 
late 1870s. The genial manner of 
the narrative is struck in these 
early pages, which are of anecdote 
solely, with little of history or in- 
formation. In fact, anecdote is the 
principal material with which "‘Mem- 
ories’’ is stored; and the reader 
desiring formal history or a volume 
of information is advised to pass the 
book by. From ‘Sandhurst, Young- 
husband, ‘with other cadets, was sent 
directly to India, where a war

was scheduled to start; in: fact, so 
elosely did the schedule of the cadets 
and that of the engagement with the 
Amir coincide that the subaiterns 
had only time for luncheon before 
the storming of the Khyber Pass 
was to begin. 

It is hardly an everyday occur- 
rence [writes the General] for 
any one to travel 6,000 miles, and 
arriving in time for lunch, to dis- 
eover incidentally in the course of 
the conversation that one is ex- 
pected to take part in a_ bloody 
battle shortly after the completion 
of the meal! 

In view of the vast engagements 
of the World War, the magnitude 
of the forces involved, the misery 
on a grand scale, the staggering 
total of casualties—in short, in viéw 
of the stupendous inferno of the 
struggle, one is now inclined to re- 
gard Engiand’s forays along the In- 
dian border and the skirmishes in 
ores which Kipling celebrated 





with such gusto more like war 
in comic opera than like real 
warfare. General Younghusband’s 
**Memories’” serves to restore the 
perspective; and although blood and 
carnage are permitted as little as 
possible to break in on the serenity 
of his tale, it is everywhere evident 
that when Tommy Atkins and his 
commanding officers were engaged 
it was always against a resourceful 
and stubbornly brave foe, a foe who 
neither gave nor asked quarter and 
who was never killed until he was 
dead.

body swaying convulsively. White 
foam appeared upon his parted 
lips. His jaws moved awkwardly 
as if he were chewing. (As, in- 
deed, he was. The bit of shaving 
soap he had put into his mouth as 
he stifled the non-existent yawn 
was ‘‘lathering’’ more slowly than 
he could have wished.) 

Some readers would say this is go- 
ing too far even in an age of actual 
miracies.

OMETHING of the mixture of

Her 
clothes deny that she is of the work- 
ing class, yet she offered no explana- 
tion and Kitty refrained from asking 
what was not freely offered. Never- 
theless, she became extremely fond 
of Tony. So when a few months

HIS carelessly written romance 
of sex in Shanghai, with an or- 
bit cutting through three na- 
tions of the Or‘ent, China, Japan 
and Korea, has all the lurid pseudo- 
romantic accoutrements of every 
stereotyped, standardized time-killer 
ever designed for subway crowds, 
bored night watchmen, and all minor 
members of the office force nailed 
to desks during the restless months 
of merry Spring. It is fortunate 
that none of Mr. Woodworth’s char- 
acters are forced to work .for a liv- 
ing. The eternal chase is so con- 
stant through twenty-four colorful 
chapters that there is barely time to 
dress for dinner on Mr. Ko’s pala- 
tial houseboat, before a new woman, 
the"destined victim of Oriental wiles 
that are not confined to the Orient, 
appears on the scene.

A REAL A BC OF GARDENING. By 
A. J. Macesetf. P ie mae . A, 
Malby and Lee.

HE author of “Big Baie From 

Little Gardens,’’ A. B. Ross, 
has had a lifetime of experi- 

ence in gardening, and was for a 

time a member of the staff of the 

Federal Department of Agriculture. 

During the last six years he has been 

devoting his attention to an inten- 

sive system of gardening, and it is 
this system, now developed and per- 
fected, that he presents in this vol- 
ume. He is so enthusiastic about it 
that he considers the only real gar- 
dens he has ever cultivated have 
been those grown under this method. 
Although, as described in this book, 
its application is only to small gar- 
dens, he maintains that it is equally 
useful in gardens of any size. Its 
chief principles are an ingenious use 
of space and a method of cultivation 
that, combined, will result, he de- 
clares, in a fourfold increase of gar- 
den product. He calls his tested 
plot a ‘‘three-story garden,’’ and he 
cultivates it by planting what he de- 
scribes as prior crops, main crops 
and follow crops, so planting and ar- 
ranging all of them as to secure the 
maximum of sunlight, making the 
sunshine available for plants of dif- 
ferent heights—what he calls the 
ground floor and the second and 
third stories of his garden. Mr. 

Ross says that by his system he gets 

results earlier, he has to do very 

little cultivation during July and 

August, and his garden survives the 

early frosts when others are in 

ruins. His book is a carefully writ- 
ten and detailed account of just how 
all this can be accomplished, the ref- 
erence being’ always to the gardens 

Be has himself grown or to those of 

others who have been testing his 

system. Plans, diagrams. tables, 
iNustrations, in ample number. help 
to elucidate the text.

Evidence seems to indicate that the 
book is merely a short story, an at- 
tempt to put into words the imag- 
inary emotions of an imaginary 
woman who has loved ardently on 
an emotional and spiritual rather 
than a physical -plane, has been dis- 
appointed in her beloved, disillu- 
sioned, and has chronicled the story 
of her heart and of her subsequent 
reaction to the whole experience. 
But even so, the little tale undoubt- 
edly bears deep impress of Miss 
Corelli’s own ‘feeling about life, its 
joys and _ satisfactions, and is 
strongly tinged with certain. bitter- 
nesses that marked somé of the non- 
fictional writings of her later years. 
The book may be considered, then, 
to be, in great probability, a piece 
of fiction that carries also a con- 
siderable measure of the author’s 
philosophy of -life. 

There are twenty chapters, of 
which the first ten record the emo- 
tions of a woman’s grow'ng love, ar- 
dent, poetic, idealizing, and the sec- 
ond ten depict her disillusioning, her 
resulting bitterness against her for- 
mer beloved, her effort to find in 
life a substitute for:that which she 
has lost. The record is in the first 
person and speaks always of the 
lover as an artist and of the woman 
as a writer of some renown and com- 
mercial success. Toward the end she 
turns back to her work and, as she 
describes it, in her life ahd her home

What the Prince of Wales could 
not appreciate was the fact that he 
was born to decorate history, not to 
make it. And when he stepped out- 
side his proper function, as habitu- 
aly he did, the result was at best 
nil, and at worst a serious misfor- 
tune. Before these pages were pub- 
lished there were hints that the 
royal family intended to dispel, once 
for all, the allegation that, during 
the later years of Queen Victoria’s 
reign, the throne was pro-German. 
Sir Sidney Lee has certainly suc- 
ceeded in that part of his task—per- 
haps too well. - 

The wedding of Albert Edward to 
Alexandra of Denmark, by a fatal 
coincidence, occurred when Prussia 
was coveting the Duchy of Schies- 
wig-Holstein. And when the British 
Ambassador arranged a complimen- 
tary dinner, Bismarck did his best 
to persuade the King of Prussia 
against~ attending. After this in- 
auspicious incident, the Kaiser, as 
Crown Prince, sought to make trou- 
ble between the Prince of Wales and 
the Czar Nicholas. This amiable in- 
trigue failed, but it left the Prince 
with an ineradicable suspicion of his 
nephew and of whatever his nephew 
did. Out of this suspicion there de- 
veloped a quarrel which, as described 
by Sir Sidney Lee, was as calam!t- 
tous as it was disgraceful. It poi- 
soned the friendship between two 
great nations during years when 
Germany had not yet committed 
herself to the plunge which, for the 
time, has ended in her ruin. Such 
a personal feud between two men of 
lofty station was a crime against the 
peace of the world. If then the 
Prince of Wales was the hero of the 
drama, as Sir Sidney Lee believes, 
the Kaiser must have been the vil- 
lain. On the Kaiser’s head, there- 
fore, Sir Sidney Lee outpours the 
following comprehensive vitupera- 
tion — ‘‘brutal,” ‘self - assertion,”’ 
“truculence,”’ “defiant,"’ “‘inso- 
lence,*" ‘‘ grotesque blasphemy,’’ 
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**passt of jealousy,” ‘‘theatrical,”” 
*‘vanity,’’ ‘‘magnified self-conscious- 
ness,’ ‘‘wild,” “rash,"’ ‘‘braggart,’’ 
“411 - conditioned,’’ ‘“gesticulation,”’ 
“subterfuge and tergiversation,’’ 
“tortuous idiosyncracy,’’ ‘‘suga 
accents,’’ ‘‘colossal self-confidence," 
‘‘expansive superficiality,” “‘bully- 
ing,”’ ‘‘deliberate affront,’’ ‘‘imperi- 
ous,” ‘‘impenitently,’’ ‘‘evasive,’’ 
**grandiose,"’ ‘‘flamboyant,’’ ‘‘boy- 
like ecstasy,”’ “‘self-will,’’ ‘‘impulsive 
initiative,” ‘‘serpentine policy,’’ ‘‘a 
hollow note,”’ ‘‘dithyrambic,’’ “un- 
e veh " “overbear- 
ing temper,’’ ‘“‘unmannerly bom- 
bast,” “‘blandishments,'" ‘“‘distaste- 
ful demeanor,’’ and ‘‘wayward."’ 
And there are other expressions, 
not less relieving to the emotions. 
Much of this abuse is deserved by 
the exile of Deorn. But such prop- 
aganda is apt to defeat itself. Peo- 





.ple want to know what is the Kai- 


ser’s side of the case. Was the 
nephew wholly at fault? Was the 
uncle wholly blameless? 

Assuming that the Kaiser was 
thus an incorrigible Byzantine, what 
ought to have been the attitude of 
the British royal family? Clearly, 
they should have left the young man 
alone, as far as possible, and should 
have been .especially careful to re- 
frain from interfering with his jeal- 
ously valued prerogative. But what 
happened? On three occasions Wind- 
sor Castle put itself demonstrably in 
the wrong, not only with the Kaiser 
but with Parliament and the Cabi- 
net, responsible alone to Parliament. 
These activities were not only an 
offense to the Kaiser; they were a 
breach of the British Constitution. 

First, we have the Prince of 
Wales at the funeral of the Emperor 
Frederick. Rightly or wrongly, he 
thought that the Kaiser treated his 
sister, the Empress Frederick, with 
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scant resp The evidence for this 
charge is that there were sentries 
around his sister’s palace, which 
was not unusual in Germany, and 
that the Emperor called the resi- 
jence by its former title, the Neues 
Palais, rather than by the name 
Friedrichskron, which his father had 
bestowed upon it—a silly triviality 
to be taken seriously at such a time, 
What the Prince of Wales did was 
to ask Count Herbert Bismarck if 
it was true that the Emperor Fred- 
erick had intended to restore Alsace 
Lorraine to France and Schleswig to 
Denmark. Considering that the Prin- 
cess of Wales belonged to the Dan- 
ish Royal House, the question— 
which in any event could have been 





answered vy the Empress Frederick, 
who stayed for long periods in Eng- 
‘tand—was the quintessence of indis- 
cretion. The Kaiser retaliated by a 
speech, insisting that his father 
never intended thus to betray Ger- 
many. And the fat was in the fire. 

Next, Queen Victoria thought it 
her duty to write to the Kaiser, op- 
jecting to his visits to St. Peters- 
burg and Vienna. He was in mourn- 
ing and ought not to go. Here, 
again, the interference with a reign- 
ing. sovereign is obvious, and the 
Kaiser’s rejoinder to the Queen could 
not have been in better taste. But 
he hit back at Albert Edward, who 
also had been invited to Vienna. The 
Kaiser refused to meet him there, 
and the Prince had thus to seek 
refuge in Rumania. He was bitterly 
incensed; nor was the quarrel] easily 
patched up. : 

Thirdly, when the throne of Saxe- 
Coburg-Gotha was vacant—a throne 
over which the Kaiser was sover- 
eign—the Queen, without informing 
him, nominated the Duke of Con- 
naught. She took the view that, 
despite the achievement of German 
unity, the Duchy was still her fam- 
fly possession. The Kaiser’s answer 
was an audible veto. And, while the 
cases are not quite orf all fours, one 
may ask what exactly would have 
happened if, without consulting 
Queen Victoria, the Kaiser had nom- 
inated his son—say, Prince LEitel 
Fritz—to a throne in India. - These 
three interferences with the territory 
of Germany and the prerogatives of 
her independent sovereign ‘may well 
be set against the d 8 
on the British Army, the navy and 
the British strategy in South Africa 
which the Kaiser included in his 
many epistles. 

The quarrel, so arising out of the 
unconstitutional activities of the 
British Crown, was sometimes acute, 
sometimes abated. The Kaiser wel- 
comed the Prince of Wales in Berlin 
as a reigning sovereign, than which 
no higher honor could have been 
paid. What followed? Instead of 
letting well alone, the Prince pro- 
longed his stay in the German cap- 
ital as a private citizen, and in this 
eapacity called on the Bismarcks, 
*‘ather and son, at the very moment 
when the Bismarks had been dis- 

And Sir Sidney Lee telis 
us, with no realization, apparently, 
of the serious import of his dis- 
closure, that the Prince listened to 
furious diatribes against his host 
when but yesterday he had been the 
guest. The quarrel thus smouldered 
on. If the Kaiser was attended in 
Britain by an escort of battleships, 
which again is customary, the 
Prince of Wales would be -furious 
because the vessels were called 
Worth and Weissenberg, after vic- 
tories over France. He forgot tha‘ 








H. M. 8. Victory, where Nelson died 
is the show place of Portsmouth and 
that London's must famous squares 
are named after the Battles of Tra- 
faigar and Waterloo. 

The Prince. was irate, and with 
reason, when, in his zest over a 
yacht race, the Kaiser ‘‘cut” a din- 
ner at Windsor Castle. What, how- 
ever, must have been the Kaiser’s 
feelings when Lord Salisbury strolled 
in an hour late for an audience and 
forgot entirely his appointment for 
the next day? He was convinced 
that the British Prime Minister was 
his ‘‘consistent enéemy,’’ ‘and to Sir 
Frank Lascelles, the British Ambas- 
sador in Germany, he would remark, 
“Tell your people to behave them- 
selves properly.’’ The Prince thought 
that Lascelles was too sensible of 
the Kaiser's friendship. The Ambas- 
sador that he urged on Lord Gren- 
ville, the Foreign Minister in Giad- 
stone’s last Government, was Sir 
Robert Morier, a notorious critic of 
Bismarck, who—according~ to Gren- 
ville—was precisely the man not to 
send to a country where Bismarck 
was Chancellor. 

The bitterness of the vendetta was 
aggravated by the fact that the 
Kaiser was Queen Victoria's eldest 
zrandson while the Prince was only 
her second child. And the Kaiser 
despised the Prince’s easygoing life 
of pleasure, as he regarded it, even 
taunting the Prince with an omis- 
sion to perform military service. The 
Prince believed that the Kaiser col- 
lected tittle-tattle to his disadvan- 
tage, and this suspicion ted fo a 
further crisis. One of the Kaiser’s 
officials, after presenting a letter to 
Queen Victoria, called on the Prince’s 
Equerries. The Prince came into 
the room. And the messenger, with 
what on the surface suggests a cour- 





tesy, offered to execute in Berlin

any commissions entrusted to him 
by the Frince—who, however, an- 
swered curtly that he was sending 
a letter to his sister, the Empress 
Fréderick, by a British emissary. 
The Kaiser's aide-de-camp returned 
to Berlin in anger and told the Kai- 
ser that “‘the Prince had spoken dis- 
respectfully of Germany and of its 
ruler.”” “I deny in toto,’ declared 
the Prince, ‘‘that I was uncivil in 
my usage; his statements are pos- 
itively untrue, and I greatly resent 
them as a positive insult to myself 
Nobody is more anxious for friendly 
relations with the Emperer than I 
am, though on more than one occa- 
sion [ have been sorely tried.’” When 
later the Kaiser was visiting the 
Queen the aide de camp was in his 
suite. The Prince strongly abjected. 
“If I go to England at all this Au- 
tumn,”’ retorted the Kaiser, ‘‘I shall 
take whom | like with me.”’ 

So it went on, this petty bickering 
which disturbed the deathbed itseii 
of Queen Victoria, where the Kai- 
ser’s ‘‘sudden and unexpected arri- 
val’ caused not gratification but 
‘‘embarrassment.’* The Queen *‘bare- 
ly recognized her grandson,”’ anc 
“seemed to mistake him for his 
father.’’ The Emperor was “a 
prominent and busy figure in the 
chamber of death, and when in the 
coming years the relations of uncle 
and nephew were more than usually 
strained the Kaiser often recalled 
the scene ta King Edward's memory 
somewhat more intrusively than was 
congenial.” One of these communi- 
cations reads: 

Let us rather remember the si- 
lent hour when we watched and 
prayed at her bedside, when the 
spirit of that great Sovereign Lady 

away-as she drew her last 
breath in my arms. 

The Kaiser was thus extremely an- 
noying in every possible way. Ana 
the Prince of Wales, on his side, 
maintainéd what Lord Salisbury 
called ‘‘a most Rehoboam humor.” 
Both of them were as sensitive as 
opera singers. And neither could 
rise to that larger dignity which led 
Lincoin to say that, if need be, he 
would hold McClejlan’s horse rather 
than lose the war. Peace also was 
worth winning, even in Europe. 

The root of the whole trouble was 
that to Queen Victoria the Kaiser 
Was a grandson, and to the Prince of 
Wales, a nephew; whereas, in fact. 
he was Emperor of Germany. Just 
as the Queen kept State papers from 
the Prince of Wales, so did the Em- 
peror Frederick treat his Crown 
Prinee, even denouncing his-own son 
and heir for ‘‘his leaning toward 
vanity and presumption and his 
overweening estimate of himself.’’ 
When the Kaiser was 37 years old 
Queen Victoria called him “this tem- 
pestuous and conceited youth.” Con- 
stantly, therefore, the Kaiser felt 
himself to be under the necessity of 
asserting his real position. But that 
he wanted Britain's friendship is ob- 
vious; indeed, Sir Sidney Lee cannot 
but admit it. His manner may have 
been difficult. And his conditions 
may have been impossible. And Eng- 
land may have preferred a free 
hand. But, with the Prince of Wales, 
it was a plain case of

FAMILY TRADITIONS

EVERAL previous novels have 
borne witness to Sylvia Chat- 
field Bates’s story-telling faculty 

and the fineness of her artistry. This 
new one, which fs chfefly a love story 
but has other phases of almost equal 
interest, shows that she is advancing 
in such essential fictional quaiities as 
dramatic force and emotional power. 
Its scene is laid in a small Eastern 
city, and the reader is first intro- 
duced to a very pleasing aspect of 
the town and its people, whereof the 
most important part is the home of 
the Thornes, a family who had mi- 
grated thither from Engiand several 
generations before the beginning of 
the story and had brought with them 
a tradition of culture. That tradition 
had been retained and added to by 
each successive family, whose sons 
and daughters were college trained 
and afterward made long and lel- 
surely trips to England and France 
and Italy—especially to Italy, which 
was to them a sort of cultural and 
artistic godmother. For away back in 
the sixteenth century one of their 
English forebears had lived in Italy, 
had studied art under Andrea del Sarto 
and had become. his lifelong friend. 
Thereafter the great artist's name, 
appropriated finally for the giris in 
its original form and changed to An- 
dreas for the boys, reappeared in one 





form or the other in every genera- 
tion. In the family to which the 
reader is introduced it is borne by a 
girl of steadfast soul, high courage 
and fine spirit. 

The tale is concerned with the re- 
lations and reactions between. this 
family, with its background of cul- 
ture and high thinking, and another 
family that lives “across the river’’

EDERAL income taxpayers have 
a grievance against Congress 
comparable even to methods 
and rates of taxation which are 
blundering ‘and confiscatory. Since 
1913 there have been six Federal in- 
come tax laws. If they were all re- 
finements of a single law on any 
theory of taxation by now there 
might have resulted an approxima- 
tion of as good a law as could be 
expected, and the taxpayer would 
have little to complain of beyond his 
payments. But the laws have been 
so different as to disclose that Con- 
gress had no fixed ideas on taxation, 
with the possible exception of ideas 
that the country thinks ought to be 
changed, if the result of the last 
election may be so interpreted. That 
is almost certainly true of rates of 
taxation designed to produce ‘social 
reforms rather than to support the 
Treasury. Secretary Mellon has 
shown that rates have been so high 
as to divert wealth from taxable in- 
vestments and thus reduce the 
Treasury's receipts. There has just 
been a gathering of State officials 
to protest against the general inva- 
sion of local tax jurisdictions and to 
urge that the resources of the 
States should be left to the States 
for taxation, while the nation ex- 
ploits taxable resources not available 
to the States. This hasty summary 
is by way of welcoming books like 
this one as a necessity for taxpayers 
if they are to save their consciences

HE excellence of his biblio- 

graphic work has placed, Mr. 

Henry R. Wagner quite defi- 

nitely in the front ranks of 

his contemporaries, and has 
invited the attention of an audience 
which is inclined te applaud immedi- 
ately each new appearance of his 
work on the merit of past perform- 
ance. In. this their judgment is 
sound and reasonable enough. It. 
should please them, therefore, to 
have the assurance of one who has 
just spent a delightful hour or so 
over Mr. Wagner's latest produc- 
tions ‘that acclamation is again in 
order. In these four reprints from 
“The Spanish Southwest” Mr. Wag- 
ner has produced some exceptionally 
fine bibliographic work; it adds some 
very striking, entertaining and schol- 
arly records to the literature of 
Americana. 

These four “separates’’ deal with 
the following rare books: Francisco 
Lopez de Gomara’s “La Historia de 
las Indias y Conquista de Mexico,” 
Juan Gonzales de Mendoza's “His- 
toria de las Cosas Mas Notables,’’ 
Ritos y Costumbre’s ‘Del Gran 
Reyno de la China” ane “Ei Viaje 
Que Hizo Antonio de Espejo,"’ An- 
tonio de Herrera’s ‘‘Historia General 
de las Indias Occidentales,"’ Alvar 
Nufiez Cabeza's “De Vaca Relacion."’ 
These accounts of them. appeared 
originally in “The Spanish South- 
west.” To the “Vaca Relacion’’ Mr. 
Wagner has added an interesting 
note not to be found in the original 
account. The first editions in Eng- 
lish of these works are probably 
more familiar to collectors than 
their Spanish originals, and these 
are, in the order given above: “The 
Pleasant Historie of the Conquest of 
the West India, now called new 
Spayne,”’ 1578; “The Historie of the 
great and mightie kingdome of 
China,’* 1588; ‘‘The General His- 
tory of the Vast Continent and Is- 
lands of America,” 1725-6, and the 
translation of the Cabeza *‘De Vaca 
Relacion” made by Buckingham 
Smith in 1851. Only fifty copies of 
each of these ‘‘separates’’ have been 
reprinted, and are to be sold by 
Lathrop C. Harper at the Sign of the 

, 437 Fifth Avenue, for some 
such modest sum as $12 for the four. 
o* 

LTHOUGH some of these books 
have already been recorded in 
such catalogues as those of 

Church, John Carter Brown and the 
British Museum, these accounts, ex- 
eept in some. instances in Church, 
were but approximations to that full 
bibliographical inforniation Mr. Wag- 
ner offers. -His work on the Gomara, 
for instance, is immense; he not only 
presents in intricate detail an ac- 
count of the first edition In Spanish 
of 1552, tut he deais as thoroughly 
with all the subsequent editions in 
Spanish, Italian, French and Eng- 
fish, together with the facsimiles of 
titles. He adds a further interest to 
these accounts by his own notes and 
explanatory comments, in which his 
scholarly knowledge is, perhaps, 
more evident than elsewhere. 

In each of these accounts copies 
are located, and each contains a 
requisite number of facsimiles of 
titles, &c. In each the bitfiograph- 
ical details are exposed to their ut- 
most possible limit. Indeed, in some 
instances, Mr. Wagner has gone 
quite past the boundaries imposed on 
the conventional biographer, for he 
has entered the realm of history (in 
which he is perfectly at home!) in a 
particularly successful and delightful 
manner. History, adventurous his- 
tory, is, as a matter of fact, a pecu- 
liarly vivid and rich background to 
each of these books. If there is any- 
thing that Mr. Wagner has over- 
looked it is not obvious. No more 
need be demanded of biblicgraphers 
than the work done here. Only a 
zealot could have concluded work 
requiring such patient investigation, 
and only a scholar could have un- 
raveled bibliographical intricacies 
that were further: complicated by 
difference of in these 
works.

This is the account of the first por- 
tion of the library of the late Ed- 
ward Gordon Duff, a very well- 
known scholar, sometime reader in 
bibliography in the University of 
Cambridge, and author of several 
bibliographies that have come to be 
recognized as the best of their kind. 
The first portion of the library will 
be sold March 16. 

The catalogue is in the ietitat 
Sotheby format, but it has been con- 
siderably enhanced by the presence 
of several excelient reproductions of 
binding and the generous use of Mr. 
Duff's own careful drawings of 
binders’ names and monograms. 
These drawings were a part of the 
bibliographical papers which Mr. 
Duff bequeathed to the University 
Library, Cambridge. “Mr. Duff,’? 
Says the prefatory note to this cata- 
logue, “was so widely known as an 
authority on early stamped bindings 
that we feel sure students and col- 
lectors will be glad to have his own 
descriptions of his own specimens; 
and we trust that this catalogue may 
be of permanent value and a worthy 
memorial of one who was a great 
bibliophile as well as a great bibli- 


ographer."” The catalogue has, in 


consequence, a very ‘distinctive air 
of scholarship. 

Only 185 lots were entered, but 
each is accompanied by very full 
notes, so that the catalogue makes a 
sturdy enough appearance. A casual 
survey indicates that the condition 
of many of the books themselves 
was less important to their owner 
than that of their covers. It is es- 
sentially a binding collection that is 
offered here. Few of the books are 
familiar and few would be commer- 
cially valuable, it seems,.if un- 
adorned by a desirable specimen of 
the binder’s craftsmanship. There 
are a number of pieces of incunab- 
ula; some of the issues of the early 
sixteenth century Parisian Press, but 
for the most part the books are 
middie sixteenth century editions of 
philosophical and theological works, 
Erasmus, Melancthon, Lactantius. 

*,* 

HE bindings of which the origins 

have been determined are few: 

three of those recorded in the 
catalogue are known to be German; 
a half dozen are English; four were 
executed at Louvain. The names of 
@ number of the binders will be 
familiar to collectors, ial} 
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‘those of Julian Notary, John 
Reynes and’ Richard Faques. All of 
these, and more, are listed in “A 
Century of the English Book Tra: 

by E. Gordon Duff; they were print- 
ers and stationers as well as binders. 
Sixteen of the bindings at least are 
dated; a much larger number, about 
a hundred, contain initials, but mary 
of these are still unassigned to bind- 
ers. 

It is apparent, therefore, that the 
majority of the bindings offered here 
will have to be taken on their merits 
as genuine contemporary examples of 
the binder’s art. There can be no 
question of the value of the well- 
conditioned ones._to collectors, nor of 
their commercial value, although ex- 
perience does rather point to the fact 
that. in sales such as this, where 
there is no variety of material, prices 
are usually depressed. The signed 
bindings will, naturally, invite the 
attention of the highest bidders. 

There may be a collector or two in- 
clined to look with disfavor on a col- 
lection composed chiefly of unimpor- 
tant books covered with old bindings. 
They might feel that these are but 
trappings of literature, more closely 
related to furnituré than to the pro- 
ductions of authors. In most modern 
instances they would be right, .al- 
though Robert Hoe is to be remem- 
bered as a conspicuous example of a 
collector who paid assiduous atten- 
tion to the modern binding.

ELENDA est Carthago.” There, in 

a single vivid sentence of Cato, 

the implacable Roman orator, is a 

glimpse of the history of one of 

the most tragic cities of the world. For 

centuries the sands of the African desert

N the sands of the North African desert there is written one of the 
greatest of human dramas—the story of Carthage. 
already made by the Count de Prorok on the site of the ancient city‘ 
have aroused world-wide interest. He is now returning, to piece together out 
of its ruins the absorbing history of the vanished metropolis. And there are 
other narratives which he purposes to relate out of the remains in this tragic 
part of. the world—tales of dead cities, one of them now lying thirty feet 
under water, tales of lost peoples, of a sunken galley loaded with exquisite 
examples of the golden age of Greek art, and other chapters as intense in interest. 
Count de Prorok will write for the Magazine Section of The New York 
In addition, he will transmit by wireless 
to The Times news dispatches describing the expedition’s progress.

pedition Will Explore 


dark majesty of Africa has ever cloaked the 
inscrutable—it remains to this day a land of 
secrets. Should the present expedition meet 
with success it will be but the preliminary 
to an intensive campaign of excavation 
designed to cover a period of ten years. 
The romance of Rome, of destroyed Pom- 
peli, of ancient Troy has come to light. -It 
is the turn now of Carthage and the dead 
cities of the sands, which in the days of 
their glory saw their amphitheatres packed 
with cheering thousands and their paved 
and columned streets a riot of color as their 
legions returned home in triumph. 

The main objective of the 1925 expedition, 
which will arrive in Africa about March 1, 
will be the excavations at Carthage, where 
the finds to date have been of such absorb- 
ing interest. Professor Francis W. Kelsey 
of Michigan will be the general director of 
the party, while Edward Stoever will have 
charge of the engineering side. The Abbé 
Chabot will be at-the head of the search for 
Phoenician antiquities and Father Delattre 
at the head of that for early Christian relics. 
Other members of the staff at Carthage will 
be Professor Peterson, in charge of numis- 
matics; Major.Fred Shorey of McGill Uni- 
versity, Arnold Hardin of Cambridge, Eng- 
land, and Mr. Woodbridge of Columbia 
University. 

While this party is working at Carthage 
another section, composed of the Abbé Mou- 
lard, Count de Chabannes and F. G. French 
of the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology, will be in action atthe ruins of 
Utica. Under the direction of Father Huge- 
not an exploration of the prehistoric caves 
of the Sahara Desert will be carried on ‘by 
Cc. C, Wells of the University of Virginia 
and Horton O’Neil of Columbia. Submarine 
excavations will be made by Dr. Hans Hart- 
man and others. My own commission will 
be that of assistant general director and will 
be of the roving variety, embracing direction 
at all of the excavations. Photographers, 
Imotion-picture men and newspaper repre- 
sentatives will also be with the expedition. 

The Temple of Tanit at Carthage has 
already been discovered, baring to the gaze 
the altar of Baal-Moloch—that terrible deity 
of the Phoenicians—and its urns contuining 
the ashes of the bones of hiindreds of chil- 
dren. But there are further discoveries 
awaiting the archaeologist in the tamnie 






























































































































































































































which this expedition will seek to 
find. There are the Phoenician and 
the Roman forums, vanished for 
ages under their masses of sand, 
still to be dug out. There the 
famous Punic ports—iost, too, in 
the oblivion that overtook the city— 
to be found again in this, the twen- 
tieth century. Far out to sea stretch 
the sunken ruins of Carthage—walis 
of solid masonry that have stood off 
the attack of the waters throughout 
the years, holding also streets and 
houses that have their stories to tell 
of a destroyed people. 

Sponge divers—humble natives 
ignorant of the importance of their 
discovery—not long ago came upon 
the submarine City of Djerba off the 
coast where, fathoms deep, still 
stand walls seventeen feet high with 
proud arches and doorways. It will 
be a strange sight to see a newly de- 
vised diving cylinder boring its way 
under the water with a great lens 
shooting out its beams so that pho- 
tographs may be taken of the under- 
sea workers probing the city’s se- 
crets. 

To the sponge divers also belongs 
the credit of locating the celebrated 
Roman galley off the coast of Tu- 
nisia. There it lies waiting for the 
light of the-archaeologist to shine 
upon it—its decks lodded down under 
the weight of beautiful Ionic col- 
umhs, its water-filled hold contain- 
ing who knows what mighty pieces 
of statuary and examples of the 
metal workers’ skill. That galley 
sailed from Athens freighted deep 
with loot of the Roman Scyila, 
bronze and marble and gold treas- 
ures of the age when Greece was the 
mother of all the arts. For 2,000 
years now the ship has rested on the 
ocean’s bed until its wood has har- 
dened to a strange metal-like con- 
sistency. Already scientists work- 
ing under the French Government 
have brought up from the galley a 
gorgeous statue of Eros, a Hermes, 
busts of Athene, Ionic columns and 
other objects which seem to promise 
that the tomb of the ship is a verita- 
ble treasure house. 


Utica to Be Explored. 


In the meantime, while the sunken 
galley and the submarine City of 
Djerba are being explored, what will 
be the results at the site of ancient 
Utica, a city whose history is nearly 
as lustrous as that of Carthage, 
which it outdates by a full 500 years? 
Here Cato took his own life in bitter 
disappointment .at his defeat by 
Caesar in 44 B. C. It is the oldest 
Phoehician city in Africa and, after 
the razing of Carthage, reigned as 
the capital of the land for hundreds 
of years. The excavation of a Phoe- 
nician necropolis dating back to the 
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Once Under Carthage’s Sway—A Strect in Sidi Bou Said as It Is Today. 


thirteenth century B. C. will be part 
of the expedition’s program at Utica. 
The ancients were at times quite 
frank as regards the matter of epi- 
taphs, inasmuch as on one tombstone 
there is engraved the expressive line, 
“He lived as long as he could."’ 

- In and about Utica the ancient Ro- 
man buildings in some cases are as 
solid and as serviceable as ever. The 
100,000-acre farm of Count de Cha- 
bannes, a collaborator of the expedi- 
tion, is located at Utica, and 
many of the old buildings and cis- 
terns are being used by him as 
warehouses. As the centuries pass 
and age by age the world grows 
older, there are changes that may 
seem startling to the mind of the 
layman in geography. The ancient 
river Medperda, for instance, in by- 
gone days used to flow through 
Carthage, covering up a part of the 
ruins. As time wore on it silted up 
little by little, so that it ran back to 
flow over a section of Utica, which 
is now thirty miles from the sea in- 
stead of being on its shore as was 
the case in its period of glory. 

A geologist accompanying the 
party will survey the entire coast in 
the neighborhood of the excavations 
in order to determine whether the 
Mediterranean has settled or the 
land had risen higher since the an- 
cient times. There is a temple at 
Utica which is under excavation, as 
well as an old port, and it is the

hope of the party to discover in the 
sands of the city many traces of for- 
mer Mediterranean civilizations. 
Promising possibilities will also be 
attached to the adventure into the 
Sahara Desert in search of relics of 
prehistoric man. It can truly be said 
that the motor has opened up the 
Sahara for archaeology — at last 
its treacherous sands and limitless 
wastes have been conquered. By the 
new caterpillar tractor devised for 
desert travel it is now possible for 
cars to do,in ten days a distance that 
would take'camels ten weeks. There 
will be a wireless apparatus on one 
car as another instance of the won- 
ders of modern equipment, and even 


when the expedition has reached the 


slopes of the Hoggar Mountains, a 
full thousand miles from Carthage, 
it will be able to keep in touch with 
the base. An airplane under the 
Pilotage of Pelletier’ d’Oisy, the 
French ace, will be employed for 
surveys and liaison work on the 
northern coast, where there will be 
a radius of 300 miles to cover. 


Fabled Mountain of Emeralds 


In the documents of Pliny and 
Herodotus mention is found of an 
amazing ‘mountain of emeralds,” 
located somewhere in the land of the 
ancient Garamantes. The mists of 
time have madé the legend vague 
and shadowy, but none the less, with 
the evidence available, a search will 


be made for this reputed phenome- 
non. Africa is a strange land— 
perhaps such a mountain exists in 
its savage hinterlands. 

It is almost impossible to say how 
many lost cities lie buried in the 
desert sands of Africa. The party 


pressing on to the Hoggar Mountains_ 


will visit at least forty of these 
vanished glories on their way. There 
are a full 250 of them in Tunisia 
alone, and T have even seen one such 
forgotten place in the midst of a 
wilderness which boasted an amphi- 
theatre as large as the famous Colos- 
seum of Rome. As a climax to the 
Sahara tour the expedition will 
finally arrive at a magnificent 
mountain soaring 12,000 feet into a 
burning sky, but with its crest 
always white in Winter with snows 
that never reach the plains. The 
task of the Hoggar party will mot 
be the easiest, inasmuch as they will 
be forced to sleep and live in the 
caves of prehistoric:ages which pro- 
vide the only shelter on. the last 
spurs of the Atlas range. 

Here there promise to be important 
discoveries. The region is rich in 
marvelous flints left by some un- 
known race, and indeed there are a 
number of historians who believe 
that in this interior northern section 
of Africa, rather than in the Eu- 
phrates Valley or in mid-Asia, the 
real cradle of the human race is to 
be found. It is certain that prehis- 


toric man infinite ages ago dwelt 
in this territory, for there is one 
spot which will be investigated where 
1,500 dolmens are ranged in a 
magnificent arrey. An excellent 
physique is,required for desert ex- 
plorations, and the party will go into 
training as though for an athletic 
contest on its arrival at Carthage: 

As a part of the Sahara survey an 
effort will be made to discover the 
place from which Hannibal. obtained 
the war elephants which accompa- 
nied his armies in their crossing of 
the Alps during the stirring days 
when Rome itself almost fell before 
the invasion of the Carthaginians. 
The old trade routes between 
Carthage, central Africa and Egypt. 
are to he followed with the camera, 
noting dewn the characters of the 
rock sculptures which were chiseled 
to aid the traveler. 


New Dream of Carthage 


The field of archaeology today 
offers thrilling possibilities as never 
before. The invention of so much 
valuable equipment and transporta- 
tion facilities has made it possible 
to carry on monumental tasks with 
swiftness and precision. No distance 
any longer seems too great to be 
bridged, no city seems buried tpo 
deep beneath the sands or the sea 
to be beyond the possibility of ex- 
ploration:. Any belief that it is a 
dead, dry subject simply because it 
happens to deal with ages that are 
gone is an absolute fallacy; archaeal- 
ogy is a living and vital study. 
There is as much creation in piecing 
together a page out of the past 
there is in interpreting the lives of 
the nations which dot.the world to- 
day. In fact, if all goes well, it is 
my hope that Carthage may yet see

A large part of State 
development is carried on at the ex- 
pense of the developers, and Florida 
has the good fortune to be extremely 
well served by her representatives in 
Congress in the matter of river and 
harbor subsidies.

“the rich. man’s tax.’’ What there 
is deals in real estate ‘‘on the side,’’ 
and expects speedily to be in the 
millionaire class itself. 


‘*Florida invites you.’’ That is 
the State slogan. Come on and in- 
vest and no questions asked as to 
the umount of your savings, your 
father’s will, your personal habits, 
or the establishment you may find it 
desirable to maintain for business 
reasons in a less hospitable and more 
searching clime. 

The present developers are not of 
the old type, the Fiagilers and Plants, 
who in that antiquated world of only 
a quarter of a century ago sank the 
first millions in the bog and scrub 
for the future of the Commonwealth. 
Their successors are here for per- 
sonal, immediate ‘and compound 
profits. They are long-headed finan- 
ciers having a glorious holiday and 
spending millions destroying a Win- 
ter playground to make a gilt-edged 
business proposition. They believe it 
will pay, and they are driving ahead 
at a pace and at a cost that the older 
pioneers, moved by the same spirit, 
had not the machinery to achieve. 

Since the war they have paved a 
wilderness.

diminutive companion that it was 
“the best thing in the world for 
taking away the stains of tobacco.’’ 
After that meeting, the small boy 
was entirely agreeable about being 
turned out of his bedroom every time 
this visitor came to Shiplake so that 
the poet might havea place to work 
and: smoke to his soul's content. Mrs. 
Rawnsley, it seems, very properly 
refused to allow even her greatest 
friend, though so distinguished a 
poet, to smoke ‘“‘in her best bed- 
room."’ 

“Young Hyde, the saddler at 
Louth,”’ said Tennyson, ‘‘once. gave 
me one of his strong cigars when I 
was a boy of 12. I smoked it 
all and flung the stump into a horse 
pond—and was none the worse for 
it. So I was bound to bea smoker.’’ 

Mrs. Rawnsley, it was interesting 
to hear, spent considerable time and 
trouble in the business of marrying 
Alfred Tennyson to her cousin, 
Emily Selilwood: the-trouble being

entirely due to Tennyson's utter in- 
ability to make up-his mind about 
it, according to Mr. Rawnsley. The 
fact Ahat, although the marriage 
license, when finally it was taken 
out, was dated for May 15, the wed- 
ding did not actually take place until 
June 13 might seem to be further 
evidence of the poet’s reluctancy. 
Also, Mrs. Rawnsley, as is abun- 
dantly proved by her correspondence 
with the poet at that time, was put 
to endless trouble not only with the 
wedding cake and the bride’s dress, 
but with Tennyson’s shirt and other 
of his essential garments for the 
ceremony. 

Tennyson's sister Mary, the more 
prepossessing and handsome of all 
his sisters, was utterly despondent 
about the marriage. 

“Poor thing,’" she wrote of her 
brother Alfred to a friend, “he is 
miserable enough at times thinking 
of what he is about to do.” 

Mary Tennyson, said Mr. Rawns- 
ley, affected to be something of a 
misanthrope. Among the most char- 
acteristic letters he has of her writ- 
ten in this mood is one addressed to 
a lady in Somersby, which says 
among other things: —

‘“My beloved darling: What crea- 
tures men are!’’ Her brothers, how- 
ever, were rigorously excluded from 
what she meant by this. “‘They are 
the exception to this general rule," 
she explained further on in the let- 
ter. And later: ‘‘Since I have had 
some talk with Mrs. Henry’’ (also a 
Lincolnshire neighbor), ‘‘I:find it is 
her opinion; from’ , that all 
men, with very few exceptions, are 
given to very shifty ways, not halt 
so good and upright as wo- 

en. ” 

I think it is not generally known 
that -the entire manuscript of ‘In 
Memoriam'' was found and carried 
away by Coventry Patmore from_yet 
another London iodging house, 
where Tennyson had left it. The 
Laureate, it seems, had a strange 
habit of putting his writings away in 
a drawer and forgetting all about 
them. 

Mr. Rawnsley happened to be ‘in 
the poet's study one day when he 
was ‘“‘rummaging round’’ to find 
‘“Tithonius,’’ which had been put 
away and lost just when Thackeray, 
it seemed, wanted to use it in The 
Cornhill Magazine. The ‘‘Tithonius’’ 





story reminded Mr. Rawnsley of a 
rather delicious story concerning 
“Locksley Hall.”’. Aftér the poem 
was published he came one day upon 
Tennyson in a raging temper be- 
cause one critic had assumed that 
**Locksley Hall’’ was written in the 
person of the poet. ‘Taking me fon 
that old white-haired dreamer,’’ said 
Tennyson. ‘‘I, who have not a white 
hair in my head!”’’ 


Danced. at Sixty-Five 


When Tennyson was sixty-five, 
according to Mr. Rawnsley, he was 
not averse to dancing in the long 
room at Farringdon with his wife on 
days when it was too wet for him 
to go out walking. To Rawnsley also 
he said one day: ‘‘I am the supplest 
of human beings!’’ . 

Mr. Rawnsley described a morning 
spent with the poet in his apstairs 
rooms at Aldworth turning out some 
drawers full of letters in the hope:of 
finding a certain letter from ‘‘that 
dear fellow Browning.’’ While the 
search proceeded, Tennyson spoke of 
how he had ventured to remonstrate 
with Gladstone on - attitude to- 
ward Canada, 

“But if you follow a course like 
that, you will have the colonies cut 
themselves adrift.” 

Giadst vered : 
God they would.”’ 

Tennyson. thought suck’ an atti- 
tude for a. great statesman alto- 
gether incredible, and conveyed his

It seems that they did not find that 
“dear fellow Browning's’ letter, so 
they sat on the sofa and talked. In 
course of the conversation Mr. 
Rawnsley was careless enough to use 
the adjective “awful’’ on two occa- 
sions. Said Tennyson: ‘You have 
used that Word twice, and I can’t 
bear it!’ 

Another favorite story was of the 
poet sitting on a coach and being 
riven. into Winchester...‘‘What. sort}. 
of a place is Winchester?’’ Tennyson 
asked the driver—and never forgot 
the driver’s reply: ‘‘Debauched, sir, 
like all cathedral towns.”’ 

Over and.over again, it seems, he 
would insist that his friends tell him 
the-stories that once appealed to him. 
Inevitably there was one of two 
Irishmen! Mr. Rawnsley told him of 
two Irishmen sleeping in the same 
room when: the fire alarm was 
sounded. One hastily pulled on his 
trousers, wrong side foremost,- and 


jumped out the window. The other, 
More cautious, shouted from the 
window: ‘‘Pat, are you kilt entire- 
ly?’ “No, I’m not kilt entirely,” 
replied Pat; then, looking down on 
the bulge of his trousers in front, 
“‘but I’m fearfully twisted.” 


Tentiyson had a great partiality 
for port—in true Victorian quantity 
and measure. His highest commen- 
dation of a _ certain Lincolnshire 
friend was: ‘‘A good fellow; and 
could take his bottle well.’ 

Mary Anderson, Tennyson and his 
son and Mr. Rawnsley were once in 
the New Forest (where, by the way 
most of the later ‘‘Idylts of the 
King’’ were written by the poet lying 
on ‘this back in the grass). Mary 
Anderson had come to diseuss the 
staging of “The Foresters.” As 
they sat facing the sun, Tennyson 
drew their attention to the fern be- 
low, and how it “‘burnt as a living 
fire of emeralds,’’ as he had asserted 
in ‘‘Pelleas and. Ettarre.’’ This 
Gescription of the fern he told them 
had -been called ‘‘impossibie’’. by the 
critic of the Spectator. 4 

Of Burns, Tennyson said to his 
friend Rawnsley: ‘There never was 
an tal poet if he be not one.” 
Of Keats: “If Keats had lived he 
would have been the first of us all.’’ 
And of Homer: ‘To translate Homer 
would be the work of a lifetime;. and 
when done, the benefit of it rests 
with. the translator.’’- At . another 
time Rawnsley was commenting on 
those lines in the poet’s “Lucre- 
tius’’: : 
Where never creeps’ a ctoud nor 

Moves a wind, 
Nor ever falls the least white star of 
snow. 

“Of course that is Homer,” waid 
Rawnaley. Tennyson replied: ‘Yes; 
but I improved on Homer, because I 
knew that snow crystallizes in 
stars!"’ i 

On Oct. 6, 1892, Tennyese “@ied. 
Six days later he was iaid beside 
Browning in Poets’ Corner of West- 
minster Abbey. “When the great 
stone was placed over his grave, a 
single small wreath was laid on it 
made by my wife,’’ Mr. Rawnsiey 
said. “It was of sprigs of bay from 
a shrub planted by Dean Bufler in 
the Deanery Gardens at Peterbor- 
ough, whose parent -tree had flour- 
ished over Virgil’s témb, near

ITHIN three years of as- 
suming the character of 
the Prince of Denmark in 
his own country, John 

Barrymore has offered his Ham- 
iet for the judgment of London 
and won both applause and critical 
commendation. Moreover, the new 
Hamlet—actually the first Hamlet 
presented in London since the war— 
is reported in the press to be the 
talk of the town, and there is a rush 
for seats. 


‘Edwin Booth, acknowledged as 
America’s greatest Hamlet, brought 
his Prince to the British capital only 
after it had been ripening for a score 
of years, yet he failed to establish 
it as a British favorite. But Booth 
offered his Hamlet for direct com- 
parison with that-of Henry Irving, 
the accepted model made in England. 
Barrymore finds no rival Hamlet at 
all cn the boards and apparently no 
pre-eminent British Hamlet ready to 
dispute the field with him. Irving 
is dead, Forbes-Robertson has grown 
old, and nobody has risen up to take 
the vacant place. So much is in fa- 
vor of the bold enterprise of invasion 
which takes the young American 
into the Haymarket Theatre, in the 
very heart of London theatrical tra- 
dition. 

Twenty-two Years on Stage 

As a matter of figures, John Bar- 
rymore, who, like Joseph Jefferson, 
was born in Philadelphia, is not so 
young as our fond fancy paints him. 
He is, in fact, just past 43, and his 
stage career covers twenty-two of 
these years. But for all that he re- 
mains young John Barrymore, the 
refreshing and manly juvenile, 
gratefully remembered in *“The Dic- 
tator’’—played in his second year on 
the boards, 1904—and not greatly 
changed as late as “The Fortune 
Hunter,’’ in which he was leading 
man when, in 1910, he married his 
first wife, Katharine Corri Harris, 
and by that act cost Lioyd’s $50,000. 
For considerately at that figure his 
managers, Cohan & Harris, had in- 
sured their matinee idol against de- 
preciation on account of matrimony. 

The famous American theatrical 
family of Barrymore descends, as 
everybody knows, from John’s fa- 
ther, Maurice Barrymore (‘‘right 
name Herbert Blythe,’’ as the quaint 
old books have it), and this first Bar- 
rymore was an Englishman, though 
his fame as a comedian belongs al- 
most exclusively to the country of 
his adoption. Since John’s mother 
was Georgie Drew, the present John 
Drew's sister, this future tragedian 
was brought up, as it were, in the 
very lap of polite comedy. His elder 
brother, Lionel, broke away from 
that preserve earlier. His sister, 
Ethel Barrymore, has varied her rep- 





ertory with tragic réles—not always 
to her advantage—but John was con- 
tent to be a comedian till, in 1917, he 
Played with Lionel in George Du 
Maurier’s ‘‘Peter Ibbetson.’’ 

Two years later, when he had 
appeared in Tolstoy’s drama ‘‘Re- 
demption,’” he -thad embarked upon 
that adventure as a tragic actor 
of which his appearance in London 
is, up to this date, the climax. That 
adventure may be described, in the 
words of Alexander Woollcott, as a 
“precipitous and electrifying as- 
cent.’’ In the Tolstoy character the 
critics recognized the actor’s power; 
his fire and his promise, though they 
noted a certain ‘‘vocal monotony,”’ 
not surprising in a player so little 
schooled in the wide range of tone 
which the diction of tragedy must 
employ. That is a matter to which 
he has had to apply himself since he 
became a Shakespearean. 

The sombre Russian might have 
frightened away many of Barry- 
more’s old admirers. But in this 
same year (1919), as Giannetto Ma- 
lespini in Sam _ Benelli’s romantic 
drama, ‘‘The Jest,’’ he recaptured 
as a tragedian the public which had

been his when he was only a mati- 
nee idol of comedy, and chained it 
to the chariot wheels of his new 
career.

It was in the next year (1920) that 
he plunged into Shakespeare with 
the part of Dick Crookback (‘‘Rich- 
ard IlI.""), the traditional property 
of Charles Kean and the elder 
Booth. The critics praised and 
blamed his Richard, ‘whom they 
found more fiery than powerful. But 
the performance added to his repu- 
tation and encouraged his ambition, 


As Barrymore Plays H amlet 


And so in November, 1922, he 
dared to play Hamlet in Robert 
Edmond Jones’s extraordinary stage 
version of the royal castle of 
Elsinore, which Barrymore himself 
used to liken, for its lofty arched 
effect, to the Pennsylvania Station. 
He played Hamlet exactly 100 nights 
and abruptly stopped the run. Some 
said he spoiled the play of Shake- 
speare for the sake of Barrymore’s 
Hamlet. Some said that his Hamlet 
was played in so low a key that 
Shakespeare's great play, of which, 
after all, 
loomed in its splendor above both 
Hamiet and Barrymore. Many peo- 
ple grieved because the Ghost was 
a- will-o’-the-wisp quivering on the 
back-drop, not the Bard's majesty 
of murdered Denmark, that ‘‘dread 
corse again in complete steel."’ They 
missed the accustomed thrill of the 
armored apparition. Somebody ob- 
served judicially that the whole per-

Booth Trained in England 

Junius Brutus Booth—the elder 
Boot, so called—was born in the 
London parish of St. Pancras. His 
father, Richard Booth, ‘‘infatuated 
with republicanism,'’ had run away 
to join the Americans in the Revolu- 
tion, hut was captured and brought 
back before he reached the seat of 
war, and thereafter rose to afflu- 
ence in Bloomsbury. The portrait of 
George Washington was an object 
of veneration in his house, but his 
son’s upbringing and his training as 
an actor were in his native Engiand. 
This famous American actor first 
landed in the United States at Nor- 
folk in 1821, and thus at 25 began

It is not recorded, by the way, that 
the elder Booth essayed Hamlet on 
this tour. His specialty was the other

cidentally, the elder Booth refused to 
go to Dublin to play against Ma- 
cready, but did go to Amsterdam, 
where he played Macbeth and Iago 
for the Prince of Orange. 

Edwin Forrest, near the pinnacle 
of his great American reputation 
and, like the elder Booth, a tempes- 
tuous tragedian, played in London 
first in 1836. He made his bow at 
Drury Lane as Spartacus in ‘“The 
Gladiator.” Upon this occasion The 
London Times critic rebuked him for 
making before the curtain a speech 
dragging in the fact ‘that he was an 
American and interpreting as a com- 
pliment to an American what the 
critic said was no such thing. The 
tribute of the British audience 
he ‘asserted, was to Forrest person- 
ally and would have been “‘as freely 
bestowed if he had come from Kam- 


chatka as from New York.” Never- - 


theless, it was carefully stated that 
the appearance was that of - ‘‘an

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THE ST. PATRICK OF THE INSECT REALM. 


Dr. Howard, Who Casts Them Out and Thus Protects the Food Plants of America, 
- Says Economic Entomology Is Always a Great Adventure 


By WILLIAM ATHERTON DU PUY 
HE oldest war in history is 
the conflict between mankind 
and the insect tribe. It began 


even before history was writ- 
ten. It continues today without 
cessation. It is 4 werldwide con- 


flict, and one of its chief battle- 
grounds is the American continent. 
It is the one form of warfare in 
which no quarter is given by either 
side. It is. in fact, war to the death 
and a struggle to conserve the food 
supply of the world. 

At a desk in the Department of 
Agriculture at Washington sits Dr. 
lL. O. Howard, commander-in-chief 
of the American army engaged in 
warfare with the insects. One might 
call Dr. Howard the supreme com- 
mander of the allied armies, because 
his influence extends far beyond the 
borders of the United States. All 
nations of the earth seek his advice 
on tactics and strategy. Indeed, his 
name has gone around the world as 
the best known man in his field. 


Apostle of Economic Entomology 


Dr. Howard is the apostie of eco- 
nomic entomology—the study of in- 
sects that man may adequately 
protect himself against their rav- 
ages. The science, for such it is, has 
been developed within three or four 
decades. And it is destined to grow 
and expand, for as the human popu- 
lation of the earth increases, more 
food must be found for the multi- 
tude, That.is where the insect enters 
the situation. It is the greatest de- 
atroyer of food-crops. Therefore man 
must destroy or check the insect or 
be himself destroyed. 

Go back to an Autumn scene on 
Long Island at about the end of the 
Civil War period. A group of young- 
sters was gathering, among the bare 
branches, those cocoons in which 
caterpillars, the grubs of moths-to- 
be, swath themselves that they may 
sleep through the long Winter and 
emerge as winged creatures in the 
Spring. One of the youngsters was 
Leland Howard, son of a lawyer at 
ithaca, N. Y. The boy listened to 
the stories told by his older compan- 
ions of the miracle that would take 
place in the cocoons if he laid them 
away until Spring canie. He took 
back several of the cocoons to 
Ithaca, and in the Spring watched 
the downy members of each species 
emerze. 

In the small . naturalist America 
was to find an entomologist who 
came to flower at the time when a 
theoretical science was growing into 
practical application. 

In the ’T08 as many as three 
States, Missouri, New York and Ili- 





nois, employed entomologists to 
study the ravages of insects on 
crops. In 1878 the United States 
Department of Agriculture brought 
Dr. C. V. Riley, the Missouri en- 
tomologist, 
him to work. Six months later he 
was looking about for an assistant 
and heard of Leland O. Howard of 
Cornell, a youngster with a huge en- 
thusiasm for this study. Thus was 
laid the cornerstone of the Bureau 
of Entomology, which now employs 
400 trained men and spends $2,500,- 
000 a year fighting insects. 

Only the next year, 1879, the 
clover midge attacked the meadow 
crops of New York and destroyed the 
seed crop. Here was a concrete 
problem. Could the entomologists of 
the Department of Agriculture save 
the clover seed? They could try. 
They would plant clover outside their 
windows in Washington, establish 
the tiny insect there, and study its 
life history. They would find out 
when and where its eggs were laid, 
when they hatched, how they de- 
veloped, when they became mature, 
when they laid the eggs that propa- 
gated the next generation. 

As clover was cultivated in New 
York, there were three-crops—one 
for hay in the Spring, one for hay 
in the Summer and one for seed in 
the Autumn—the seed crop being the 
most valuable. Midges kept in- 
creasing in num- 
bers through the 
Summer until in 
the Autumn they 
spoiled the seed 
crop. 

The _ entomolo- 
gists found that if 
the farmers of 
New York would 
cut their first crop 
of clover ten days 
earlier in the 
Spring they would 
prevent the devel- 
opment of the 
early generation of 
midges. There 
would be no sub- 
sequent genera- 
tion of midges and 
none to spoil the 
Autumn seed crop. 
Thus through a 
study of this tiny 
mite was a crop 
saved. 

With such dem- 
onstrations as this 
the group of Gov- 
ernment entomol- 
ogists grew rap- 
idly, In 1804 Dr.

their chief: That was about the 
time the bol! weevil entered the 
United States at the tip of Texas 
where the Rio Grande flows into the 
Gulf of Mexico. It was an insect 
from the mountains of Mexico, where 
cotton grows wild. It got into a 
few fields around Brownsville, which 
is not primarily a cotton-producing 
region, and ruined those fields. . It 
spread on from Brownsville. It at- 
tracted attention and hegan to alarm 
the cotton world. 


Warning Was Not Heeded 


The Government entomologists 
studied the insect, gave warning of 
its danger to the cotton industry of 
the South and laid down a plan for 
stopping it where it was. Dr. How- 
ard himself drafted a bill that, with 
the approval of the Governor of 
Texas, was introduced in the State 
Legislature. The bill contemplated 
the suppression of cotton in the 
small areas already infested and the 
eradication of the weevil by doing 
away in that region for a year or 
two with any cotton upon which it 
might breed. The bill failed of pas- 
sage and a thirty-year war against 
the pest followed. 

Meantime there had been several 
striking examples of the possibilities 
that lay in careful study of insects. 
There was, for instance, the case of 
the orchards of Smyrna figs which

were planted in California and grew 
handsomely, but failed to yield any 
fruit. The figs grew as big as the 
end of your thumb, shriveled up and 
dropped off. Great areas of orchards 
produced no Smyrna figs. 

Government experts sent on a 
quest then regarded as unique found 
that in the area about the Mediter- 
ranean where Smyrna figs were na- 
tive there existed a tiny wasp that 
carried the .pollen of the wild fig, 
which was the mate of the domestic 
fig. Thus they fertilized the Smyrna 
figs and made it possible for them 
to mature. With great difficulty the 
scientists brought these fig insects to 
America, established them in the 
orchards of California and made 
them productive. 

Then again there was the cottony 
cushion scale, which stole in from 
Australia and began to kill off the 
Orange crop of California. An en- 
tomologist was sent to Australia to 
discover how the scale was held in 
check. He found that it was eaten 
by a certain ladybird beetle, which 
fed on nothing else. The beetle was 
brought to California, released in 
the orange groves, multiplied with 
amazing rapidity, and within a year 
had devoured the scale and reestab- 
lished the crop. 

There developed such vital ques- 
tions as that of the Hessian fly, 
which threatened the very existence 
of the American 
wheat crop three 
decades ago. Here, 
again, the life 
history of the de- 
spoiler was stud- 
ied. The dates in 
the Autumn, for 
instance, when the 
Hessian fly would 
lay its eggs on the 
young wheat to 
hatch out in the 
Spring, were def- 


finitely esta b- 
lished. Those 
dates were, of 


course, different 
in different sec- 
tions, depending 
upon the develop- 
ment of seasons. 
The nation was 
mapped to show 
when the Hessian 
fly would lay eggs 
in each section. 
By delaying the 
planting of wheat 
until! these dates 
were passed the 
crop might be 
made safe.

The Bureau of Entomology main- 
tains on the Riviera in France a 
laboratory and a staff of men whose 
business it is to scour Europe for 
parasites of certain existing pests as, 
for instance, the corn borer, the ear- 
wig, the elm leaf beetle, and the 
alfalfa weevil, all of which are now 
worrying the farmers of America. 


Our Newest Insect Pest 


A few years ago the Japanese 
beetle was established near Philadel- 
phia. It came from Japan in the 
roots of iris plants. The Japanese 
beetle is now spreading in all direc- 
tions. As a grub it causes destruc- 
tion on golf courses and lawns by 
eating the grass roots, and as a 
mature beetle it destroys orchards 
and gardens. It is the newest insect 
menace to American agriculture. 
Today the Bureau of Entomology 
has in Japan, in India and in China 
parasite hunters, men who.are seek- 
ing the insect enemies of this de- 
structive beetle. 

I asked Dr. Howard, who for 
forty-six years has been engaged in 
warfare with the insect pests, how 
he liked the game, or rather the ad- 
venture, as he prefers to regard it. 

“‘No day of all those forty-six 
years," he said, ‘‘has been without 
the lure of a great adventure. We 
have been pushing always into the 
great unknown of an unexplored re- 
gion, and there always has been the 
fascination of a new discovery of 
stupendous importance just around 
each turn of the road. Every morn. 
ing in all the years I have come 
down to my desk I have faced the 
possibility of finding a report that 
would affect the destiny of a whole 
people. Any letter might bring the 
first word of a great menace that 
threatened, any letter might bring 
the story of a war won by the dis- 
covery of an insect secret. 

“The fascination which follows the 
pursuit of a study of this sort is 
no less than that attached to the 
exploration of the early voyagers, or 
the life work of such empire-build- 
ers as James J. Hill and Cecil 
Rhodes. I have always been and

Out of deserted streets one comes 
upon them suddenly at their work 
in the west side markets. Here, for 
six blocks or more above Franklin 
Street, the streets are jammed with 
motor trucks coming and going in 
all directions. Police are necessary 
to handle the traffic at a few 
crowded corners. For lock after 
block the sidewalks are overhung 
with sheds. Barrels, boxes, crates, 
hampers of vegetabies are piled up 
on the walks, so that only narrow 
passages are left. Trucks stand with 
tallboards against the curb and their 
loads are rapidly taken:in hand by 
these men of the shadowy faces and 
huge shoulders, to be added to the 
stacks against the walls. 

There is a curious atmosphere of 
intensity. The men are absorbed in 
their work.. They do not push each 
other.around and snap at each other 
as the white-collared day people do 
in crowds. Even though they work 
swiftly, they have time for friendli- 
ness, and the air is full of laughter 


On cold mornings they bring out 
ash cans, bang a circle of holes 
through the sides near the bottom, 
throw broken crates in, and light 
fires. The flames leap from these 
cans along the curb and around each 
are clustered dark figures, grotesque 
and mysterious in the shifting light 
and shadows. 

Leaving the markets and walking 
south on West Streef along the 
docks, one enters a deserted area 
where the only sound is a man’s own 
footsteps echoing between the closed 
pier sheds, and the lightless, un- 
kempt tenements facing them. In 
daytime this is the stamping ground 
of sailors and dock hands; now the 
only lighted building is a low mission 
house, and even.that might be empty 
for all other-sign. 

Battery Park, too, lies bleak and 
empty of everything but shadows. 
Skirting the park, one takes. the 
walk that runs behind the Aqua- 
rium, and suddenly finds the water 
at his very feet. In the darkness 
one cannot even see the loose chain 
that guards the sea wall, beyond 


which lies the whispering sound of 


something darker than night—the 
harbor tide. A cluster of lights 
marks the sleeping place of three 
tugs moored between docks. Beyond, 
above, around—darkness, and the 
stealthy lap of water against stone. 
It ig a quiet, forbidding place, where 
strange accidents happen, and one 
turns to the cheerful lights of the 
Staten Island Ferry, to which even 
at that hour people are hurrying. 
Below Cortlandt Street the chasm 
of Broadway shows few signs of life. 
Most of the buildings and shops have 
their lights dimmed, and the street 
lamps serve only to illuminate empty 
doorways and black windows set

deep in gray stone. Here and there 
a single passerby hurries along on 
some nocturnal business, or a night 
watchman prowls about, or a frag- 
ment of the street cleaning army 
trails past, with shovels and brooms. 
The sign on a lamp post before Trin- 
ity Church which reads, ‘‘No Park- 
ing in This Block,’’ seems like a 
little joke between day and all of 
this. 


The . Stock Exchange in Wall 
Street is lighted but s‘lent, and one 
can catch glimpses through the 
great windows of the richly orna- 
mented ceiling beneath which for- 
tunes are won and lost. At Cort- 
lundt Street the American Telephone 
and Telegraph Building presents a 
startling contrast to its neighbors, 
for here are many night workers 
and nearly every window blazes with 
ght. Eastward, along the edge of 
City Hall Park, over to Brooklyn 
Bridge, there is more life. People 
come and go in respectable num- 
bers—enough, in fact, to provide 
trade for a few lunchrooms and a 
cigar store or two. 

Above this scene towers the Wool- 
worth Building—a huge, vague shaft 
set against darkness. Only a few 
scattered lights are to be seen in the 
shaft, and its pinnacle is lost mys-

When the Night Clubs Close 

Further uptown, in the Greenwich 
Village section, one comes on an- 
other mood of the city of darkness. 
The night clubs are reluctantly clos- 
ing and their patrons are emerging 
somewhat the worse for wear. Here 
a taxi lurching past under street 
lamps discloses a white-faced wo- 


man.wrapped in furs and a weil-}- 


dressed man leaning back in the at- 
titude of semi-exhaustion. Her head 
is on his -shoulder and his head is 
propped against the corner of the 
cab. They pass and are gone. And 
here a gay group is zigzagging across 

the street. A _ policeman watches 
them and takes their gibes and chat- 
ter with good-natured silence, 

On the fringe of the Village, in 
Christopher Street beyond Seventh 
Avenue, a less merry proceeding is 
under way. Around the corner 
come two roughly dressed men. One 

on the run, the other‘ stum- 


bles slowly after. Behind the latter > 


is a policeman. Suddenly the strag- 
gier turns and grasps the railing 
before a tenement house. 





**Nell!’’ he calls, hoarsely, up at 
the unlighted windows.

At 4 in the morning Times Square, 
hub of: New . York’ during the day 
and. the backbone ‘of the city’s gay 
White Way, is strangely still. A drug 
store and an all-night lunchroom are 
open, and a few persons can be seen 
in them. They are well-dressed men 
of the. white collar clan, and look 
somehow out of place. But the gay 
White Way itself is gone. The lights 
of the great signs are out, for there 
are few to see them, and ‘the dark 
doorways of the theatres have a 
gloomy look. Even the taxis have 
disappeared. Think of Broadway and 
Fifth Avenue without taxis. Think 
of standing at Fifth Avenue. and 
Forty-second Street and seeing no 
vehicle moving in either direction. 
You can do it at 4 in the morning. 

The uptown residential sections are 
much the same way. Riverside Drive 
is picturesque as always, and the

Targets for the Gunman 


The west side Gas House district 
has a-much worse reputation than 
its east side twin. Once the retreat 
of the. Hell’s Kitchen gang, it atiti 
manages to make life tolerably excit- 
ing for the police. Glass windows 
around Fifty-sixth Street and Elev- 
enth Avenue are often punctured by 
stray bullets. It is said that one 
concern which operates there is no 
longer able to get its windows in- 
sured on account of the frequency 
with which they are broken. 

Just before dawn the place leoks 
more repellent than the east side 
district. The houses are more 
scattered and broken in appearance 
and fewer windows are intact. There 
are more stray characters abroad 
and their business often concerns 
the police. It might not be advisable 
for one to be seen there at 4 in 
the morning, wearing a top hat and 
carrying a stick. But here again 
the same story. 

Under ordinary conditions noth- 
ing in the way of excitement hap- 
pens. Nor are strangers apt to be 
waylaid unless they look both pros- 
perous and timid. Indeed, there is 
a scrupulous attention on the part 
of every man to’ his own _ business, 
and if one goes there in ordinary 
clothes, with coat and collar turned 
up-on account of the cold and both 
‘hands in his overcoat pockets, he 


will be apt to find that loiterers get ~ 


out of his way when they see him 
coming, instead of making ready: to 
stop him. For it is hard to tell a 
gunman by the way he walks, dnd 
any one who is out at such an un- 
earthly hour is either very poor or 
obviously there for no good end.

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A FOURTH OF JULY FOR THE 
AMERICAN LANGUAGE 


Dictionary of Our Speech Will Be Compiled Under 
Supervision of Professor Craigie of Oxford 


By CARTER IRVING 
NE of the cardinal principles 
of the new self-determination 
of peoples. is that every na- 
tion is and ef a right ought 
to be entitled to its own language. 
The first thing that any newly self- 
determinate nation in Europe does is 
to assert that right and by legisla- 
tion protect the native tongue 
against all other and alien languages. 
So Poland has done, and Czecho- 
slovakia, and Latvia and Esthonia. 
The Trish Free State’s supreme 
gesture of freedom was the substitu- 
tion of Irish for English—even on 
street signs. And that though very 
few Irish can read the signs. 

But the fathers of our Republic, in 
the still dark ages when they flung 
off the politital shackles of tyrant 
Engiand, did not declare their lin- 
guistic independence. On the con- 
trary they were abject slaves of Eng- 
lish literary tradition, They were the 
greatest sticklers in the world for 
the strictest Addisonian adherence to 
the classic form of English undefiled. 
Franklin, Madison, Jefferson, Ham- 
ilton, the Adamses, whatever their 
political differences, agreed on one 
point—their meticulous attention to 
the standards of literary English as 
accepted on the other side of the 
ocean. 

D. H. Lawrence, an Englishman 
of considerable critical acumen, says 
that our writers of the first half 
century—not excepting Cooper of the 
Leatherstocking Tales—actually out- 
did the English themselves in eigh- 
teenth century dignity of style and 
purity of diction. Abraham Lincoln 
still used eighteenth century English 
in 1865. Mark Twain, coming as he 
did from the 100 per cent. American 
area, gave considerable vogue in his 
early works to the American 
language as it had developed in the 
heart of the country where .the 
scions of the pioneers had grown up 
out of reach of direct European con- 
tamination. Afterward Mark Twain 


himself, become a cosmopolitan 
traveler, - drifted toward English 
English. However, ever since his 
time, the number of persons who 


have dared to write American or 
American dialects has been growing. 
Take O. Henry. for one example. 


American Language Discovered 
Nevertheless, official recognition of 
the national language of our country 
of 100 million-odd inhabitants nas 
heen lacking. It is still lacking. It 
required the World War, indeed, to 


bring home to people higher up inj 


guitural circles among us the fact, 
perfectly clear to the doughboy in 
France, that our language and the 
language of the English of England 
is no longer—either as it is written 
or as it is. spoken—precisely the 
same language. To he sure, the 
difference has been patent to the 
English for ‘a long time. But we had 
refused to recognize it. We resented 
British recognition of it. 

Though the official language of 
Washington is still English, now, at 
last, and that appropriately at the 
University of Chicago, plans are on 
foot to make a dictionary of the 
American language. 
making that dictionary is going to 
be put under the supervision of :one 
of the men who was responsible for 
that monumental work of English 
lexicography, the Oxford Dictionary. 
Naturally, direction of the completest 
dictionary of the English language 
was confided largely to Scotsmen. 
Sit James Augustus Henry Murray, 
the editor, is a Scot. So is William 
A. Craigie, joint editor, 
now, in. turn, confided the task of 
making possible the all-American 
dictionary.

sity behind him—Professor Craigie 
is a Fellow (or as in that particular 
Foundation he is properly called 
scholar) of Oriel College, Oxford.

As Oriel is in the very centre of 
the City of Oxford, hedged around 
by all the other colleges, the dic- 
tionary maker to America is set here 
in the very midst of English schol- 
lastic traditions. He can see the 
spire of St. Mary’s—the church that 
Cardinal Wolsey borrowed from the 
Bishop of Oxford to make into a 
chapel for his college of Christ 
Church. He can hear the bells as they 
ring in Magdalen-tower, and when he 
goes home to his suburban place of 
residence he goes out on the High 
Street on the way to catch his motor 
bus. Perhaps best of all things in 
England, the High Street of Oxford 
preserves the effect of a town of the 
Middle Ages. And this is so in spite 
of motor buses and radio and phono- 
graph shops—displays of-quite mod- 
ern college clothes, windows full of 
saddles and bridles of the up-to-date 
hunter’s equipment, modern crowds 
of pedestrians and large numbers of 
men and girls on bicycles. 

“Oxford,’’ says Professor Craigie, 
as he stands waiting for his bus 
ug the shoppers and other com- 
muters at 6 o’clock of a Winter eve- 
ning, “Oxford has got to be véry 
like an American coeducational col- 
lege town.

It was_here- that Craigie 
talked about the plans for the Amer- 
ican Dictionary. 

In general these plans are to fol- 
low those used in making the Ox- 
ford Dictionary—that is, the cooper- 
ation of colleges, libraries and indi- 
viduals interested in languages and 
literature all over the country will 
be invited to aid the collection of 
the raw material. This, broadly 
speaking, consists of the words as 
they are employed in writing and in 
conversation in the United States. 
For this purpose, writings of Amer- 
ican. authors from the beginning, 
including writings of American au- 
thors ‘in the dialect of the different 
parts of the country, must be gone 
through with a fine tooth comb. 

That naturally is a task of some 
magnitude which will require the as- 
sistance of a great many persons 
and which will be promoted by the 
direction of the research activities of 
the English departments of colleges 
and universities toward the indoor 
sports of word-hunting. That, 
Craigie says, will be good for .the 
students of English and the accumu- 
lated results will be of enormous 
value when the dictionary comes to 
be assembled. As a matter of fact, 
American scholars contributed not a 
little to the Oxford Dictionary, for 
that great work did not exclude 
American authors from English com- 
munion of speech. 


Where the Record Is Found 


An interesting point which Pro- 
fessor Craigie made, however, was 
this: For the first few decades 
of our independent history and 
for the Colonial period the chief 
source of authority for real Amer- 
fcan usage as distinguished from 
English usage must be, not the books

other foreign travelers in North 
America. As already noted, our na- 
tive writers wrote English and were 
very careful to write only Eng- 
lish. They avoided to the utmost 
of their ability the vulgar tse of 
Americanisms. Whereas the travel- 
ers, quite naturally after the fashion 
of folks in search of novelty, col- 
lected. Americanisms—made a record 
of the peculiarities of the speech of 
the people among whom they found 
themselves. As the travelers, upon 
brief acquaintance, did not always 
get the thing quite right—did not 
always apply the strange locution in 
the true American’ sense—a degree 
of inaccuracy is thus introduced. But 
the travelers remain the best source. 

One of the consequences is the con- 
siderable extension of the ground to 
be covered by the people who must 
read through the books and periodi- 
cals which form the record of our 
American language. As a matter of 
fact, the number of book-writing 
travelers in that first period of our 
history when we refused to recognize 
our native tongue as a written lan- 
guage for ourselves is exceedingly 
large. 

Likewise, the matter oo dialect in 
America furnishes another complica- 
tion. Professor Craigie said that 
perhaps the simplest way to deal 
with that would be in the first in- 
stance to set ¢he machinery in mo- 
tion toward the collection of dialect 
material. Out of that might be 
formed a dictionary of dialect which 
would be a work of narrower scope 
and could be completed in shorter 
time. This would very likely furnish 
the initial published contribution of 
the dictionary makers. Afterward 
the data contained in it would be 
available for inclusion in the greater 
work. 


The question of the complication 
of dialect by slang—the effect of 
slang upon a dialect produced by the 
inclusion of slang words of a par- 
ticular period in dialect of a particu- 
lar region—introduces another ele- 
ment which requires study, since the 
dictionary makers’ province does not 
ordinarily include a linguistic me- 
dium of exchange so completely in 
‘flux. Dialect also contributes to cur- 
Tent slang, and as much modern 
writing leans heavily upon slang, es- 
pecially the slang of sports and ex- 
tra. hazardous or picturesque or es- 
sential occupations.

perfluous and harmful old crone. In 
her stead all sorts of really helpful 
and efficient modern appliances are

It seems a cruel situation for an 
old lady thus to lose both her job and 
her character, and this perhaps— 

* since this is an inquiring age—ex- 
cuses the question: Who is Mother 
Goose, anyway? 

Everybody associates her with a 
lot of nursery rhymes mostly derived 
from English folk sources and some 
of them of most suspect antiquity— 
and yet the name which covers all 
this multitude of sins is unknown te 
English folklore and has never, in 
fact, been naturalized in the Eng- 
lish nursery. Whence came this 
Mother Goose, then, and why has all 
this antique British brood taken 
shelter under her wing? 


Perrault’s Mother Goose 


Like Homer and Shakespeare (it 
_seems) a mystery shrouds her origin. 
So deep is it that it casts in the 
minds of the skeptical a shadow of 
doubt upon her very-existence. The 
most generally accepted information 
is that her name was translated into 
English from the French, where it 
appeared first in literature by grace 
of Charlies Perrault, member of the 
French Academy, a stout champion 
of the moderns against the ancients, 
and a brother of Claude Perrault, 
who was not only a doctor of medi- 
cine but an.architect and designed 
the famous and admired colonnade of 
the Louvre. Claude got the job in 
fact from brother Charles, who by 
favor of the powerful Minister Col- 
bert was Chief Clerk to the Super- 
visor of Royal Structures. 


In 1697 Charles published his cele- 
brated collection of stories told by 
nurses to children. The book car- 
ried on the title page the name of his 
ten-year-old son, Perrault @’Arman- 
cour, and was called in the French 
of that date “Contes du Tems 
Passé."’ On the frontispiece is pic- 


tured an volé woman spinning and] 


telling tales to a man, a girl, a boy 
and a cat. Adjacent to the picture 
is a placard reading, ‘““Contes de ma 
Mere l’Oye’’—which literally trans- 
lated is ‘“‘Tales of My Mother the 
Goose."’ 

It is explained (somewhat con- 
fusedly) by the learned editors who 
have investigated the subject that 
King Robert II. of France wedded a 
very near relative called Bertha, on 
which account he was excommuni- 
cated by Pope Gregory V., and that 
the unlucky lady being subsequently 
put away, after giving birth to a 
monster resembling a goose, was 
called by the country folk Queen 
Goosefoot, and so got mixed up with 
Big Foot Bertha—Queen Big Foot, 
wife of Pepin and mother of Charle- 
magne, who is an accepted patroness 
of French children and celebrates a 
festival annually, Jan. 2. Hence the 
“Tales of Mother Goose”’ as a sub- 
title. The thing lacks clarity, but 
there it is. 

Perrault's tales (as many badly 
brought up children are apt to know) 
are not nursery rhymes at all. They 
are wonder stories, and among them 
are “The Sleeping Beauty’’ and “Red 
Riding Hood’’ and “Blue Beard” and 
“Puss-in-Boots’” and “Cinderella” 
and ‘‘Hop-o’-My-Thumb’’—the Hep- 
tameron being one of the sources. 
They were translated into English 
and published in London in 1727 by 
Robert Samber, who is said to have 
translated from the French as early 
as 1719 a work of the same sort. 
Along about that period and later 
John Newbery of St. Paul’s Church

smith wrote regularly for Newbery, 
and Goldsmith is supposed to have 
done for him “Little Goody Two 
Shoes,”” published in 1765. ‘As evi- 
dence of further interest in such 
matters Goldsmith is on record a few 
years later as having sung uproari- 
ously at dinner, ‘“There was-an old 
woman tossed up in a_bianket.’’ 
This is a ditty dating back to Henry 
V.’s time, which has since got un-

der Mother Goose’s apron, and there 
is no telling what part poor Oliver 
had in the whole affair. 

Anyway, around 1760 Newbery had 
published a book of nursery rhymes 
the title of which is sometimes 
given as “‘Mother Goose’s Nursery 
Rhymes.’* It is inferred that at this 
stage the’ French Mother Goose 
label had arrived at a certain gen- 
eral association with children’s 
books, so that it was extended to 
the rhymes, which in French would 
correspond not to the content of Per- 
rault’s book, but to old play songs 
like “‘Le Roi Dagobert’’ and “Sur le 
Pont d‘Avignon.” 

Accepting the inference as no 
more, it is known that in 1757 sev- 
eral of the Newbery prints, including 
the nursery rhymes, were duplicated 
in New England by Isaiah Thomas, 
a printer, and that this Isaiah was 
son-in-law ‘of one Thomas John 








Ficet, also a printer and stationer in 
Pudding Lane, Boston, whose sign 
was the Crown and Heart—to which, 
in true Valentine style, was added as 
a crest a bird bearing a letter in its 
beak. 

So far we follow the record as set 
down in the prefaces and notes of 
various editors of Mother Goose be- 





tween 1869 and 1923. It is at this 





Nursery, or Mother Goose’s Melodies 
for Children,"* which in 1719 he 
printed and advertised for ‘‘two cop- 
pers.’ And this he did for malice 
and spite and spleen, to be revenged 
on his wife’s mother.

precise point that we ptck up the line 
that leads back to a story accepted 
by some and violently rejected by 
others—the legend of the New Eng- 
land Mother Goose, who was a real 
Boston person. 

Thomas John Fieet, the printer 
who used the valentine sign, is down 
in the books as having been married 
in 1715 by the Rev. Cotton Mather 
to Elizabeth Goose, daughter of Eliz- 
abeth Vergoose, widow of Isaac Ver- 
tigoose—as the name was gradually 
simplified. According to the credu- 
lous, this Mother Goose to Elizabeth 
Fleet became Mother Goose to aill- 
the world. As mother-in-law, the 
story runs, Tom Fieet found her a 
nuisance about the house. She per- 
sisted in singing nursery songs to the 
Fleet children in a loud voice in and 
out of season. Being a printer, Fleet 





made a book called “‘Songs for the 


1833 with the reassuring title ‘‘Reli- 
able Life of: the Goose Family.’’ It 
was reiterated in 1860 by Fleet's 
great grandson. who asserted that a 
certain Edward L. Crowninshield had 
actually seen in the Boston Library 
twelve or fifteen leaves of a muti- 
lated copy of that 1719 edition of 
Mother Goose’s Rhymes. Patient 
search failed to discover any such 
copy either in the library or any- 
where else, nor was there any record 
of it in any of the catalogues of the 
library. That seemed to cloud the 
claim. But in the Hancock papers 
in the Massachusetts Historic and 
Genealogical ‘Society were found 
records of Daniel Henchman, a 
printer, who in 1719 had actually 
issued a pamphlet or sheet called 
“Verses for Children.’’ A signifi- 
cant item in Henchman’s papers was 
this: ‘‘July 13, 1719, Thomas Fieet 
credited by printing one hundred 
primers, £250."'

From this item showing the deal- 
ings between the two establishments. 
and from the failure to find any copy 
of the supposed book or any record 
or contemporary reference to it, the 
incredulous argue that it was prob- 
ably Henchman’s book of nursery 
rhymes which Fleet used to flout his 
mother-in-law. If the name Goose 
was used in a subtitle—as it might 
have been—it came from France. It 
was merely a happy coincidence that 
the identity of names supplied the 
Ppeevish son-in-law with a weapon! 
In short, Grandmother Goose was 
not Mother Goose to all the world, 
and was rightly incensed at the lev- 
ity of her daughter’s hushand. 

In fact, however, no. sufficient evi- 
dence is by this opposition party ad- 
mitted to exist that the Mother Goose 
label reached America before 1785, 
when, and in the years immediately 
following, translations of Perraults’s 
“*Tales’’’ and re-editions with modi- 
fications of Newhbery’s ‘‘Nursery 
Rhymes’’ were printed in New Eng- 
land. The verdict in the case for the 
American Mother Goose is, 
fore, ‘‘not proven."’ 


The fact remains that since 1785 
collections of children’s folk rhymes, 
jingles and tales have universally in 
America come to be called by Mother 
Goose’s name. The two are insepa- 
Table. Whereas in BPngland the 


there- 


| Mother Goose label is usually missing 


from such- collections. The first col- 
lection in England which can pretend 
to completeness was not made indeed 
until 1845 when the distinguished 
Shakespearean scholar, James Or- 
chard Halliwell—who was x0 preco- 
cious an antiquary that he was a 
Fellow of.the Royal Society at the 
tender age of 18 years—published his 
“Nursery Rhymes of England’ and 
Nursery Tales of Engiland.’’ 


Traditional Nonsense Scraps 


This collection was made princi- 
pally from oral tradition, and Hailli- 
well said that these ‘‘traditiona) non- 
sense scraps had come down in such 
numbers” that in three years he had 
“collected a thousand.’’ It is Halli- 
well’s very solid work (not Fleet's 
Putative two-penny pamphlet) which 
furnishes the material for the Amer- 
ican Mother Goose books. And the 
same wonk was edited by Andrew 
Lang in an abridged edition, entitled 
“The Nursery Rhyme Book,’’ pub- 
lished in 1897. Neither Lang nor 
Halliwell added the Mother Goose 
subtitle. 


As to the contents, Lang says that 
the manuscript authority for the his- 
torical rhymes does not go further 
back than the reign of Henry VIIL., 
“though King Arthur and Robin 
Hood are mentioned.’’ Of the ‘‘non- 
historical jingies’’ traces are found 
in manuscript as old as the fifteenth 
century. ‘‘Thirty days hath Septem- 
ber’’ occurs in Parnassus of Shake- 
speare’s date. “A few snatchey 
like ‘When I was a little boy’ occur 
in Shakespeare himself.” Lang adds 
that the “‘rhyme of Dr. Faustus may 
be almost as old as_the medieval 
legend dramatized by Marlowe.’’ He 
mentions likewise that ‘"Tom the 
Piper’s Son" Occurs in the miscel- 
lany “Pills to Purge Melancholy,”’ 
1719, which is a very Mother Goosish 
date. As for the riddles, they “go 
back to Samson’s time, at jeast."’ 

It may be observed that_ whatever 
destructive criticism does to the Bos- 
ton Mother Goose, it leaves the so- 


called Mother Goose material itself - 


resting on the solid foundation of 
folklore. It represents an accumula- 
tion of jingles during hundreds of 
years, and these jingles are mostly 
of English origin, though some of 
them appear in kindred’ forms in 
other countries, As what they are 
they constitute a part of the linguis- 
tic heritage of the English-speaking 
world and can no more be replaced 
by modern substitutes, however ex- 
cellent, beneficent or efficient im 
themselves, than Shakespeare can be 
replaced by the Telephoné Directory 
—which is, nevertheless, a very val- 
uable and evén indispensable publi-

Production 
of the required poetry is entrusted 
to one man of demonstrated ability, 
who is given a_ small’ pension, a 
wreath of laurel anda pipe of 
- Canary wine and is told to go to it. 
The advantage of having such an 
official at Washington was shown 


in Congress recently when Repre- |} 


sentative Fred M. Vinson of Ken- 
tucky delivered himself of a string 
of verses comparing President Cool- 
idge’s electric bucking bronco with 
the wooden horse of Troy: This ef- 
fort provoked considerable of a stir 
and a few defenders. What defense 
was made was solely upon consti- 
tutional grounds and by Mr. Vin- 
son’s Democratic -colleagues, who 
demanded a hearing of the verses 
in the name of free speech. There 
was no literary criticism, probably 
because Mr. Vinson’s work was not 
obscure enough in its meaning to 
be regarded as an entry for The 
Dial’s poetry competition, and he- 
cause it failed at points in both 
rhyme and meter, and therefore 
could not be judged by conservative 
poetical standards. Unprejudiced 
experts in.- Americana doubtless 
would rank it with the topical song 
of the home-town amateur minstrel 
show, 

And yet the people across the sea 
do.’‘not appear satisfied with their 
poet Jaureate. They complain that 
he doesn’t write enough poetry. 
Three thousand miles away and in 
the light of what goes on in Con- 
gress, that seems not a complaint 
but a blessing. For Mr. Vinson is

not the only member of Congress 
whose thoughts upon current public 
questions have compelled him to 
break forth in verse. In twenty-two 
of the first sixty days of the session 
just ended at least one, and some- 
times as many as six, in the Senate 
and House have rolled verse from 
their tongues in the course of de- 
bate or in the ‘“‘extension of re- 
marks” section of The Congressional 
Record. Some of it was good poetry, 


some of it was doggerel and some,

In other words, an apt quotation 
from the poets may be given without 
causing resentment, whereas had the 
same sentiments been spoken. di- 
rectly, they might cause no end of 
trouble. Probably the legislator most 
successful in flinging poetic darts ie 
Senator Bruce of Maryland, who is 
not only a historian and biographer 
but a deep student of Shakespeare as 
well. Upon several occasions he-has 
summoned Shakespeare to his aid 
while engaged in rough and tumble 
debate with his more regular Démo- 
cratic. colleagues. One day half a 
dozen Senators of his own party were 
on his back and he disposed of them 
by saying, *‘I find myself in a_posi- 
tion calculated to remiind me of the 
words of Shakespeare: _ 


The lUttle dogs and all, , 
Tray, Blanche and Sweetheart, see, 
they bark at me. 


Now it is not healthy exercise to 
call Senaters, and Southern ones :at 
that, dogs or sweethearts, but by 
quoting Shakespeare Senator Bruce 
can get away with it, which makes 
him an object to be avoided by the 
timorous in debate. Also, by having 
Shakespeare at his tongue's end, 
Senator Bruce is able to apply this 
description from *‘The Tempest” to 





Toledo, the President's representa- 
tive upon a commission to reorganize 
the executive branch of the Govern- 
ment, General Sherwood quoted 
Byron. 


He was the mildest-mannered man 

Who ever scuttied ship or cut a 
throat 

With such true bearing of a gentle- 
man, 


When in the extension of his re- 
marks in the Congressional Record 
Representative Fiorello LaGuardia 
of New York called the attention of 
the House to the weekly concerts of 
the ‘United States Maririe Band, his 
reflection against that august legis- 
lative body doubtless was  uncon- 
scious. -Nevertheless, he said, ‘‘to 
my colleagues who are lovers of 
music I commend these Wednesday 
night concerts, for— 


Music hath charms to soothe a sav- 
age breast, 

To soften rocks, or bend a knotted

This extract illustrates an inter- 
esting phenomenon in connection 
with Congressional verse.

For instance, had Major 
LaGuardia gone to a reference book 
for some poetical allusion to music,

And neither Bartlett nor Joe Mitchell 
Chapple’s ‘‘Heart Throbs’’ supplied 
the Hon. J. Thomas Heflin of Ala- 
bama with the verse he repeats on 
the floor of the Senate.

Oh, yes, my darling daughter, 

You may hang your clothes on «a 
hickory limb,

And so, as Senator Underwood of 
Alabama observed of a salary bill, 
“On with the dance! Let joy be un- 
confined."’ It appears that members 
of Congress take no zest in quoting 
modern poetry. Except for doggerel, 
none of the verse is any younger 
than. the haircloth age. But al- 
though their verse shows no sign of 
the influence of Gertrude Stein. or 
Alfred Kreymborg, the obscurity of 
some of their prose utterances and 
the platforms upon which they run 
for office show a& leaning toward 
such schools. Seventy-five yeurs 
from now they may be quoting 1925 
poetry, but most of us will be dead

RTHUR DAVIES, at the Ferar- 
gil Galleries, brings land- 
scapes and sculptures, in 
both fields affirming his 

authentic originality. So many 
forms-of beauty have: played upon 
_ his mind that originality must be 
authentic in truth to resist the pull 
of attraction in one direction or an- 
other; but the fact that the pull in 
one direction is instantly corrected 
by the pull in another . insures 
safety—almost insures it. There ig 
just enough risk to make one catch 
one’s breath now and then and to 
lend zest to the conquering. Arthur 
Davies does conquer. In every col- 
lection of his work you see him— 
submitting to all sophistications and 
allurements and emerging incontes- 
tably Davies. 3 a 
The landscapes are delightful ver- 
sions and visions of delightful places. 
It does not appear that an ugly 
place ever has exercised that pull of 
attraction for Mr. Davies. He is 
scrupulously true to fact. 
example, is Chenonceaux, the cha- 
teau built astride- the River Cher 
beyond avenues of plane trees and 
steeped in associations with Cather- 
ine de Medici and Diane de Poitiers. 
There could be no clearer portrait of 
the lovely palace, with its two-

The sculpture varies also and even 
more than the paintings. It includes 
earlier and late work, the late hav- 
ing, in the examples visible at the 
time of writing, fuller realization, 
less of impressionism and a smoother 
execution. But chronology is unim- 
portant. There is a little figure, 
sans feet, head turned to one side, 
carved in natural bronze, that has 
the gravity and weight of a purely 
sculptural idea, and a medieval indi- 
viduality. Rounded breast and head, 
two distinct planes for the arm 
thrust back and the rest of the body, 
a flat round figure with the wonder- 
ful surface flatness of medieval 
France under which the form is 
modeled richly yet with pleasant 
edges subtracting from the over- 
opulence of pure convexity.

Moreover, to be chiseled, 
not cast, is a rare and fine distinc- 
tion for a bit of bronze. 

Another good piece is green in.one 
version, parti-colored in another, 
with patches of roughness alternat- 
ing with moments of satiny smooth- 
ness, provoking and delicious, but 
subordinating nothing of the interest 
of the design to this provocation of 
the material. One almost is tempted, 
after experiencing drawings and 
water colors and oils and sculptures, 
to think of Mr. Davies as primarily 
a-sculptor. When he is working with 
malleable substance he is freed from 
the tyranny of color, and line in- 
creases its significance. A broad 
generalization to obtain. from these

Paintings by John Noble 


At the Milch Galleries is an ex-

The most interesting picture in 
the exhibition, as it was seen, pre- 
maturely and incompletely, by the 
Present writer, was the ‘‘Boulogne 
Port,” morning fog and mist, out of 
which blue and yellow and rose 
emerge and are reflected in-the quiet 
water. In spite of.the vaporous 
atmosphere, we are made to feel that 
the houses. have substance and 
weight, that the water has its own 
ponderable quality, that nothing will 
vanish except the veil nature has 
drawn across: the features of ‘the 
salient town. A beautifal picture, 
with the deceptive fragility of youth 
in its lovely opaline color and the 
vast strength of youth in its struc- 
ture.

American tragedian in a play also 
by an American.” 

Later Forrest played Othello, Lear, 
Macbeth and was even dined at the 
larrick Club in company with 
Charles Kemble and Macready. But 
he made no conquest of the London 
playgoers’ hearts, and when he re- 
turned to England in 1845 he was 
hissed. This indignity he loudly 
ascribed to the jealous machinations 
of Macready, then the pre-eminent 
British tragedian—occupying, indeed, 
a position, as undisputed as that 
reached a generation and more later 
by Henry Irving. 

Macready, ‘‘scholarly, mechanical, 
cold,"" had reached his high rank 
(as Irving did his) by working and 
waiting. Unlike Irving, he hated 
actors and even acting itself. As 
Pooh-Bah says, ‘‘It revolts me. but 
I do it.’’ So it seemed to be with 
Macready, whose real ambition ‘‘was 
to be a gentieman.’’ Upon his ap- 
pearance in America two years 
earlier Macready had been by our 
critics unfayorably compared with 
Forrest. The wound fankled and 
Forrest, who knew it, drew his own 
conclusions and spoke out. There 
was a public, ill-mannered and very 

Ycrimonious row. 

Upon Macready’s next visit to 
America this row led to a riot which 
called out the militia and resulted in 
a fusillade. On May 7, 1848, with 
Forrest also eppearing in another 
New York playhouse, Macready was 
announced in ‘‘Othello” at the Astor 
Place Theatre. His friends filled 
the house. Outside were the parti- 
sans of Forrest, resolved to have 
their revenge for the hisses endured 
by their favorite in England. The 
management in alarm calied off the 
play and spirited Macready away by 
a back door. But the besieging mob 
had by that time got so excited that 
the police could not control it. The 
Seventh Regiment was calied out 
and fired first blanks and then a 
volley of ball cartridge. Under that 
leaden influence the crowd dispersed, 
leaving, it is said, some thirty per- 
sons stretched on the ground. Ma- 
cready went home much humbied 
and chagrined, 


Forrest Not Successful 


It does not much matter whether 
it was a rival’s machinations or-the 
indifference of the British public. 
What is certain is that the great 
American tragedian of the period— 
whose standing on this side matched 
that of Macready in England—was 
not more successful than the elder 
Booth had been in winning London’s 
favor. Forrest's appeal, like Booth’s, 
was made not in Hamlet but in the 
more stentorian Shakespearean roles 
—réles better suited to the tempera- 
ments of both these artists of the 
old school. 


An admired American actor, partly [ 


contemporary, was E. L. Davenport, 
of whom William Winter said that 
hts “otherwise excellent Hamlet was 
as metallic as the rapier he carried."’ 
Davenport went to England in 1847- 
50 with Anna Cora Mowatt, the 
playwright of the recently revived 
“Fashion.'' As Claude Melnotte in 
‘The Lady of Lyons’’ he carried 
away the honors. Afterward he 
played Benedick, Iago, Orlando and 
Mercutio, and presently settled down 
at the Haymarket Theatre (where 
Barrymore is now appearing) to play 
**second parts’’ in Shakespeare with 
Macready. It is recorded that Ma- 
cready said to him: ‘‘Mr. Davenport, 
{ wish you would not act so much. 
Your extreme earnestness detracts 
from the right effect.’’ The flatter- 
ing inference was that the American 
was diverting attention from the 
star. The upshot was that Daven- 
port returned to America with an 
English wife, Fanny Vining, mother 
ef Fanny Davenport, and continued 
his career—including his metallic im- 
personation of Hamlet—in his own 
country. Like the others, he had 
not succeeded in the siege of London, 
even though he had not played Ham- 
let. 

The case of Edwin Booth is still 
more striking. Booth- had eclipsed 


Forrest as the ranking American 
tragedian; he was the great Hamlet 
of his generation on this side of the 
water; he was, indeed, identified 
with the part Of the Dane as his 
father, Junius Brutus Booth, had 
been identified with that of Richard 
Ill. In the fullness of his fame he 
appeared in 1880 at the Princess 
Theatre in London and opened his 
engagement as the Prince of Den- 
mark, thus throwing down the 
gage.of battie to the reigning fa- 
vorite of the English stage, Henry 
Irving, who was then ruling his 
kingdom from his headquarters in 
the Lyceum Theatre. 


Booth had been told beforehand 
that the public press would. be cold, 
if not hostile, to the ‘‘American 
tragedian.’’ But in fact he received 
along with the inevitable unkind 
cuts, not a little critical appreciation 
and even commendation. If his fri- 
gidity was noted his ability was abun- 
dantly acknowledged. What he failed 
to capture—like his predecessors— 
was the British imagination. In the 
characters of their own Shakespeare 
the British public of each generation 
is wedded to its idols. The idol of 
the moment was Henry Irving. El- 
len Terry was not the only person 
in London who preferred Irving's 
Hamlet ‘to Booth’s—even though 
Booth’s Hamlet is the more interna- 
tionally famous. And Tennyson said 
of Booth’s Lear: ‘‘It was most in- 
teresting and powerful, but not in 
the least like Lear."’ 

Booth stuck it out at the Princess 
for 119 nights—till March, 1881, 
when he ended the run with his im- 
personation of Shylock. Neither in 
a monetary sense nor as a bid for 
popular favor could it be accounted 
a success. So little so was it, in 
fact, that Henry Irving. aware of 
Booth’s deep disappointment and dis- 
comfiture, invited his great Ameri- 
can rival to join him as guest and 
co-star at the Lyceum. Booth ac- 
eepted the offér and they played 
Shakespeare together during the 
month of May. . The result was, per- 
haps, most interesting in *‘Othello,’’ 
where they impersonated alternately 
the Moor and Iago, and close com- 
parison of methods of the two actors 
was made easy. The entire associa- 
tion seems to have been very tact- 
fully managed, and the best account 
of it is to be found in the autobi-

TERE are many little shops in 
ige~ York where the income of 

the n who conduct them is 
earned very slowly and patiently. In 
other businesses, machines have ap- 
peared, prices have soared, and 
handicraft has disappeared, but in 
the little handicraft shops every re- 
sult is achieved through a needle in 
some woman's hands. 

They are called art shops.. Here a 
woman goes to buy a dime’s worth 
of watermelon - pink embroidery 
silk, and takes twenty minutes to 
decide if there is any difference be- 
tween watermelon pink and rose 
pink. Often she carries the thread 
home to consult her family, return- 
ing later to exchange it. Or a wo- 
man invests seventy-five cents in 
wool for a scarf, and spends days in 
the rear of the shop learning how to 
knit it, the lessons being thrown in 
without cost. ;

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ITALIAN SENATE'S DIGNITY UNSHAKEN | 


By F. L. MINNIGERODE 
“‘LTHOUGH Italy is, politically, 
the victim of continual cri- 
ses; although Deputies may 
rage and Cabinet Ministers 
resign while Mussolini suppresses his 
enemies and muzzles the opposition 
press, the Italian Senate remains 
the embodiment of qignity. 

The term ‘‘Parliament”’ as under- 
stood in Italy includes beth the Sen- 
ate and the Chamber of Deputies. 
The members of the Chamber are 
politicians. They must rustle votes 
in order. to become Deputies. The 
members of the Senate, on the other 
hand, are Italy’s most distinguished 
sons. They do not have to appeal 
to an electorate to put them in of- 
fice. They are nominated. by the 
King. 

The Senators are in no sense of 
the word politicians. They are, first 
of all, men of brains. . They are 
not allied, by necessity, to any po- 
litical party. There is, of course, & 
reason why x Senator does not find 
it y to b attached to 
any one of Italy’s numerous political 
parties. He is appointed for life. 
Becatse the Senators are appointed 
for life the Senate is sometimes 
called the ‘‘Camera Vitalizia."’ 

Italy believes that a man must 
prove over a stretch of time that 
his greatness or his genius is real 
and lasting. Therefore no man— 
regardiers of his accomplishments— 
may be appointed Senator until he 
has passed his fortieth year. Most 
of them wait much longer before the 
honor comes to them. 

The number of Senators is not 
limited. If Italy has .a thousand 
truly great sons and the King sees 
fit to honor them all, Italy may have 
if she has 
but fifty sons worthy of the honor 
she will have but fifty Senators. 
At present the number of Senators 
is 420. 

If there is any political hue at- 
tached to a Senator it is because his 
name is proposed to the King by 
the Council of Ministers. It is 








would propose a man for Senator 
knowing that he was a political en- 
emy. ‘But it is not enough that 


the King issue a royal decree. - Be- 
fore being admitted to swear alle- 
‘giance to the King in the presence 
of the Senate’s President, the aspi- 
rant must have acquired the ap- 
proval of the Senate by a secret 
ballot. Should any candidate fail 
to obtain a majority his candidacy 
is canceled. 

The Senate is the guardian of its 
own honor and a scrupulous and 
discriminating guardian. To act 
without giving serious thought and 
study to the qualifications of a pro- 
posed new member the Senate 
might, sooner or later, find itself 
largely composed of men who, by 
reason of their abilities and accom- 
Dlishments, were not worthy of a 
seat in Italy’s most distinguished 
body. Whenever a Senator votes 
**yes”’ on a Senatorial appointment 
it ‘is equivalent to saying to the 
candidate: ‘‘You are one of Italy’s 
400 living great men and we wel- 
come you as such.’’ 


Italy’s Distinguished Men 


In the Italian Constitution—the 
country’s Magna Charta—there are 
twenty-one categories, under one of 
which a man must be classified in 
order to gain admittance to the Sen- 
ate. These categories run a wide 
range but in each the case the man 
must be indisputably distinguished. 

Under the: different categories one 
finds Italian bishops and arch- 
bishops, ex-Presidents of the Cham- 
ber of Deputies, ministers, secre- 
taries, ex-deputies, military and 
naval officers of high rank and dis- 
tinguished careers, high judicial of- 
ficers, important State function- 
aries, men who by lofty achieve- 
ments in the fields of art and litera- 
ture have contributed to their coun- 
try'’s glory, and finally great public 
benefactors and men of vast wealth. 
In a word, the Senate represents the 
nation’s highest intellect and erudi- 
tion. 

There is one exception to the rule 
that none save a° man of achieve- 
ment may be admitted to the Senate. 
The Princes of the House of Savoy 
(Italy's ruling house) are Senators 
by right of birth. For them the 





the Council should recommend and 


rule that all Senators must have 
passed their fortieth year is abro- 
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gated. They are admitted at the age ; 
of 21, but may not vote until they 
are 2. 

No ordinary court of justice has 
jurisdiction over a Senator. He may 
never be arrested save in the case 
of ‘‘flagrante~ delicto.” Should a 
Senator be d d to the Presi- 
dent of the Senate for some -mis- 
a , the President, authorized 
by the King, the Senat 

as a high court of justice with power 
to deal finally with the case. 

To run through the list of Sen- 
ators is to run across every famous 
name in Italy.. They come from al- 
most every field of human endeavor. 
Marconi is no politician. He is a 
great invenior, a great scientist, a 
credit to Italy and to the human 
race. He is a Senator. 

The late Giacomo Puccini did not 
dabble in politics. He was first—as 
a Senator said to me—all that a 
gentleman should be, a lovable char- 
acter and a spléndid representative 
of his race. 
world’s greatest living composer at 
the time of his nomination by the 
King. 

I was told that when. the name 
Puccini was placed before the Sen- 
ate for approvai there was loud ap- 
Pplause and cries *‘Puccini, Puccini,’’ 
and much hand. clapping. 

“Is not such a demonstration 
rather unusual?" I asked. 

“It is very unusual,’’ replied the 
Senator, ‘‘but Giacomo. Puccini was 
a splendid gentleman by nature as 
well as a great composer.” 

In a sense the membership of the 
Italian Senate partakes of the cher- 
acter of the French Academy. They 
are mature men of sober judgment, 
they have breasted the world and 
won their way to. the top—and the 
nation rewards them for having shed 
glory upon it.

TO POPULAR FAVOR | 


Statuettes Depicting Scenes of American Life Are 
Now in Demand As Antiques 


ANY people by no means old 
can distinctly remember 
when no home in this coun- 
try was regarded as com- 

plete without a ‘‘Rogers Group.’’ 
These groups, of large table - size, 
made of a plaster-like composition 
with a smooth surface, of a light 
brownish color, with two and three 
figures, represented homely scenes 
of daily American life. 

While they were most numerous, 
perhaps, in New Engiand, they were 
to be seen commonly in the Middle 
‘West, and more or less in other parts 
of the country, for. they were put 
on the market in a more business- 
like way than artists usually follow. 
Sales agencies were started all 
through the States. Casts in great 
numbers were made from the orig- 
inal models. Of a popular subject as 
many as 3,000 would be so'd, and 
more than 100,000 Rogers groups in

all were bought by the admiring 
public. That was excellent business 
in those days. 

The statuettes represented the art 
of the home and the people in the 
middie part of the nineteenth cen- 
tury. Besides the Civil War and the 
abolition subjects which first made 
Rogers’s name known,. there were 
such others as ‘‘Weighing the 
Baby,” “Going to the Parson,’’ 
“Fetching the Doctor,” ‘‘Playing 
Doctor," ‘‘Bubbles,’’ ““The Checker 
Players,” ‘‘The Charity Patient’’ 
and ‘‘Neighboring Pews."’

Reverence—Antoine—“Processional” 


and Spring. 


By STABK YOUNG 


OU could have heard a pin drop 
in the Broadhurst Theatre on 
Tuesday night while the last 
scene of ‘‘ Starlight ’~- went 

through’ to its end. Aurelie, now 
76 and still in the theatre, is 
brought to her chair behind the 
scenes, she has to save herself and 
cannot be interviewed or spoken to. 
Her son, her third husband and first 
lover, her grandson, the three of them 
stand beside her. She Grinks a glass 
of champagne, the door opens onto 
the stage, the light strikes her in her 
long mantle and huge crown, she 
straightens to her old height and goes 
on, the curtain falls. And the audience 
at the Broadhurst broke into applause 
and went on applauding Doris Keane 
for a quarter of an hour till she had 
made five several speeches. ; 

That moment was a strange com- 
ment on the actor-temperament and 
its appeal. 

Up to that point’the play had been 
half the time farce, half the time seri- 
ous, but always a, travesty. In this 
last act it became somewhat heroic; 
there was ironic comedy in it still, but 
tt meant to be moving and impressive, 
and was so. Aurelie, the actress, has 
been painted With all her frailties, her 
shrewd follies, her inconsistencies. 
She has implied meanwhile a hard 
line throughout, something persever- 
ing, a contagious vitality, a compul- 
sion, over which she herself has no 
control, toward expressing herself in 
art. And now at last, with life and 
the petty. world fallen away from her, 
she is given us as a persistent power, 
a fantastic ruined shell in which the 
strong’ life persists. Childish vanity, 
indomitable vitality, lawless caprice, 
persuasive will, preposterous egotism, 
convincingness,- our human nature 
. idiculously out of scale and delight- 

ing us with the lawless way in which 

it spurts and expresses itself and us— 
the actor and°his eternal spell! Our 
passidn.for glamour, however reck- 
less! ¢ , Fhe Spé}};upon we of flowérs, of:

Sarah Bernhardt ° 

HOUGH ‘‘Starlight’’ is plainly not 

the life of Bernhardt, it draws 

heavily on her history and -like- 
ness, since Bernhardt was the arch- 
actress temperament of all. time. As 
the play goes on it comes even closer 
to Bernhardt, and Miss Keane’s make- 
up is more and more’a litera] resem- 
blance. There will arfse immediately, 
then, not a few people who will be 
saying what a shame it is to make so 
farcical a use of this great figure in 
the modern theatre. Such sympathy 
is misplaced. The fame of Bernhardt 
can take care of itself. / 

As a matter of fact, however, Miss 
Unger’s and Miss Keane’s Aurelie, if 
we are looking for comic absurdity, 
pales into a shadow by the side of the 
great Bernhardt. If there was ever a 
divine .child, spoiled, capricious, ¢éx- 
travagant, impossibly underscored and 
arbitrary, it was Bernhardt. Her van- 
ity was inexhaustible. She loved art 
but saw it as herself. She forced 
dramatists to her will, ruined their 
talents for her own exploitation. Plays 
were swamped under her brilliant 
domination, companies merely re- 
volved around her. She advertised 
enormously: she stood upon a_ whale, 
played in tents, went up in a balloon, 
kept leopards, took a coffin about 
with her, or at least gave out that 
she had done these things. She spent 
money in floods, ruled, hated, tri- 
umphed over rivals, rose, fell, made 
numberless farewell tours abroad, rose 
again. George Sand, going one night 
‘to the theatre to dissuade the young 
actress from suicide, found her skip- 
ping down the stair in a man’s coat 
and trousers, off to a masked ball in 
the Quarter. Antoine.«going to solicit 
her Yterest, found her on a chaise 
longue, covered with rich furs; she 
had hedrd nothing of this realism and 
smiled. Antoine spoke of Duse and 
the new life in the theatre. She re- 
membered with difficulty the name. 
“Ah, yes,"’ she said. ‘‘Ah, yes, la 


Duse, however, nothing remarkable.” : 


But what does all that matter? 
Bernhbardt’s spiendors dazzled the 
world; we take her not as a member 
of society but as a magnificent power 
and sonorous eloguence. ‘There was 
none dull as could not see that 
whep/she let herself go the universal 
elements were shaken and human 
passfons became superbly mythical 
and glamourous. She was audacious, 
Violent, seductive, world-wide. . She 
was like a leopard in a cage, a golden 
trumpet, an infatuation. But she was 
farcical, nevertheless, and *“Starlight’’

the’ ‘husband, who has reproached her 
with being behind the times; or the 
scene—so badly set, alas!—in which 
Aurelie, now in society, begins like 
a grand lady with the marquis, sends 
him off, haggles like a fishwife with 
her husband-manager about the salary 
in the new contract, sends him off, 
chills into the elegant romantic and 
acts the marquis into an offer-of mar- 
riage. 

These two scenes are as trim pe, 
witty and complete and charming as 
any that I have séen in farce-comedy 
for many a day. 

Doris Keane has had one of the mipat 
striking careers in the English speak- 
ing theatre.

Antoine’s Free Theatre 


HE truth of a play depends on 
its imaginative insight, not on 
the realism or actuality of its 

material and treatment. , It does not 

necessarily follow that a play- of 

Brieux’s is any more profound than 

Dumas’s play of the romantic Camille, 

Dumas, Sardou, Augier, {the old 

guard in the French theatre, need not 

be better or worse than the lumina- 
ries, Brieux, Porto-Riche, Lavedan and 
the rest, that made their advent with 
the thiinderbolts of Antoine. But the 
theatre, to keep alive, must Pg from 
waye to. waveé,, one -phase) gf. living 
thought to~be expressed and/@ han- 
other. phase, one.-kind of dramatic 
body for one thing,.another for an- 
other... And the history of these 
changes and revolutions is always full 
of meat, ‘the struggle over the mean- 
ing of truth, the battle over styles

The history of the "ThéAtre Libre’s 
struggle, according ‘to Antoine,. liké 

Caesar’s all Gaul, divides itself into 

three parts—from 1887 to 1895 against 

the champions of the established the- 
atre of the day; from 1896 to 1906 for 
theh conquest of the French public; 

from 1906 to 1914 at the Odéon, in a 

last battle against official tradition, 

conservatism and administrative rou- 
tine. 

In 1886 theatricals were the rage in 

Paris, as dancing is tofay. Antoine 

heard of a little hall in which clerks 


and working girls gathered after their 


day’s work for intelligent recreation. 
The Cercle Gaulois, it was,called. He 
joined them. Their plays, it seemed 
to. him, were outmoded; he pro- 
posed more daring and recent dra- 
mas; at length he passed their timid 
caution by and went on alone. His 
mother lent her -furniture and he 
brought it in a pushcart to the little 
hall. The play was applauded. And 
so on with increasing honors and diffi- 
culties, till the press, Réjane, de-Gon- 
court, Catulle Mendés, Zola, Flaubert, 
de Maupassant, Becque, Daudet were 
in hearty rapport,.Ibsen’s ‘‘Ghosts” 
was produced and Strindberg’s “Miss 
Julia,”’,Turgenev, Hauptmann, Bjérn- 
son and other. great foreigners intro- 
duced to Paris; and: within the space 
of. those first three years 125 plays 
had been presented by the Théatre 
Libre alone, as against 164 new plays 
at the Comédie Francaise, the Odéon, 
the Gymnase and the Vaudeville taken 
all. together. 

Antoine’s own record of that first 
period is published in the March num- 
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Prodigal.”

To begin with the movies, which are 
generally regarded as the end, it was 
abouts two years ago that Miss Taylor 
finally let herself be persuaded to play 
in “Peg o’ My-Heart’’ for the silver 
screen. .She departed for the Coast, it 
seems, with a good deal of reluctance, 
but returned with much enthusiasm and 
a@ pardonable pride in what she had been 
able to accomplish in the drama’s sister 
art. 


Soon after her return to New York, 
Alexander Woollcott commenced organ- 
izing committees for a benefit to be 
given at the Music Box for various 
charities. Among the people he ap- 
proached with suggestions that they 
‘take part in the benefit was Miss Tay- 
lor. And ‘so, starting with the Wooll- 
cott law that none of the actors at the 
benefit was to do anything he or she had 
done before, Miss Taylor found herself 
looking forward with somé dread to the 
evening on which she would first, and 
presumably last, play an act of ‘Pierrot 
the Prodigal’ for a benefit audience. 


It is only beginners, of course, who 
do not get stage fright. Miss Taylor 
does on the occasion ‘of her opening 
nights, and it genérally takes the shape 
of a catastrophal drying up of. the 
mouth and lips. A stage fright of this 
kind, however, is obviously of little con< 
sequence in the case of a pantomime, 
and so for the Music Box ‘‘Pierrot’”’ 
Miss Taylor was treated to the unique 
sensation of suddenly going deaf. The 
piano by which she was to comport her- 
self was within a few féet of her and 
yet for some terrible moments she 
heard nothing. It all probably goes to 
show that in a changing world even 
stage. fright is capable of adaptation 
and appropriate reaction to altered con- 
ditions. 


Miss Taylor, it now develops, is con- 
sidering professional appearances in 
Paris this coming Summer. The num- 
ber of offers she has had to play ‘‘Peg 
o’ My Heart’ in Paris is exactly equal

To play in Paris, the reader says, 
must mean to :play in French, and ifs 
Miss Taylor brave enough to play in 
Paris in French? Right there is where 
the reader makes his big mistake. To 
play in Paris is not to play in French, 
if you play, for instance, in ‘Pierrot 
the Prodigal.” (The answef, at the 
back of the book, says clearly that a 
pantomime is a play in which every- 
thing is conveyed by gestures and in 
which no words are spoken.) 


It is easy, then, to gather all the 
threads together. Miss Taylor, intrigued 
by the possibilities of pantomime as re- 
vealed by her movie experiences, plays 
one act of ‘‘Pierrot the Prodigal’’ at a 
benefit performance. The appearance is 
successful. and there are enthusiastic 
notices from the reviewers, Well, then, 
to the full-length ‘Pierrot’ at the 
Forty-eighth Street Theatre, and so, if 
all goes well, to Paris for the Summer. 


In the process of rehearsing ‘‘Pierrot,’’ 
too, under the direction of Ottoka Bar- 
tik, .Miss Taylor has learned many 
things that. must have \surprised her.

4ata)—I made a trip to Norway to try 
to induce Ibsen to come to America on a 
lecture tour. The same year I inter- 
viewed, tér the ‘same purpose, Oom Paul 
Kruger, Emile Zola, Max Nordau and 
Jerome K. Jerome. Jerome came over; 
Zola signed a contract to come, but died 
on the evé of his departure for America; 
Nordau flirted with an offer until his 
fame died out and I did not want him; 
Oom Paul refused to come, and Ibsen— 
that is the story. 


I went to Christiania, where Ibsen was 
then living. I was without a letter of 
introduction and with no knowledge of 
Before I 
had been off the steamship an hour I 
met on thé street an old friend, Gustave 
Thalberg, a Swedish impresario, who had 
been in America. I told him my object. 

“It is impossible!’’ he declared at once. 
“The doctor does not know a word of 
English.’’ 


When I told him this would make no 
difference, he told me he was just the 
man to arrange an interview, as he had 
studied under the dottor (as I found 
every one there called. him) in college. 
In fact, Thalberg thought that the doc- 
tor, a chronic grouch, would go further 
for him than for almost any one—and he 
had a reason. One night long previous 
the doctor had atterfded a banquet and 
had followed the Swedish custom of 
drinking large quanties of native punch. 
On the way home he had fallen into a 
snowbank, and Thalberg, accidentally 
coming along, had picked him up and 
st-ered him to his domicile. The doctor 
had afterward expressed his apprecia- 
tion, so Thalberg thought his introduc- 
tion might be of value to me. 


Every one in Christiania knew the doc- 
tor’s habits. He was so crusty no one 
dared to speak to him on the street. 
He would walk along, muttering to him- 
self, seeming oblivious of his surround- 
ings, and his compatriots, recognizing 
him as a genius. let him alone and re- 
spected his solitary habits. To call at 
his lodgings would be impossible, Thal- 
berg explained. He had a better plan. 
This was it: 

The doctor breakfasted at a certain 
café—at this day, without notes, I can- 
not recall the name of it—and you could 
set your watch by ,the time of his ap- 
pearance—10:20. # was Thalherg’s plan 
that we go into the café, seat ourselves 
next to his accustomed place, and, after 
tis coffee, speak to him. 

On the following morning we were 
there. True to his habit, Ibsen came fh 
nromptly. at 10:30. As he stumped along, 
heating the floor in front of him with a 
cane, like a blind man, with his spread- 
‘ng shock of gray hair and whiskers, 
4e was not an inviting proposition. 

T watched his breakfast—a couple of 
herrings ‘and. séveral cups of black 
coffee—and it seemed to mellow him, 
just as Thalberg had predicted. ‘Finally, 
when thé opportunity seemed ripe, Thal- 
berg spoke to him and introduced me. 
The doctor took my hand—his was pudgy 
and fat» and hot—I' can -feel it now! 
Through Thalberg I conducted. a short 
conversation with him. He spoke but 
one word of English. ‘‘Pigs’’ was the 
word—Joéhn Golden might use it as an 
advertisement for his play—and the doc- 
tor used it in referring to my country- 
men, 

I had become somewhat accustomed 
to talking through an interpreter. With 
Oom Paul, who spoke only Dutch, I 
talked through his grandson,- Frickie 
Eloff; with Zola—my French is execra4 
ble—through Maftre Labori, defender of 
Dreyfus, and a few years before I had 
talked with Tolstoy, who, like every 
Russian, knew a few words of English, 
through his son. 

“Pigs!’? said Ibsen of the Americans. 
That is the only word I can quote ac- 
curately, because he spoke that in Eng- 
lish, The rest came through Thalbérg. 
It was guttural, accompanied by ges- 
tures almost menacing. This was the 
substance of it: 

The Americans are pigs. They steal 
and steal and steal. A well-known 
-actress had made a great success*of 4A 
Doll’s House.”” She had not paid him 
one cent of royalty. Some one was even 
then presenting, at the Knickerbocker 
Theatre, New York, his latest play, 
‘When We Dead Awaken,” and his per- 
mission had not been asked and he had 
received no royalty check. He would 





not. The Americans were pigs! Pigs 





but the Americans, no! They were pigs! 
He would not cross Atlantic Ocean 
for all of America? had no idea 
of art and no sense of honesty. In the 
slang of the day, they would take every- 
thing ‘not nailed down. Yes, sir, thé 
Americans were pigs! I heard the great 
doctor say it a dozen times as he turned 
his glowering glances upon me. Pigs 
was the word, and the doctor shot ft at 
me as I asked Thalberg to\ inquire 
whether he would take $500 a night for 
a trip over here. But he shouted his

Not if I would make him a gift of 
America would he deal with suéh pigs!

If those who were in my de- 
lighted party were typical of the general 
audience, ‘‘Processional’s’’ .run would 
rival *‘Abie’s.’’ 

Now that it is going to have another 
chance, I cannot refrain, if you will let 
me, from trying to pass the word along 
to such of the New York audience as 
my theatre party was typical of.

Four Pictures of Merit 


Presented 


on Broadway

N judging the merits of the photo- 
play.we think that one should first 
consider whether the production 
makes a good entertainment. In 
-. ‘some instances it is hardly fair to 
condemn a film because in shadow form 
it is utterly different from the play or 
the novel from which it was adapted. 
The screen is silent, and therefore to 
Make up for this deficiency the scenario 
writer and the director are forced to 
visualize the story in pictorial form. In 
many cases it is bound to lose by not 
having the different intonations of 
voices, and all the producers can do is 
to make the most of the acting of the 
Players and. seize every opportunity that 
photography affords. Of course, the plot 
should never be changed and the dé- 
mouement should not be revealed be- 
fore the proper time any more than it is 
on the stage or in a book. 
In ‘‘Monsieur Beaucaire’’ the pro- 
@ucers made the fatal mistake of giving 
‘ away information in the first sequence 
‘which they should have withheld until 
the end. In “The Swan’”’ Dimitri Bu- 


 chowetzki has lost a good deal of the 


character of the Princess and also that 
of the Tutor because he had to depend 
on faces that would screen well rather 
than players suited to these delicate 
réles. It might be said that the whole 
complexion of Ferenc Molnar’s play is 
changed. Nevertheless, there is no de- 
mying the fact that the picturization of 
“The Swan” is an agreeable and satis- 
factory entertainment which reveals ad- 
mirable ideas in direction. Adolphe 
Menjou, who usually gives a brilliant 
performance, excels anything he has 
Aone on the screen in this picture, which 
fs in no sthall ‘measure due to the 
capable direction he received in, the dif- 
ferent scenes. 

Mr. Buchowetzki, considering Molnar’s 
play to be a satire on court life,. has 
utilized the opportunities offered by the 
gcreen for satiric exaggerations, and as 
Jong as one views this production from 

“that angle it gives an altogether differ- 


"ent idea of the result. It causes one to 


enjoy it more, and one can therefore 
forgive that which others may take too 
seriously. The dinner sequence, with the 
waiters drilled to serve as if they were 
on the Twentieth Century Limited, is 
most amusing, and so also is the idea 
of the Prince having his entourage wait- 
ing outside the bed chamber until he 
awakens. Naturally, some youngsters 


| will believe that all royalty lives as it is 


pictured in this screen story, with 
lackeys and aids constantly wandering 
around with the important personage, 
frightened to disturb the royal master, 
but eager to be at his beck and call the 
gecond they are needed. 

: A Delightful Prince. 

Mr. Menjou is delightful as this Prince, 
who really in this story falls beautifully 
in love with the Countess Wanda (Hélen 
Lee Worthing). Possibly it does spoil 
the stage narrative of ‘“The Swan,’’ as 
one feels more sympathy for the charm- 
ing Countess than for the Princess, and 
happy-go-lucky as is the Prince, he is 
eat times so amusing that one likes him. 

You see him bored beyond yawning at 
the dance. Th¢ Princess to him is a 
very nice Princess, perhaps a girl much 
too good for him. He does not wish to 
marry her, as_ their temperaments are 
different, and already his rather fickle 
heart is beating for, another sight of 

. the Countess Wanda. : 

The Prince is dancing, going. around 
the ballroom without a flicker of ex- 
pression on his countenance. He knoys 
the steps and plods along automatically. 
He does not even appear to be think- 
ing, as there is no expression in the 
vacant gaze. Suddenly his eyes light 
up, a smile crosses his countenance, his 
shoulders straighten and one knows 
4 second later that the cause of this 
sudden transformation is the glimpse he 
has caught of ‘the Countess Wanda 
waltzing with his chief aid. The Prince 
fs not jealous of the man, for he knows 
that the officer will ‘appreciate his 
dilemma. It is not long before he has 
left the side of the Princess with all 
due courtesy, and is outside awaiting 
the flirtatious Countess. The Prince’s 
officers watch the door, and in the 
moonlight. the Prince follows the 
Countess. ‘ She is aware of her charm. 
She knows that.the Prince is, badly 
smitten. She nimbly runs away from 
him. He follows her, and the man who 
had been a little while before as bored 
as a man of 80 is now as lively as a 
schoolboy, darting around pillars, smil- 

.ing, joking, laughing -at the adventure 
with the Countess. 

Miss Worthing has-been directed in 
brilliant fashion during those scenes in 
which she appears. She has been effi- 
ecient in doing that which was wanted. 
She is dréssed just as she should be, 
with no exaggerated sartorial ideas, and 
fn her way she is as pleasing as’ Mr. 
Menjou, who of course has a far more 
@ifficult part and much more to dv. 


After the Rain. 


During’ the picnic scene the Tutor and 
the Printess are caught in a deluge, 
and so ‘are the Countess and_ the 
Prince. The Countess is much annoyed 
with the Prince, who in turn has blamed 
her for being drenched through. The

After that one sees the Prince, in rid- 
Ing breeches and boots, and a white 
shirt, topped off with a silk hat. Noth- 
ing could look much more ridiculous than 
he does at that jnstant. His coun- 
tenance is peevish, and he has ungal- 
lantly left the pretty Countess out in the 
rain. He tells the Princess, when he 
enters the hut, that Wanda will come 
in as soon as she finds that she has 
nobody to listen to her. The Coun- 
tess does appear, and although she is 
wet through the selfish Prince attends 
to himself, apparently expecting the 
three others to help him to be com- 
fortable. He dries his breeches and 
shirt, and finally appears from behind 
the improvised screen garbed in a short 
fur coat, knickers and a pair of sabots. 
He glares at the Countess through his 
monocle, and after sitting down and 
toying with an egg, which has been 
cooked too long, he scolds the Countess, 
who has lost much of her respect for 
the Prince. Bs 


Mr. Buchowetzki has kept a sword 
duel scene going much too long. It may 
be satire, but it does not alter the fact 
that one becomes wearied of seeing the 
Tutor and Wunderlich, the Prince’s chief 
aid, fighting from one room to another 
and then through immense corridors. 
They only seem to be intent on banging 
each other’s swords, even if the Tutor is 
wounded eventually. 


Mr. Menjou ‘is thoroughly at hdiwie in 
his uniform, and gives splendid comedy 
effects when clad in his makeshift cos- 
tume in the shooting lodge. 

Those who do not look forward to see- 
ing the stage play reflected on the 
screen will find this picture an unusually 
good entertainment directed with skill 
and imagination. It is a™ pity that 
Ricardo Cortez was not a little more 
informing. as the Tutor, and that 
Frances Howard takes things so 
gloomily. 

“Lady of the Night.’’ 

A decidedly interesting production, 
which could have been far better pro- 
vided the director ‘had not stooped to 
exaggerated actions and clothes, is 
Monta Bell’s ‘“‘Lady of the Night,” in 
which Nornia Shearer gives an excellent 
account of herself in a dual réle. The 
story runs along quite well except for 
implausible passages and the frightful 
attire worn by the girl of the slums and 
her admirer. One sees Miss Shearer as 
Florence, the daughter of a wealthy 
banker, coming out of a convent. Then 
Miss Shearer is seen as Molly, who is 
being discharged from a reformatory. 
Although Miss Shearer’s clothes in play- 
ing Molly are utterly unlike anything 
in-which a girl could walk along Second 
Avenue or Avenue A—if there be any so- 
cial distinction between the two thor- 
oughfares—her facial make-up is splen- 
did. We venture to say that those who 
miss the introductory titles will hardly 
suspect thatthe bedizened young woman 
and the convent girl are played by the 
Same actress. We heard one feminine 
voice express surprise when she discov- 
ered through her companion that Miss 
Shearer impersonated both girls. 


George K. Arthur gives a creditable 


| making.a sailor’s trousers five times as 





performance, -but here again his clothes 


are exaggerated over the most exagger- 
ated cuts ever seen. It would be like 


wide around the bottoms, or beholding 
a man in a silk hat three times the ordi- 
nary height and width of brim: There 
may ‘be a lot of silly persons in this 
world, but there are precious few; if 
any, who would think of appearing in 
a black sombrero almost as large as the 
Mexican headgear and a ready-made 
golf suit, supposed to look like a pat- 
tern of one worn by the Prince of Wales. 


A Good Film Shown. 


Richard Dix gives a lively perform- 
ance in “Too Many Kisses,”.which was 
another entertaining picture. It is a 
light entertainment but nevertheless one 
that will cause laughter. There are 
some old tricks and some new ones. 
The settings are very good and the 
narrative is pleasing. It reminds one 
of a Richard Harding Davis story. The- 
hero never goes far wrong, even if he 
does get bound and gagged. He is so 
clever that he manages to be freed and 
instead of witnessing his French enemy, 
the captain, enjoying the great dance 
with Yvonne, he delights in tantalizing 
the captain, and also creates no little 
satisfaction by giving the Frenchman a 
sound thrashing., William Powell is 
seen as the villain His performance is 
that of an expert, a perfect villain with 
a certain charm. Frances Howard, who 
plays the rdéle of the Princess in ‘The 
Swan,” is seen as the lovely Spanish 
girl in this picture. She is just as con- 
servative in her acting in both pictures. 
Pretty, yes; but one does like to see a 
little change of expression at times. 
Paul Sloane, who directed this film, has 
stretched a point here and there to in- 
ject some more or less novel ideas, 
which one could have done without. In 
telling the story, however, he has done 
extremely well. The sequence in which 
Simmons and Richard (Mr. Dix) reach 
the village in the Basque country during 
the hour of the siesta is particularly 
comic, Everybody is sound’asleep, even 
the dogs. Richard and Simmons can’t 
get anything to eat or drink, and it

while Richard and his friend are still

The American Bison, 


There are some glorious scenic effects 
in “The Thundering Herd,” which is 
now to be seen at the Rialto. The story 
lacks comedy relief, and the continuity 
is poor. Noah Beery is a competent vil- 
lain, but here he seems to be almost too 
fond as a character of making himself 
thoroughly unpleasant, even to com- 
mitting unnecessary murders. Lois Wil- 
son, who was the heroine in “The Cov- 
ered Wagon,” does her best by looking 





very attractive in this new picture. But 
there is no Ernest Torrence and Tully 
Marshall to liven up things when one 
has had enough of Indian fighting, buf- 
falo stampedes and wonderful sights of 
snow-covered plains. It is, however, a 
picture so strong in some _ sequences 
through the realistic effects that it 
ought to be seen by every American boy, 
There is no .attempt to exaggerate, 
and the battle between the hunters and 
the redskins is the “best thing of its 
kind ever put forth on the screen. It is 
action from beginning to end, with con- 
stant thrills as the whites clash with 
the Jndians.

“"The best picture I saw while I was 
away was’the Ufa production, ‘The Last 
Man,’ which I hear is called “The Last 
Laugh’ over here. It is a remarkable 
picture, beautifully directed. However, 
this is one of a few films, and the Ger- 
mans have still got a great deal to learn, 
as they are a long way from being real 
competitors of ours. 


‘It was reported that I have engaged 
Count Salm. I have not. I went to 
Germany, Austria, Hungary, Czecho- 
slovakia, France and England. I spent 
three weeks at Cannes. On several occa- 
sions I went to Nice, a large city, but 
one in which there is not a single real 
motion picture theatre. If I had to start 
life over again I would centre my activ- 
ities on building theatres in Germany 
and France. In England they are build- 
ing theatres fast; and in the next six 
months there will be three more new 
motion picture theatres in London. 
There was a time when the exhibitors 
were satisfied to be able to rent the 
Alhambra, the Palace or the Pavilion 
for their films.. But now they feel they 
must have their permanent theatres. It 
seems strange, but it is American- mo- 
tion pictures that have been the reason 
for the English going ahead. and build- 
ing. I told the British producers and 
other film men that what they needed 
was capital and also to study how pro- 
juctions were_made in America, 


“TI am going to remain in New York 
for another three or four weeks. So far 
as my personal productions are con- 
cerned, it may interest you to know that 
I have engaged Henry King to direct 
‘Stella Dallas.’ Mr. King, as you know, 
produced “The White Sister’ and ‘Ro- 
mola.’ Among other productions ‘he has 
to his credit is ‘Tol’able David.’. I have 
also decided to make ‘Rémeo and Juliet.’ 
Ronald Colman will play Romeo, but I 
have yet to decide upon a Juliet. 

“I am also going to produce another 
Potash and Perlmutter picture. This 
will. be an adaptation of ‘Partners 
Again.’ 


“Europe is jazz mad. Everywhere you 
go in small and large towns there is a 
place with a jazz band.

Persian Tribes Filmed on

iW and again one sees some 

thing different on the screen: 

It may “be a production ‘such as 

“The Last Laugh,’’ and it may 

be a ‘“‘Nanook of the* North.” 
Recently there was shown privately at 
the Plaza Hotel a film Gealing with the 
indomitable struggle of a +Persian race 
in their semi-annual quest for food for 
themselves and their cattle. It is called 
““Grass,’’ and the title means a great 
dealin this effort. ‘Three Americans 
are responsible for this film. They are 
Mrs. Marguerite E. Harrison, Merian 
C. Cooper, a former New York news- 
paper man, and ‘Ernest P. Schoedsack. 
They were three equal partners. who 
were the first foreigners ever to have 
crossed Zardeh Kuh Pass, which took 
forty-six days, going with the tribes 
from Arabistan. 

This pictorial effort has been referred 
to as a Persian ‘‘Covered Wagon,” and 
also as dealing with the Bakhtiari in 
the same interesting fashion as “Na- 
nook of the North’’ dealt with people of 
the frozen regions. It is an enlighten- 
ing production and all the more interest- 
ing as it is the result of the courage 
of three Americans. : 

Here we have a film which is remark- 
able in so. many ways, and it is with 
gratification that we can report that it 
will be shown soon at the Criterion 
Theatre. . There is no attempt at story, 
as it’ merely’ depicts the courage and 
resourcefiilness of a primitive tribe in 
going through all sorts of hardships— 
as they'do twice a year—to feed them- 
selves amd their cattle. But this effort 
contains drama’ which is trenchant and 
stirring, as after all the hardships, after 
breaking through deep snows, climbing, 
climbing and climbing, the joy of life, 
the thing that. means everything in the 
world to these nomads, .is beheld—after 
forty-six days—a great endless plain 
covered with~moist, lovely green graas, 
lighted and warmed by a kindly sun. 


American Woman's Courage. 


Mr. Cooper, in telling us about this 
story, emphasized the courage of Mrs. 
Harrison and Mr. Schoedsack. In relat- 
ing a brief idea of their experiences he 
wanted it to be borne in mind that he 
was talking for his two partners as well 
as himself. He explained that in the 
chain of mountains from the Black Sea 
to the Persian Gulf there are~ perhaps 
a million of these wanderers looxing 
for grass twice a Year. Mr. Cooper 
said that he and his companions de- 
cided that it would make an interesting 
and gripping picture to deliver on the 
screen details of the fight for food of 
these migratory peoples. The drama 
in the picture is the conquest of nature. 

With them the three Americans had 
two motion-picture cameras and two 
still cameras, with various.lenses. They 
had to do with as littl@ as possible in 
making the journey. They -had a tent 
for Mrs. Harrison, while Mr. Cooper 
and. Mr. Schoedsack slept outside, 
whether it was on the snow or the damp 





ground. They were made well aware 
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before they. began the journey that they 


must not have anything that they could j ry 


do without. _ They knew that they had. 


to consider. crossing a. swift river on” 
rafts floated by blown-out goatskins,

ALIEN ENEMY PROPERTY 





fo the Editor of The New York Times: 

Dr. Borchard’s timely and able arti- 
ele in THE Times, ‘‘Alien Property a 
Deep Issue,"’ leaves it still conjectural 
as to whether the right, as distinguished 
from the power, of the Federal Govern- 
ment to confiscate property of alien en- 

/ emies’protected by treaty stipulation is 
-ene of constitutional principle rather 
than independent political discretion. 

In 1794 the Supreme Court of the 
United States (Georgia vs. Brailsford, 3, 
Dallas, 1) unanimously held that a se- 
questration of enemy property does not 
divest the title to it; but that the right 
to assert such title revived at peace, 
both by the law of nations and the 
treaty of peace with Great Britain, for- 
bidding a lawful impediment to the re- 
covery of debts owed British subjects, 

*In 1796 (Ware vs, Hyton, 3 Dallas, 199) 
the power of the States to~ confiscate 
enemy debts was examined. The treaty 
of peace clearly had authenticated. the 
modern usage of nations against the 
?practice of confiscating enemy property 
on land, and the judgment of the court 
clearly implies the obligation of the 
principle established by the treaty on 
the States, the courts and , Congress. 
% .Wilson denied that Virginia, in 
that case, had power to confiscate en- 
emy debts. Apparently on the theory 
that the Continental Congress had all 
power on the subject, incident to its 
power to execute the law of nations and 
determine all questions.as to that law, 
part of the supreme sovereign powers 
of peace and of war (see also Penhal- 
tow vs. Doane, 3 Dallas, U. S., 1795) 
the Continental Congress was invested 
with the treaty-making. power and the 
Constitution had not been written.

THE BELLS OF SHANNON 





To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In your editorial in last Friday’s Trims 
ov “The Electric Bells of Shannon,” it 
was, as a Scot would say, ‘“‘a sicht guid 
for sair, een’ -to see your mention of 
“Father Prout’’—the Rev. Frank Ma- 
hony—and your quotation from his beau- 
tiful poem on “The Shandon Bells.”

Germany’s War Stores. 
' May. I submit a-few words of common 
sense on the subject of Germany’s ability 
to make war? I think I know something 
about Germany, having spent a consider- 
able portion of my life there and having 
been engaged in technical research -in 
various parts of the country in the last 
four years. Any technical man, chemist 
or engineer, knows that modern warfare 
requires cértain raw materials which 
Germany must now import. {Lubricating 
oil, for example, glycerine, the nitrates, 
are all indispensable; thesé Germany 
cannot provide in any very great amount 
from her own stores. Another. very im- 
portant material is shellac, but the 
manufacture of this, substance by the 
paper and sulphite mills has not yet 
reached such proportions as are required 
in war. As to chemicals—explosgives—or 
heavy guns, the places where thesé 


could be produced are now in the hands’ 
of the French. Having worked in the 
mills in Germany I can assert_that no 
expert or skilled workman with whom I 
have discussed this question believes in 
the possibility of equipping Germany for 
war, * * # i oan BARTHOLOW.

Yes, jealousy is one of e. secrets. of 


wife. ‘By common consent they agree to 
conceal the thing from the world, and 
do in fact conceal it. Although know- 
ring the contrary, each imagines that 
he or she is particularly afflicted and 
that it is not a disease common to all. 

This was exactly my case. It could 
not be otherwise. It is impossible for 
Jealousy not to exist between husband 
and wife living in an immoral way.

—true jealousy is painful, but it has or 
promises an issue—I speak of jealousy 
without cause, such as is identified with 
éach immoral union, and which, having 
no cause, can have no issue. The for- 
mer is an ulcer, «but the, latter is like 
a tooth which craves for constant lanc- 
ing day and night, then the next day, 
the next night, and so on to infinity. 
This jealousy is something terrible, lit- 
erally terrible. It presents itself in the 
following way: 


A young man happens to be speaking 
to my wife; he looks at her and smiles, 
and, as it seemis to me, he runs his eyes 
over her body. How dare he to think 
thus of her, to imagine the possibility 
of an intrigue? And how can she per- 
mit. this—but, d she encourage him? 
For not only does she encourage him, 
but.ghe seems very happy todo so. And 


alone, that she does what she does. 

And such an aversion then arises in 
my soul against her that each word and 
gesture of hers appears odious to me.

“TOC H,” HERITAGE OF WAR, 
BREAKS DOWN CLASS LINES

HAT is Toc H?~ I asked that 
V V question a little over a year ago 

in London when accounts filled 
the press of the birthday celebration 
held in the old church of All Hallows, 
Barking-by-the-Tower, and at the Guild- 
hall, in which the Prince of Wales, who 
is the Patron of Toc H, took an im-. 
portant part. 


People have asked the question here 
with the ccming of the two noted padres 
of Toc H, the Rev. P. B. Clayton of 
London, and the Rev. M. P. G. Leonard 
of Manchester. Both Mr. Clayton and 


with war records. 

I went to the steamship Antonia to see 
these two Englishmen while they were 
still practically on British soil, to hear 
from them something of the plan and 
purpose of Toc H. I met them in the 
ship’s lounge, outstanding figures among 
the group who had come to welcome 
them—Mr. Clayton fair, strong-featured 
and short, with the unmistakable qual- 
ity of the leader, Mr. Leonard, tall, thin, 
dark and smiling. 

The conversation with Mr. Clayton be- 
gan at once. I said, ‘““You are much 
younger than I expected.” He laughed, 
and clainged to be just under forty. 

‘Will you tell me something about 
yourself, and how Toc H started?’ I 
asked. 

“It started,"’ he answered, ‘‘with the 
death of Gilbert Talbot in 1915, the 
youngest and most brilliant son of the 
Bishop of Winchester, and the last of a 
family that had served ‘England in va- 
rious ways for generations. The Tal- 
bots are one of the poor, distinguished 
families of England. Gilbert was 
thought to be one of the biggest assets 
coming ahead in the country. He was 
young, but he had had an extraordinary 
life and was well equipped to be the 
great Christian statesman it was, his 
ambition to become. Balfour. predicted 
that some day he would be Prime Min- 
ister. By this time he would have been 
in the Cabinet. 

“TI was chaplain in the Sixth Division, 
an old regular division. I wasn’t a 
regular myself,’’ he smiled; ‘‘I was just 
a slum parson in Portsmouth when I 
was pitchforked into the army. It was 
a comic opera situation, for I had never 
seen any military. operations exceptythe 
relieving of the guard in Whitehall’ (a 
edlorful and picturesque daily perform- 
ance, suggéstive of medieval times), 
“and being rather .short-sighted and 
muddle-headed, the difference between 
Sergeants and Colonels didn’t strike me 
with the rapidity required in the regular 
army.”’

Mr. Clayton -explained ‘the working 
principle.

aving disposed of “the butcher and the 
baker,” let us turn to his old com- 
panion in rhyme, “the - candlestick 
maker.’’". He does not need a license— 
but the candlemaker requires one, if he 
renders his own fats or carts them 
through the streets. Here again the 
Health Department has a say. 


Of course, every one knows that get- 
ting a license is a legal preliminary to 
getting married. If the City Clerk mar- 
ries a couple no additional license is 
needed, but a fee of $2 must be paid. 

If a citizen wishes to take a bath out- 
side of his own or a friend’s home, he 
does so in the public bathing: place that 
ig licensed by the city. The barber shop 
that trims his*locks, or those of the 
female New Yorker, has to have a per- 
mit to do business, So does the chiropo- 
dist, who takes care of his feet, the 
manicure who looks after ‘his hands and 
the masseur who helps to keep him in 
trim. The ‘“‘massage parlor’ pays its 
own fee of $10 a year, and each in- 
dividual masseur or masseuse must put

Auctioneers must get permits or H- 
censes from the City _Clerk’s office and 
Pay an annual fee of $100, but if they 
wish. to sell goods after sunset they 
must apply to the Mayor’s office and if 
their applications are O. K.’d they’ get 
the permits without cost. 

Most. of the above named businesses 
and others have to pay fees, and‘pretty 
stiff ones in some cases, for the ‘privi- 
lege of carrying on their legitimate oc- 
cupations. But there are a lot of other 
things—not strictly ‘‘business” in some 
cases—which you must not do in New 
York without getting permission from 
the city. 
pality’s official Ist does not use the 
harsh word “begging.’’ It does contain 
the following: “Financial assistance, 
solicitation of,. on streets and public 
Places, no fee.”” Apply to the Depart- 
ment of Public Welfare. The same de- 
partment controls the ‘public solicitation 
of donations for worthy objects. 

Every form of. sporting activity on the 
grounds belonging to the city, from the 
sailing of toy boats on the park lakes to 
golf and football, requires a permit— 
baseball, basketball, cricket, croquet, 
cross-country running, fishing th the 
reservoirs or park lakes, football,—golf, 
hockey on the park lakes, hunting (in 
the city! $1.25 to New Yorkers, $10.50 
to ‘non-residents), fancy ice-skating, \la- 
crosse and tennis. If you want to stage 
a foot race in the city’s streets, you 
have to get a permit from the Police 
Department. 


Nature Study Requires Permit. 
Strictly speaking, perhaps, none of us 
should enter any of the city. parks with- 
out a permit if we intend to linger and 
admire the grass, flowers and trees,

well Known that selling broken or 
cracked eggs requires a permit from the 
Department of Health. That all-power- 
ful. department has charge of a lot of 
other things, such as public dumps, the 
making of sausages, the rendering of 
fats, the inspection of slaughter houses, 
the keeping of stables, the sale of 
poultry in crate lots, the maintenance 
of X-ray laboratories, &c, In every such 
case a license or permit is re4uired, but 
oftén no fee is charged. The Health De- 
partment is charged with the duty of 
seeing that. the businesses are so con- 
ducted as not to be public nuisances. 

The State Athletic Commission which 
operates in the city has a wide field of 
activity in sporting events, especially 
boxing and wrestling matches. Boxers 
must take out licenses at $5 a year. 
Professional wrestlers must put up the 
same amount, and physicians in atten- 
dance at boxing and wrestling matches 
have to pay $25 a year for the privi- 
lege. Boxing and wrestling come under 
the head of ‘Common Shows.”’ 

Of course the foregoing does not. ex- 
haust by any means, the list of occupa- 
tions that Pequire licenses. There is 
hardly a department of the Government 
—if there be any—that has not the right 
and is not charged with the duty of issu- 
ing licenses and permits of one kind or 
another. The Borough Presidents must 
deal with everything that has to do with 
the streets, and the Department of Wa- 
ter Supply, Gas and Electricity issues a 
wide variety of documents to citizens. 
The Mayor must ‘be consulted for per- 
mission before a child of tender years 
may appear on the stage. 

Altogether, the New York City Gov- 
ernment has a large and very busy—and

When we look into the matter of pub- 
lic amusements we find the giver-out of 
licenses and collector of fees very busy. 
Any theatre at all besides moving pic- 
ture ‘houses has to have a license and 
pay the city $500 a year. Motion picture 
houses must also be licensed, but they 
pay according to seating capacity. The- 
atres are called, in the language of the 
Department of Licenses, ‘‘common 
shows,’’ but a movie house does not at- 


‘tain that distinction unless it seats more 


than 600. With less than that number 
it is called a ‘“‘motion picture theatre” 
and it has to pay $100 a year. A house 
that seats between 600 and 1,000 pays 
$150, while a house seating 1,000 and 
more pays $200 a year to the city. 

The hand of the tax collector falls on 
the proprietor qf a public dance hall to 
the amount of $50 yearly, and he has 
to have a license, but if a society or 
lodge or club wants to run a dance it 
may do so by paying only $2 for offiqal 
permission. Masquerade balls are 
“something else again,’’ as the Dutch 
comedian used to say. To get a permit 
for one you have to apply to the Police 
Department, which regulates its charge 
according to the size of the hal. 
They’re very strict, too, about permit- 
ting folks to dance with masks on. 

Other forms of amusement besides the 
theatres and dances require licenses or 
permits. When you play billiards or 
pool, you help to support the city. For 
each table the proprietor must pay $5 
a year. Bowling alleys and shooting 
galleries also ‘‘set back’’ ‘their owners 
the same amount. Halls in which con- 
certs are given are licensed for $500 a 
year, or, if their season is restricted, for 
$150 for three months. Suppose you 
want to act as manager of a charity 
entertainment—you violate’ the law un- 
less you apply to the Department of 
Licenses for permission, and pay: a fee 
of $1. If you want to give a “block 
party,” and shut off a street while doing 
so, you have to get a permit from the 
Borough President. 

Sight-seeing cars are all licensed, and 
put up $10 a year for the privilege of 
doing business, or $5 for a half -term. 
‘Stage coaches must pay $20, and public 
carts $2, if horse driven, and $5 if pro- 
pelled by motor. The peddler, driving 
his own horse and wagon, has to have 
a license which costs him $10. But if 
she is his own motive power, behind or 
in front of a cart, the city lets him off 
for $5.

expressed in the question, on the lips 
of all who traversed the harbor waters 
during those 48 hours, how did the pilots 
of such cumbrous vessels avoid acci- 
dents? 

“It’s mostly a matter of instinct de- 
veloped by long experience,’’ was the 
answer given by Captain M. S. Iverson, 
a former river and coast-wise pilot, 
now an official of the Associated Marine 
Workers, an organization of pilots, 
marine engineers and other ‘“‘local’’ sea- 
men. “They just grope their ~way 
through the fog like a man in the dark. 
Of course, the sound signals prescribed 
by the Steamboat Inspection Service of 
the Department of Commerce help a 
lot, but when all is said and done it’s 
the ‘feel’ old pilots have for the posi- 
tion of other boats and thefr own loca- 
tion and direction that really counts 
most in steeriag through fog. 

‘‘When, a harbor pilot hears wo-called 
‘prolonged blasts’ on a whistle or’ siren 
(which means blasts of about five sec- 
onds’ duration) at one-minute intervals, 
he knows there is a ‘light’ vessel, or 
one without a tow, somewhere in the 
vicinity. When he hears a prolonged 
blast followed by two short ones at 
one-minute intervals, he knows there 
is a vessel with another in tow near 
him. When he hears a bell rung rapid- 
ly for ‘five seconds at one-minute inter- 
vals, he knows he is approathing a 
vessél at anchor. Sometimes the towed 
vessel itself sounds a long blest fol- 
lowed by two short ones. These are 
the only signal rules laid down for the 
pilot’s guidance for the location of 
boats in a fog. And they don’t help 
much unless a fellow has the old feel 
and a good béan to enable him to inter- 
pret the confused din of whistles, sirens 
and bells intelligently. 

““A good pilot develops a musical ear 
af@r some years’ service. He can cal- 
culate to within a few feet just how 
close he is to another boat by the inten- 
sity, quality and tone of the various 
signals. Each type of boat—ferry, tug, 
scow, lighter and seagoing ship—has its 
own distinctive whistle or siren, so that 
the pilot can judge his distance to some 
extent from the size of the vessel giving 
the signal. But these,..mechanical pre- 
cautions and aids would be practically 
useless to a man who didn’t have the 
river pilot’s instinct for- location. Put 
even an experienced trans-Atlantic 
helmsman at the wheel of a ferry boat f 
or tug in a fog and he would crash 
into other boats right and left. 

“That's where, the landlubber shows 

ignorance—in believing that the 
pilot of a big liner could steer river 
craft. The average landsman thinks 
the handling of ferries and tugs woula 
be child’s play to a pilot who steers big 
ships across the ocean. It's not so. 
It’s a hundred times harder to guide a 
river boat through the congested traffic 
of New York harbor in a’ fog than. to 
pilot the Leviathan to Burope. If you'll 
stop to think a minute you'll see why. 
On the river you’ve got to operate in 
a-much narrower area, where there are 
hundreds of vessels going in every di- 
rection at once. On. the ocean you've 
got thouSands of miles t6 work in, with 
the probability, of meeting only half a 
dozen ships on the way.”

‘The ‘‘making’’ of ferry slips or docks 

in a fog presents another baffling prob- 
lem to the river pilot. Every slip or 
dock is provided with a bell or siren 
of distinctive tone. for the safe guidance 
of the vessel into port. But these sig- 
mals often are not audible beyond a 
few hundred, feet from shore in a fog, 
which has a very deadening effect on 
sound. Instinct for direction here again 
comes to,the pilot’s rescue. But in fogs 
such gs that which placed a screen 
about each vessel in the harbor -on Feb. 
9 and 10 even instinct sometimes falls 
and the pilot has to fall back upon 
pure’ guesswork. 


Tide is another element that seriously 
complicates the pilot’s task in a fog. 
Because of the shorter ‘racks,’’ 
sides, of docks and slips on the banks 
of the East River, tide is harder to 
cope with there than in the North River. 
The Hast River racks are so short— 
necessarily so to satisfy certain engi- 
neering requirements—that the stern’ of 
large vessels like ferryboats protrude 
beyond the end of the racks when these 
craft are in their slips. 


Before the ferry can be made secure, 
therefore, its stern is caught in the 
swift current and whirled about into a 
position from which it is extremely dif- 
ficult to make a.landing, even in clear 
weather. To counteract the effect of 
the tide the pilot must make due allow- 
ance in planning his landing. He must 
bring. his vessel into a position at the 
side of the slip mouth opposite to the 
direction of the current. and then enter 
thé slip at an angle, permitting the tide 
toy “right’’ him as he goes in. This 
operation is highly complicated, of 
course, by a fog, which obscures not 


but the whole shore line. 

A pilot’s eyes mever-. become ac- 
customed to fog, according to Captain 
Iverson. ‘‘No, sir,’’ he replied emphatic- 
ally to a query on,this point. ‘You, 
yourself, could go up’in a pilot house 
and see just as well in a fog as an old- 
timer of fifty years’ experience. In fact, 
you pfobably could see a little better, 
because pilots’ eyes get strained after 
they’ve been in the game awhile. : 

“Fogs play all kinds of funny tricks 
on pilots’ imaginations, too,’’ Captain 
Iverson went on. ‘“They. think they see 
all sorts of queer shapes rising up be- 
fore ’em all the time. In a mist that 
prevents you from seeing your hand be- 
fore your face a pilot often gets the idea 
that other boats are bearing down on 
him. This, of eoursey distracts his mind 
from the actual vessels around him and 
puts him more on edge than ever. . 

“You've got to be a mind reader, a 
musician and a mariner, all. rolled into 
one, to make good at this pilot job. 
River pilots don’t get into romantic sea 
stories. They don’t steer big ships 
through heavy seas and they don’t have 
an cpactentey to stick to their wheels

1832 is found the notation ‘that the As- 
sembly ‘voted to choose a committee 
of six to adopt some measure to pre- 
vent people from cheating, lying. and 
swindling people out of their money.” 
All other evidence points, however, to 
the conclusion’ that the settlers of 
Indian Stream were honest and indus- 
trious, with the exception of the usual 
handful of sharp traders to be foupd 
in any locality. 

The republic of Indian! Stream had 
been created owing allegiance to BO 
one but its own authorities.. There was 
confusion asa result. The United 
States Government took Indian ‘Stream 
at its wo-d and began to levy customs 
duties on all goods. going into and com-. 
ing out of the territory, much to the 
pat of the farming folk. As 


asthe King of the Netherlands 
hea decided the je te in favor of 
Canada the Canadian authorities began 


to insist that the territory’s citizens 
should perform their military duty for 
Great Britain as dutiful subjects. This 
ewise appeazs to have irked the 
mest republicans of the spunky little 
community. 
An Appeal to Washington. 

Indian Stream was thus hammered 
from both’ sides. Finally a decision 
was reached which it was hoped would 
brighten up the twilight enveloping the 
situation. New Hampshire officials 
were coming into the territory to serve 
writs on the inhabitants. A way had 
to be found to end such harrying. Se 
Indian Stream addressed a communica- 
tion to the Attorney General of the 
United States, asserting that the ter- 
ritory was. under- the jurisdiction’ of the 
Federal Government but not under. that 
of New Hampshire, and demanding 
at the State authorities should cease 
their activities. The reply of the At- 
torney General was. profoundly disap- 
pointing to the unhappy republic. . He 
wrote: 

“Tf you aré within the limits of the 
United States, as has always been 
maintained by this Government, it is 
because you’ are within the limits of 
the State of New Hampshire.” 

The authorities of ‘New Hampshire 
followed this blow with one of their 
own. They wrote to the Indian Stream 
Assembly that the State intended to as- 
sume full sway over the recalcitrant 
republic as the outcome of .the Attor- 
ney General's decision. The reaction 
was prompt and decisive; A very much 
enraged republic of Indian Stream, 
sixty out of .its ‘seventy-five voters 
signing, addressed a petition to the 
Governor of Lower Canada. ‘Being 
unable to defend ourselves against the 
aggressions of the State of New Hamp- 
shire,’’ was the sense of ‘the document, 
“we now turn to you asking what re- 
Hef you can extend to us against new 
invasions."” 

The Governor of ieee Canada is re- 
ported to have been much pleased.’ He 
wrote back promptly that he would 
defend the citizens of Indian Stream 
against all encroachments. on _ their 
liberties as British subjects. He was 
probably not aware of the fact that the 
new republic was a house divided 
against itself by now. It had its inde- 
pendent republicans, ies Canadian party 
and its ‘‘New Hampshire boys’’—each 
side pledged to a different Government. 
Indian Stream began to seethe, 

A Display of Arms. + 

It seethed still more when Canadian 
authorities came in openly to arrest 
citizens on British warrants and New 
Hampshire representatives appeared 
with New Hampshire warrants. For 
years Luther Parker had been a leading 
citizen /of Indian Stream. He had 
served as a member of the first Council 
and later had even been designated 
‘‘President of the Republic."’ The Cana-. 
dian officers of the law endeavored to 
lay hands-on him and his brother Asa 
on a trivial charge. They called at his 
store. Luther Parker calmly produced 
his rifle and laid it on the counter; Asa 
Parker sauntered in with two large 
horse-pistols. The Canadian party evap- 
orated. ; 

Later on, however, they captured one 
of the brothers on a lonely road and 
took him across the border into Canada, 
where he was released on bail. The case 
against him promptly fell through, It 


Ms doubtful if much of a case could 


have been made against any one ar- 
rested in Indian Stream in those stirring 
days. 

There was, ees instance, an Indian 
Stream settler named Blanchard whose 
allegiance was with the ‘“‘New Hamp- 
shire boys.”” With New Hampshire 
officials he arrested a certain Tyler, 
and Tyler was rescued by his friends of 
Canadian sympathy. <As his move in 
the game, Tyler led a party of Canadian 
officers and went out to seize Blanchard 
on the charge of’ falsely arresting a 
British subject. The “New Hampshire 
boys”’ received the news that Blanchard 
had been captured and was being led 
toward Canada. They armed themselves 
and set off in pursuit. The hamlets of 
Indian Stream buzzed with excitement.

OUR WORDS. 


GAIN ENTRANCE TO FRANCE 





W ‘ten @ word drifts across the 
frontiers into England or the 
United States and tries to be- 
come. naturalized it has a hard time of 
it. If it survives it does so only by its 
own strength and after much suffering. 
Then at last it spreads over the Hng- 
lish-speaking world. and is pronounced 
or mispronounced from Edinburgh to 
Cape Town and from New York to Mel-~- 
bourne. But when a lonely emigrant/ 
word crosses the English Channel of the } 
Atlantic and tries to set up business in 
France it meets a prejudice stronger 
than that which exists in this country 
against things alién. Yet numerous 
words of American or English ‘derivation 
have gained final welcome in France. 

It is long since any lanfuage was pure. 
But of the great languages, the tongues 
that have left isolation and are beating 
around the globe meeting fellow-travel- 
ers, French is the one that is making the 
most determined fight for purity. Usually 
the first recognition of the fact that 
some new foreign word has gained a 
footing occurs when some French critic 
objects to its use. An appeal is being 
made now to business mien in France to 
give up the abbreviation F. O. B., which 
they learned from American shippers, 
and to substitute some native phrase. 
French automobile manufacturers are 
being urged to show patriotism by throw- 
ing,away the term horsepower and em- 
ploying a French equivalent. But firms 
such as Citroen and Renault continue to 
cling to the initials that have become 
international—H. P. 

The -French Academy’ periodically 
finds it necessary to recognize certain 
fmported words and to dub them 
‘“‘French.”” It gives in only after deter- 
mined opposition, and only because the 
force of popular usage is too strong. 
At a meeting of the Academy a short 
time ago the words grouse and garage 
Were accepted as French, but in the 
Process of naturalization the former 
picked up an additional s.”’ At a ‘meet- 
ing of the same body a year ago the 
words bookmaker, Boy Scout, bridge, 
camping, challenge, champion and crick- 
et were recognized officially. As~the 
Academy goes from letter to letter in 
its work of making a new dictionary 
it admits more and more foreign words. 

When horse racing became popular 
in France there were ready-made terms 
for French racegoers to draw on. In 
France, as in this. country, you watch 
the race sitting in a stand, the men 
who operate the races belong to the 
jockey club, and the horsé’s genealogy 
is recorded in a stud-boox. A horse no 
longer ‘worth his salt is known among 
the French as a “broken down.” 
Strangely enough, this last was also a 
common term at Russian tracks. Start- 
er, walk-over, paddock, yearling, stake, 
groom, pony, steeplechase are other 
words commonly used at Longchamps 
and Auteuil. 

Though there is a French term for 
it, “skating’’ is quite well known in 
Paris. The word sportsman itself, along 
with sport, sportswoman and a syn- 
thetic adjective, ‘‘sportif,’’ all are used. 
Football, tennis, golf, hockey, yachting, 
snow-boot—all have been adopted. Box- 
ing is modified to ‘“‘boxe.’”” An adver- 
tisement of a news reel in a cinema 
palace in Paris once carried the legend, 
“Criqui Bats Kilbane’ Par Knockout—5 
Rounds.” 

Less strenuous amusements take Eng- 
lish or American words just as these 
others do. While, In New York it is 
customary to call a tea dance a “‘thé- 
dansant,”” in Paris they now call it, 
not .a ‘‘dansant,’’ but a ‘‘dancing.”’ 
There you may do‘a cake-walk, a fox- 
trot, a shimmy or a Boston. When 
the word shimmy settled in France it 
attached itself to a dance that is very 
different and more respectable than 
what we in America call the shimmy. 

“Fashionable” is as popular a term 
among Paris dressmakers as “a la 
mode” is on Fifth Avenue. Some New 
York restaurants like to call lunch ‘‘dé- 
jeuner,”” yet many Parisians call dé- 
jeuner “‘lunch.’”’ Tuxedos are known in 
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nay mot get original Milk 
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France as “‘smoking,” since the intro- 
ducer of the phrase considered them 
smoking jackets. _ 

If you are hungry and don’t know 
French, a garcon in Paris or the small- 
est village in France will understand 
sandwich, plum-cake, plum-pudding, all 
official French words, adopted because 
they describe particular sorts of food 
that are the particular” inventicoh of 
the, people who named them. 

In' the field of transportation alon: 
there are oyer a score of our words 
which the French.use every day, such 
as trolleys, rails, railways, wagons, ten- 
ders, cabs, cargo boats, docks and mail 
coaches.\ Trains are signaled by a block 
system, roads are paved with macadam. 
Flint-glass, drain; building, pitch\pine 
and mule-jenny are other Gallicized 
words. They have no skyscrapers in 
France, but they use the word: In the 
steel mills they have puddlers, on the 
streets sandwich men, in court a jury. 

On board ship the order to stop the 
engines is stop! French business men 
and lawyers speak of warrants, lock- 
outs, stock, meetings, attorneys, bud- 
gets and verdicts. 

Policemen keep the peace and pursue- 
outlaws, but not bootleggers, for the 
French know only the word, not the 
breed. But they do know what it is to 
“‘smogler,”’ or to be an intérloper or a 
pickpocket. Some other words often 
used are marines, puritanism, bison, 
nursery, rocking chair, skunk,. speaker, 
square, gypsy and. folklore. 

Gustave Flaubert was one of the first 
writers to use the word keepsake, and 
Baudelaire has many poems entitled 
‘‘Spleen’’ (which to the French means 
melancholy); George Bernard Shaw il- 
lustrates in Saint Joan what the French 
used to call the English until they be- 
came allies. From their favorite curse- 
word the English became knowh as the 
“goddams.’’ A hand-shake is a ‘“‘shake- 
hand” in French, but a rally is the 
same in either language. 

Any Frenchman’s conversation is, if he 
is up-to-date, sprinkled liberally with 
“all-rights,’’ and two other favorite ex- 
clamations, are ‘Go ahead!’ and 
“Shocking !"" Any French school child 
can tell you that ‘‘Time is money.’’ This 
expression is defined .by one French 
lexicographer as being the ‘‘maxim of a 
practical people who know that time 
well used is a profit.’’ . 

Many words, phrases and expressions 


were picked up by the French in the 

war when in contact with English and 

American troops. Those that continue 

to live are used regularly by novelists,

At Once He Wins a Unique Place Amon g Vice Présidents—Many Reverberations of Issue Hi 
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By H. ©. BROCK. 


WASHINGTON. | 
HARLES GATES DAWES, | so 
celebrated for going in headlong 
and doing big things, has taken 
the Vice Presidential vows which, 
according to unbroken precedent, 
condemn him to a term of masterly in- 
activity. Immediately after taking these 
vows he showed what he could do to 
precedent and showed also that even ,the 
Vice Presidency, which subdued Theo-, 
dore Roosevelt, could not change Dawes. 


What he said to the Senate about the 
“mecessity of changing the rules of that 
body, which, in his opinion, served not 
to assist but to obstruct public business 
‘and sometimes gave to a small group of 
Senators, or even to one Senator, a veto 
power not inferior to that of the Presi- 
dent of the United States, is now his- 
tory. The emphatic manner in which 
he said it and the gestures he used, re- 
ealling his first famous appearance as 
@ witness before a comnmiittee of the 
lower house of Congress, is also his- 
tory. So are the natural resentment of 
the Senators and the mixed delight and 
amazement of the spectators a part of 
the record. 


What appeared upon the scene in the 
guise of a mere Vice President was the 
man whose career has been one job after 
another of reorganization, coordination, 
ruthless replacement of waste motion by 
efficiency. In the Senate, as a legislat- 
ing machine of archaic design and dila- 
tory practice, he saw’a new opportunity 
to eliminate waste motion and install 
efficiency. Here he discerned a sphere 
of activity within what he conceived to 
be the clear province of the Vice Presi- 
dent. Thus the Vice President, it 
geemed, was not utterly condemned to 
inaction. ‘Thus the Vice Presidency of- 
fered a real job for Dawes. He prompt- 
ly addressed himself to it.

He hus takenh on one new job after. an- 
other and adapted himself to each one 
of them with the single object—and the 
invariable result—of getting them done. 
From the first of these jobs, the capture 
of Illinois for McKinley in 1896, through 
the organization of the General Pur- 
chasing Board of the A. EB. F. and the 
practical institution .of the Federal 
budget, to the putting through of the 
Dawes plan, he has appeared as a man 
from the outside, thrust into an un- 
familiar task—and each time he has 
mastered the task. 


There was no hint of the future in the 
following. It was the day before the 
inauguration. Sitting in the midst of 
the assembled Daweses, with a bustle 
of inaugural preparations going on about 
and congratulatory persons coming and 
going, the Vice President-elect, as he 
then was, took his memorable under- 
slung pipe out of his mouth long enough 
to say, “Come right in.” The intruder, 
who had entered as unobtrusively as he 
knew how the ante-room of the Dawes 
apartment at the New Willard Hotel, 
aid as he was bid. He came the rest 
of the way in. 

“Bit down,”’ Dawes said. 


“I am not, 
going to be interviewed.

to talk about ‘what I am going to. do, 
because I don’t. know yet myself “what 
I am going ‘to do, It is foolish to say 
what you are going te do unless you 
do know. Whether I degerve’it or. not, 
I enjoy a sort of reputation for sanity 
and common sense. I may have partly 
got that reputation by talking out loud 
when there was something to say and 
the time was ripe for saying it. But I 
can’t afford to lose that reputation by 
talking now, when it’s not the time to 
talk.”’, 

Thus politely put firmly the unprece- 
dented Vice President-elect declined—un- 
til he was ready—toq. break the precedent 
applying to his case. 

“How should I know,’’ Dawes pro- 
ceeded genially, *‘the way I am going to 
behave as presiding officer of the Sen- 
ate? .I don’t know. I have never seen 
the Senate.” - 


Sense to Break -Precedence. 


Since then he has been in the Senate. 
It happened at this moment that-a con- 
gratulatory person appeared and re- 
ceived a cordial greeting. ‘‘This,’’ said 
Dawes, ‘‘is one of the men who helped 
Pershing. Pershing once paid him the 
compliment of saying he had sense 
enough to disobey orders. That wasn’t 
the sort of thing Pershing often said. 
But I remember another case. Then 
the man who wanted to do the forbidden 
thing happened to be Poincaré, who hap- 
pened to be President of the French Re- 
public. The other officer with sense 
enough let Poincaré do it.’’ 

This led General Dawes to dbserve 
that he had taken considerable note of 
the people in \the army who were, ‘ike 
himself, civilians by training. It did 
not matter what you had been outside 
the army but what you could do in it. 
You had to learn the job and find your 
place. Common sense, tact, gumption, 
personality—all had to be applied. “I 
was a banker when I joined the Seven- 
teenth Engineers,’”’ he said; ‘‘I did not 
know anything about the army. My 
ypast was a handicap, not a help. The 
younger men could learn faster. I had 
to buckle down or lose out. 

“I went off by myself and boned up 
the regulations. Then I got on my horse 
and drilled the battalion.”’ 


Will His Past Help His Futui.? 


It may be recalled that Dawes went 
into the army as Lieutenant Colonel. 
But the reminiscence seemed. to offer a 
parallel] and a parable. As a’ veteran 
banker is toa rookie Lieutenant Colonel 
of: Engineers, so-is’a General Coordina- 
tor of Supplies, a Director of the Bud- 
get, a restabilizer of Burope, one whose 
activities have rocked the round world, 
to a mere tyro in the Vice Presidency 
of the United States. How far, .the 
question was ventured, did success in 
putting é@ver a Dawes plan help a man 
who had never even served in Congress 
or a State Legislature to handle so de- 
liberative a body as the United States 
Senate—even with a parliamentarian at 
his elbow? 

“I am not going to talk about that 
now,’ said Dawes. 

Another congratulatory person was ad- 
mitted. He was promptly introduced to 
the company as the man who had liqui- 
dated our leftover war stocks in France 
and realized 50 cents on the dollar, 
‘wher the parallel operation here at 
home brought in around’7 cents on the 
dollar. Thus General Dawes put the

Reople kept on coming in and getting 
deftly included in the conversation, 
Dawes managed that with perfect and 
professional ease. Here, again, he is a 
coordinator. But he goes in a very 
human way about this. inhuman. job. 
Even if he is doing a machine’s work— 
you perceive—there is a man dojng. it. 
He said, ‘‘Come right in,’’ to everybody

Ex-Speaker Enters the Senate After Serving Sixteen Con- 
secutive Terms in the Lower House - 


FTER thirty-two years in the lower 
house ‘the outgoing Speaker, 
Frederick Huntington Gillett, 
crossed to the Senate side of the 

Capitol when the Sixty-eighth 
Congress expired at noon Wednesday 
and was sworn in as the junior Senator 
from Massachusetts. Senator Gillett de- 
feated David Ignatius Walsh in the No- 
vember election. 

Now 74 years old, the Bay State’s new 
junior Senator is also the senior member 
of either branch of Congress in point of 
continuous service. . 

The more significant thing about Mr. 
Gillett’s entering the Senate is that 
President Coolidge will have the backing 
of two Republican Senators from _ his 
home State. Both are close personal 
friends of the Chief Executive. Senator 
Butler, appointed by Governor Cox to 
the late Senator. Lodge’s seat until the 
next Scace election, in November, 1926, 
was the President’s campaign manager 
{n the recent election, Mr. Gillett is an 
alumrur of Amherst, Mr. Coolidge’s' col- 
lege, a Yormer neighbor of the President, 
and was chosen by Mr. Coolidge to pre- 
sent nis name to the Chicago convention 
fm 1420 

Gil'ett did not want to leave the House 
for the Senate. He considers the Speak- 
ership more impurtant than a Senator- 
ship, knowing that a new Senator has 
te start his political career qnew. If 


te consulted his own inclination he| W: 


would retire from public life, feeling 
that in his more than forty years of 
office holding (beginning as an Assistant. 
Attorney General of Massachusetts back 
in ‘the middle. ’80s, later as » member 
of the Great and General Court and 
then as a Congressman from the Spring- 
t district, serving sixteen consecutive 
terms) he had earned the right to. free 
himself from.public cares. 


He had a hard, three-cornered contest,, 


Cambridge and Louis A. Coolidge, Treas- 
urer of the United Shoe Machinery 
Company, an Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury under Roosevelt, and before 
that a Washington correspondent for 
Massachusetts papers. Both opponents 
twitted Gillett on his age. He stood it 
awhile, then faced his opponents at a 
big rally in the shadow of Harvard Uni- 
versity. Acknowledging that he had 
passed the biblical age of three score and 
ten, Mr. Gillett paid his respects to Can- 
didate Dallinger. 

*You wouldn’t believe that I am over 
70, would you?” he asked his audience. 
“At least the ladies wouldn't, I hope,’ 
he went on, with a courtly bow, “and 
sometimes I don't believe it myself. I 
wouldn’t exchange my: expectations of 
health, vigor and life for the mext six 
‘years with any of my opponents, not 
even with six years more thrown in to 
boot,”’ said he. 

“Mr. Dallinger says I go to pink teas 
and play golf,’’ continued the Speaker. 
“As for pink teas—how can I go to them 
when I don’t know what they are? As 
for golf—I think ,it would do Dallinger 
good if he would play a little golf, For 
one thing, it would give him a r 
physique; but, far more important than 
that, it would give him a better sense of 
sportsmanship.” 

Mr. Gillett added that of the 531 mem- 
bers of the Senate and the House of 
ashington only one could defeat him 
at golf. 

He declared nightly on the stump that 
the. only Republican platform was Calvin 
Coolidge ; that he stood squarely on that 
platform; and that, if elected, he would 
support the President loyally and fajth- 
fully. He beat his two opponents in'the 
primary by more than ‘52,000 votes. The 
contest at the polls was not so easy. His 
plurality over his- Democratic opponent, 
Senator David I. Walsh, was only 16,588,

Mr. Gillett was born in Westfield, 
Mass., in 1851, and was graduated from 
Westfield Academy in 1869, After a 
year’s study in Dresden, Germany, he 
matriculated at Amherst College, was 
graduated in the class of 1874, then took 
the three-year course at Harvard Law 
School and was admitted to the bar jn 
1877. When he went to Congress in 1893 
President Cleveland was struggling with 
the silver heresy. Congress was Demo- 
cratic. There was little a minority mem- 
ber could do except. to vote with his 
party and criticizé the Democrats. 


One of “Three Musketests.”’ 


Gillett’s interest in divorce lawg on one 
occasion made him the butt of one of 
Tom Reed’s jokes when the latter was 
Speaker. Gillett, then a bachelor, called 
on him and asked for a chance to bring 
up & bill to make one year’s residence 
in a territory. necessary to a divorce 
proceeding... Reed remarked: ‘Your per- 
sonal interest in this matter, I take it, 
Gillett, is purely anticipatory?’ 

In the Roosevelt days Mr. Gillett and 
his circle of dilettante politicians were 
welcome at the White House. He was 
an amateur photographer, played tennis 
with Nicholas Longworth, and when 
Alice Roosevelt went on her. overseas 
tour, before her marriage, Mr. Gillett 
was in her entograge. In his bachélor 
days he kept house with General Crozier, 
head of, the Ordnance Bureau of the 
War Department, and Justice Moody of 
the Supreme Court. Theodore Roosevelt 
called them the “Three Musketeers.’’ 
Those were halcyon days—teas, lunch- 
eons, dances, parties and afternoon calls 
on charming ladies. Gillett became so 
enamorei with Washington life that he 
refused the offer of a place on the Su- 
preme Court bench of Maasachusetts 
tendered him by Governor Wolcott, not- 
withstanding that a judgeship -was his 
early ambition.

So Says Mrs. West, Who 
Made Shortcake for 
Him Years Ago 


LITTLE, gray-haired colored wo- 
man with gentle, alert eyes, a 
softly modulated voice and a per 
sonality radiating kindness—this is Mrs. 
Eliza West of Lincoln, Neb., who 


Mrs. Charles G. Dawes when they lived 
in that city. 

Mrs. West beams when asked about 
her stay with them. ‘They certainly 
were good to me. How I wish I could, 
be with them again!’’ she says. ‘And 
Mrs. Dawes was a queen. She had 
come to Lincoln from Cincinnati as a 
bride just a short time before I went 
to work for her. I was a stranger in 
Lincoln, too. I had come North from 
Mississippi. Mrs. Dawes was the first 
lady I worked for here. 

“They lived in a four-room cottage 
and were so crowded that an extra room 
had to be built on when the first baby 
was born. That was Rufus, the son 
who ‘was drowned in later years. I 
helped take care of him in his baby- 
hood besides doing the housework. 

‘Mr. Dawes worked hard those days. 
It was his custom to come home for 
dinner about 4 6’clock in the afternoon. 
He always enjoyed bringing a friend, 
with him for a meal. I remember once 
when Mrss Dawes was away on a@ visit 
he came home at the usual time and 
I saw he was carrying a box of straw- 
under his arm. When he 
reached the house he said, ‘Company 
for dinner, Liza’—that was what they 
always callea me. I was not staying 
at the house while Mrs. Dawes was 
away—I just went there to get dinner 
for Mr. Dawes, for he grew tired of 
eating at restaurants. So we were not 
so well stocked for provisions as when 
Mrs. Dawes was at home. But some- 
how it was easier to manage in those 
days. I had a few potatoes and some 
other things, then I made a strawberry 
shortcake and we had a fairly good 
dinner. I never knew anybody who liked 
strawberry shortcake better than Mr. 
Dawes. I believe he would have eaten 
it/évery day.” 

Was Born ® Slave. 


Mrs, West does not look to be @ wo- 
man who has seen eighty-six Summers 
pass by. As she smiles and recalls the 
past, there is little evidence of the hard 
labor and the sorrow that have been a 
part of her many useful, years. Born in 
slavery, Mrs. West as a child was the 
pet of the master’s house on the planta- 
tion in Mississippi. 

When the Civil War began, Mrs. West 
was grown, married and had three chil- 
dren, She remembers the noise of the 
big guns, and how she fed the soldiers 
as they passed along the way. ‘They 
used to get tired of white bread and 
longed for a taste of corn bread,” she 
said. “And I’ll always believe I once 
gaye Abraham Lincoln a bite to eat. 
About the time he was supposed to be 
at Vicksburg a tman stopped one day 
and asked for food. All the pictures 
I have ever seen of Lincoln look like 
the man I fed that day. I can see him: 
now as he stood there looking down at 
me with a smile on his face.” 

Mrs. West remained with the Dawes 
family during the time they lived. in 

. with the exception of a few 
months spent in the South. Hard work 
was soon. crowned with success for Mr. 
Dawes, and the family moved into a 
latgef home,:‘where, as Mrs. West said, 
“we had plenty of room.” When the 
Daweés family decided to move to Chi- 
cago Mrs, West was to go with ‘them. 
She hélped pack everything in readiness 
for the trip, but iliness prevented her 
leaving Lincoln, and that ended her 
services with the family she had grown 
to love. 

Whenever Mrs. Dawes comes to. Lins 
coln she always visits “Liza,’’ who. 
served her~so faithfully in the. early 
days of her home making. There are 
many tender memories that fill their 
hearts to overflowing at such times.

Sell the Candy 


‘Curtains and I ngle-nooks 


Have an Irresistible 
Appeal to Buyers 


URTAINS and candy have devel- 
G oped a selling partnership in New 

York. Where ruffles deck the win- 
dows. sweets are sure to sell. This is no 
reflection*on the candy. The curtains by 
ho means .conceal nor deceive. Often 
they are:drawn back. They have to do 
not so much with the candy as the cus- 
tomer. ‘Their sphere’is in the pr ree 
realm ‘of pans deere lange n 

Candy+curtains, orke; “then erie 
the kind, of candy. n.:ther used to make. 
The séquence flashes through the mind 
of the ‘hesitant, customer as’ he. stands 
pondering on the pavement outside the 
shop: His mouth waters for the confec- 
tions he knew as a child. He enters in 
a reminiscent’: mood. He emerges with 
a@ package and a smile. 

Down {into the precincts of big money, 
up into the heights of higher education, 
over the mingled poverty and wéalth of 
the midtown east side, those ruffled 
curtains have gone, with the candy 
behind. Sandwiched in among big build- 
ings, they catch the eye almost as cer- 
tainly as orange-juice machines on street 
corners, set in white tile. 

The Home Appeal. 


The shops'are not all the same, There 
is not even the same ‘name always above 
the door. More than one candy vendor 
has seen the advantage of a simple, 
homy name, written in feminine script. 
Some have added to the more standard 
black and white exterior a wee frontage 
of simulated logs, with a bit of over- 
hanging roof. Some have graceful flow- 
ered draperies in place of the dainty 
dotted frills. All must have curtains of 
one ‘sort or andther—by this sign- are 
they known. They score several points 
on their more garish competitors, from 
the point of view of overhead expense. 
Mirrored walls require space, but home 
atmosphere is far better created in an 
ingle-nook. 

Inside these shops, with white paint 
and potted greens, vie with one another 
for the touch that moves. the heart. One 
has a garden gate leadirig to parts in 
the rear.

Little does one think of 
steam plants and modern machinery as 
he picks out his creams and chocolates 
here. There may Be a brisk young man 
somewhere in~ Brooklyn or in Queens 
directing the works, but-the buyer fan- 
cies only a little old lady with wrinkled 
cheeks and work-worn hands. 

Men Are Candy Buyers. 

Most of the ctistomers are men. Men 
are always the chief candy buyers, They 
look after that part of the family menu. 
But at the curtained shops it is not a 
case merely of the evening or the week- 
end box of candy for home. Men come 
in for a bagful, worth a quarter or a 
dime, and ‘munch a piece as they leave.

ARTH tremors have made New | 
Yorkers realize—many of them 
for the first time—that the solid 
globe on which they live is not 
quite so figid as it might be. 

Newspaper reports of earthquakes in 
Japan, or Italy, or even California, , fail 
to weaken confidence in the stability of 
the everlasting rocks beneath our feet. 
But when windows rattle about us and 
buildings vibrate as though shaken by 
some Titan’s unseen hand, we gain a 
realizing sense of the fact that there 
exist within the earth forces great 
enough to send disastrous shivers 
through its most solid framework. 

What is the crust of our earth like? 
And what are the forces competent to 

~ ptart it vibrating? Geologists are now 
fairly well agreed that the old idea of 
ea solid crust floating on a liquid interior 
does not represent the actual state of 
things. They believe rather that from 
surface to centre ,the earth is solid, 
although they admit that the solid in- 
terior, highly heated and under the tre- 
mendous pressure of miles of overlying 
rock, may be plastic enough to flow like 
pressed wax. Nearer the surface, where 
temperature dnd pressure are reduced, 
the rocks under great strains will break 
instead of bending or flowing. Hence it 
is that geologists speak of an outer 
shell or “‘zone of rock fracture,’’ and an 
interior ‘‘zone of rock flowage.” 

The thickness of the outer zone, which 
‘we may for convenience call the ‘‘crust,”’ 
even if it does not differ in general ap- 
pearance from the earth’s interior, is a 
point on which we lack definite informa- 
tion; but earthquake tremors, which be- 
have differently in the two zones, seem 
to indicate that between ten and fifteen 
miles would not be far from the correct 
figure. It is a curious fact that earth- 
quakes are giving us our best informa- 
tion about the condition of the earth’s 
fnterior; and scientists look forward 
with interest to what each new disturb- 
ance may reveal concerning regions tor- 
‘ever hidden from direct observation. 


Mountain Growth. Causes .Tremors. 


With the. foregoing conception of a 
golid earth in mind, we are ready to in- 
quire what force or forces are suffi- 
ciently powerful to shake parts at least 
of the outer crust with a violence that 
can. be felt over vast areas and which 
in’ extreme cases may result in appalling 
disasters. There is an ancient notion 
that: earthquakes in some way may be 
connected with volcanic activity, and old 
textbooks often contain a chapter on 
**Volcanoes and Harthquakes.’’ It would 
be more logical to present a chapter on 
**Mountains and Earthquakes,’’ for we 
know now that our great earthquakes 
@re. connected with ordinary mountain 
growth rather than volcanic eruptions. 

It is true that a violent volcanic ex- 
plosion may shake the earth’s crust for 
some distance about the centre of dis- 
turbance. Indeed, an explosion of any 
kind may produce such a result, and we 
have seismograph records of earth 
fremors caused by the detonation of 
Jarge quantities of gunpowder and other 
explosives. These last, however, are 
focal in extent; and even the more 
violent volcanic eruptions do not pro- 
duce earthquakes of the first magnitude. 

Thus the great eruption of Mont Pelee 
fn 1902 produced no earth tremors of 
importance, and the recent earthquake 
which devastated Tokio and other Japa- 
nese cities was not connécted with /dis- 
estrous volcanic activity.~ The collapse 
of the roofs of subterranean caverns in 


limestone regions, great landslides from | 


@ steep mountain face, and other natural 
Catastrophes may cause minor local 
tremblings of the earth; but we must 
look elsewhere for the one great cause of 
most of our earth ; 

Earth Steadily Shrinking. 

The earth as a whole has been long 
sontracting or shrinking. Perhaps a 
gradual oooling of the earth has had 
pomething to do with this shrinkage; but 
it is now quite generally believed that 
the true reasons for earth shrinkage are 
more complex, and that we have not 
yet fully solved this interesting| problem 
in geology. 

If the causes of shrinkage are obscure, 
Bome of the results are clearly evident. 
Just asa drying and shrinking apple has 
its skin wrinkled, so the outer crust of 
bat a in places is thrown into 

es or folds, which we call moun- 
tains. The mountain-building processes 
involve such enormous strains in the 
earth’s crust that the rocks frequently 
fracture or break, and the two parts on 
either side of a given fracture slip past 
®ach other. It is the jars or shocks pro- 
duced by the sudden development of new 
earth. fractures, or by new movements 
along old fractures, that cause our prin- 
cipal earthquakes. Earthquakes are thus 
Been to be the ‘growing pains’ of 
mountains, 
. We must not confuse the original rock 
@lip which causes the earthquake and 
the earth tremors, which spread out in 
all directions, often to travel completely 
through and around the globe. The rock 
elip may take place deep in the earth’s 
crust, and so be quite invisible at the 
surface. Or it may occur under the 
ocean, and s0 be discoverable only by 
careful soundings. In cases where the 
earth’s surface is actually ruptured the 
elip may show as a displacement of only 
a@ few inches, or the rocks may be raised 
or lowered on one side of the fracture, 
ér shifted along the break by as much 

as twenty-five or fifty feet. 

“th the San Francisco earthquake of 
1906 there was a new movement in the 
coast ranges along an old fracture,. or 
“teult,” which is traceable for.a distance 
of 600 miles. The new. movement af-

Further east. the Sierra Nevada Moun- 
tains are bounded by several great earth 
fractures. In 1872 a slip, along one of 
these caused the Owens Valley earth- 
quake. The rocks were displaced verti- 
cally’ as much as ten to twenty feet, 
leaving. cliffs which are now easily 
shown on detafled maps of the region. ‘A 
vertical displacement at the surface. 
amounting to forty-seven feet was 
caused by the slip that resulted in the 
Alaskan’ earthquake of. 1899. The New 
Madrid earthquake in the Mississippi 
Walley in 1811-12 was reported to have 
thrown ‘boundary lines into such con- 
fusion that the Government found it 


necessary to resurvey an area of about 
1,000,000 acres, 


Tremors Travel Afar. 

The results described above are usu- 
ally limited to e immediate vicinity. 
of the “aistartedee e. The earthquake 
tremors, or waves, however, spread far 
and wide, shaking the earth's crust at 
distant. localities ‘with su¥ficient force 
to cause uneasiness to men and ani- 
mals, and even to: bring disaster in. the 
case of violent disturbances. The actual 
movement ‘of the rock vibrations in 
distant areas may represent but a frac- 
tion of an inch, or at most but a few 
inches. 

If a distant town or. village is situ- 
ated on clay or-other deposits easily 
shaken, it may suffer more than a 
town on hard rock nearer the fracture. 
Extent of earthquake damage, there- 
fore, is not always a safe guide to the 
position of the original disturbance. In 
loose soil, sand or clay fissures may 
open as the éarthquake waves pass and 
engulf houses, drain lakes and otherwise 
leave traces no less evident than some of 
those in the vicinity of the main fracture. 

More frequently the distant Jocalities 
experience nothing but a shaking suf- 
ficiently pronounced. to alarm those un- 
accustomed to feeling the solid earth 
Sway beneath them, perhaps - causing 
them to rush into the streets in search 
of safety from swaying buildings, falling 
pictures and crockery. 

It, was the local effects of an earth 
slip apparently hundreds of miles away 
from the metropolis which sent some 
New Yorkers flying into the streets a 


week ago to seek the cause of rattling 


windows and oscillating electrica) fix- 
tures. Still further from the seat of 
the disturbance only the silent instru- 
ment for magnifying and recording ‘the 
slightest earthquake tremors, the seis- 
mograph, received the message ‘of warn- 
ing speeding swiftly through the rocks. 
Early Study of Shocks. 

It was almost a century and a half 
ago, following a series of shocks in 
Southern Italy, that scientific men first 
began the careful stuiy of earthquakes, 
and still more recently was the modern 
science of seismology (from the Greek 
word seismos,,meaning an earthquake) 
first pursued -with the aid of reliable 
instruments for measuring minute vibra- 
tions of the earth’s crust. Today there 
are a number of these instruments, 
called, selsmographs, installed in many 
parts of the world and they are telling 
us much, not only about earthquakes, 
but also the character qf the hidden 
interior of the earth. 

In principle the seismograph is simple 
enough. It consists of a heavy weighi 
suspended like a pendulum. If earth 
vibrations from a distant quake arrive, 
the heavy pendulum, because of its in- 
ertia, will remain quiet while the earth 
vibrates. The only thing needed to re- 





cord the vibrations is a pencil in the 




















bottom of the pendulum, the point of 
which rests oh a sheet of paper firmly 


connected with the earth and therefore), 


vibrating with it. 


Elaborate and delicately ounntusee 
variations of this simple device are 
made ta record thé. east-to-west and 
the north-to-south components of the 
vibrations aad even to make clear the 
vertical up-and-down element of the 
motion. If the paper be placed on re- 
volving drums driven by accurate clock- 
work, which marks the time in seconds 
on the paper, it is easy to record the 
precise instant when the vibrations ar- 
rive; and by analyzing the different 
elements of the motion one may gain 
some idea as to the direction and dis- 
tance of the original disturbance. If 
three or more selsmographs at widely 
separated points obtain good records, 
the origin of the trouble may be located 
with greater precision. 

Two Sets of Vibrations. 

Studies of seismograph records (called 
“‘seismograms’’) reveal the fact that a 
rock slip starts two sets of, vibrations, 
one of which travels more or/less_ di- 
rectly through the earth from the frac- 
ture to the seismograph, at a _ speed 
varying, roughly, from five to eight 
miles a second. These vibrations arrive 
first and cause the ‘‘preliminary  trem- 
ors’’ recorded on the seismograph. to 
show as a small, ‘wavy line, the dis- 
placement of the paper under the pencil 
being of slight amplitude. 

A second set of vibrations travels 
around the earth, through the outer 
crust, perhaps at a velocity of between 
two and four miles a second. These 
vibrations arrive later and constitute 
the ‘main waves,’ of much greater am- 
plitude. .If the shock is severe, the 
paper may be moved clear from the 
pencil and the record partly spoiled. A 
little reflection , will show that if there 
is a long period between the arrival of 
the first of the preliminary tremors and 
the first of the main waves the earth- 
quake must have originated far away, 
perhaps on the other side of the globe, 
whereas if the two arrive close together 
the disturbance must be so near that

instrument and that around the crust 
are almost the same. Add the fact that 
the east-west component of the vibra- 
tions may be smaller or greater than 
the north-south; and it will be seen how 
even a single instrument can give the 
geologist some idea of the distance and 
direction to the point of origin. 

Since most earthquakes are associated 
with mountain-forming processes, it 
should follow that regions of recent 
mountain building are likely to experi- 





ence more frequent and severe shocks 
thah regions where mountain, growth 
has almost ceased. This seems to be 
the case. Earthquake studies have re- 
vealed the existence of ‘‘seismic belts,”’ 
or zones of recent mountain. building 
where earthquakes are more numerous 
and often more severe than elsewhere. 
One of these belts extends along the 
western coast of South America and 
North America, through the Aleutian 
and Japanese Islands down to the'Hast 
Indies. A second runs more nearly 








| east-west through the Mediterranean 
region, Northern India and the East 
Ihdies. These are the belts of greatest 
earthquake activity, and we may readily 
place most of our greatest earthquakes— 
the Chilean, Owen's Valley, San Fran- 
cisco, Alaskan, Japanese, Lisbon, Mes- 
sina and others—in one of these two 
zones. 

On the other hand, no one can confi- 
dently predict that any part of the 
earth’s surface will be free from these 
disconcerting movements of our earth. 
All we can say is that in regions of old 
mountains, where the active growing 
period apparently has ended, at least 
for the time being, earthquakes are 
‘likely to be less numerous and, less 
severe than elsewhere. 

New York City is in such a region of 
old mountains. If the metropolitan read- 
er raises his eyebrows when told that 
he inhabits a region of mountains, let 
him_ofen his eyes and look about him, 
in our parks and elsewhere, and see the 
stumps ‘of old -rock folds and the evi- 
dences of earth fractures which tell of 
mountain building inthe past! ‘That 
past, fortunately, is so remote that 
slow-working stream erosion: has had 
time to wear the mountains of): Néw 
England, New York and other portions 
of the Appalachian province down to 
comparatively low hills. This alone is 
proof that.the active period of mountain 
building in this region was closed long 
ago. 





New York @ Safe City. 


On theoretical grounds, therefore, we 
should regard this section as being in 
one of the relatively safe regions of the 
earth as regards seismic activity. . Ex- 
perience confirms thé justice of this con- 
clusion. No very serious quake has vis* 
ited; this part of the earth's crust within: 
historic time. Although the Charleston 
earthquake of 1886 and the earlier 
shocks at New Madrid, in the Missis- 
sippi Valley, are the exception which 
warn us that it is not safe to say nature 
never will stage a severe disturbance 
in an apparently safe area, we at least 
are justified in saying that the danger 
is fairly remote. é 

New York enjoys another advantage 
in respect to earthquake activity. Care-

ful studies have shown that buildings 
having their foundations on solid bed- 
rock suffer. much less than do .those 
resting on clay, sand or other uncon- 
solidated deposits.. At Lisbon the lower 
part of the city, which suffered most, 
and the quay which was engulfed, carry- 
ing thousands to their doom, -were built 
on blue clay and other fairly recent beds. 
Not a building on the harder limestoné 
and volcanic rocks was seriously in- 
jured, according to reports. 

The same contrast was: shown in the 
quakes in Southern Italy, where the 
great damage was. to structures on 
clayey beds, sands, gravels and other 
deposits younger than the hard rocks 
of thé Apennine chain. At New Ma- 
drid unconsolidated sands and muds 
were most affected, and in the Chilean 
earthquakes it was noticed that “the 
houses built on-.alluvial soil were more 
damaged than those built . upon the 
granite’ (Grabau), 

A Quake Illustrated. 

The San Francisco. earthquake taught 
the same lesson. Imagine a thick bowl 
containing’ gelatine. Place dominoes up- 
right on the flat edge of the bowl and 
on the surface of the gelatine. Now 
impart a small but sharp’ and quick 
shock to the bowl. The dominoes on 
its edge may remain standing, while 
those on the’gelatine fall, because the 
short vibrations in the bowl are ampli- 
fied to larger ‘waves in the gelatine. In 
nature the hard rocks represent the 
bowl, clays and sands the more danger-. 
ous gelatine which may shake | until 
buildings crash. 

In New York a large proportion of 
our buildings have their foundations 6n 
the hedrock of the old mountain , mass, 
Even if an earthquake of respectable 
power were to agitate the city, condi- 
tions are favorable for our steel-ribbed 
structures to .support the experience 
with a minimum of damage: 

The. engineer can now compute the 
probable effect of an earth shock on a 
given building. By measuring its cubic 
feet, the height and base, he can intro- 
duce a ‘measure of elasticity into its 
construction which -will absorb reason- 
able vibrations. In San-Francisco the 
typical skyscraper, built on bedrock, re- 
sisted the’ shocks. Again; in Tokio it 
was.found that American structures of

If there. was a shortage of any particu- 
lar material desired—and there was a 
shortage of practically everything—none 
of it was allowed to go to the:Allies until 
an ‘investigation disclosed whether the 
requisitioning nation or some branch of 
our Government needed it more. This 
was determined on the basis of how and‘ 
by whom the thing could best be used for 
the winning of the war.

As if thiss were not enough, he became 
the largest owner of live stock in Mon- 
tana, acquired huge lumber interests, a 
newspaper, a bank in Butte and* many 
gilt-edged railroad securities. By 1900 
his wealth was estimated by the curious 
at -$50,000,000—and it has kept on grow: 
ing ever since. 

But even the first forty years of Mr. 
Clark’s life were not entirely devoted to 
amassing» wealth. In March, 1869, the 
married Kate L. Stauffer of Connells- 
ville, his home town. This, it will be re-- 
membered, was when he had already ac- 
quired enough money in smal] ventures 








to satisfy almost any normally ambitious 


person. Possibly it was the added re- 
sponsibility of married Hfe that made 
Clark buy the Butte mine, hoping to 
settle down as a change from his wan- 
dering life. - 

During this. period, too, came the ‘‘mfl- 
itary’’ incident that led to his being 
called Major Clark for some time after- 
ward. This was in 1876, when Chief 
Joseph and his Indians went on the war- 
path and threatened to pay an unwel- 
come visit to Butte. George Crawford 
of Silver Bow described this campaign 
many years later, much as follows:

_ MYSTERY AFTER 25 YEARS 


Molineux: Case a Riddle That Two Sensational Trials and 
Many Long Searches Could Not Selve 


N® of the greatest mysteries that 

New York ever saw unfold, re- 

vealing glimpses of club life and 

‘high connections, is recalled by 

: the passing of a date’ memorable 
in the criminal history of the city. 
Twenty-five years ago Roland B. Moli- 
neux was convicted of poisoning Mrs. 


~Katherine J. Adams and sentenced to 


death. But another jury acquitted him, 


_ leaving unexplained a series of curious 


events in the drama of metropolitan 
life. 

Molineux, the clubman, impassive and 
unshaken, still stands forth in the mem- 
ory of those who followed his two trials. 
From the moment of his first appear- 
ance in the case until the day of his 
discharge he resisted every effort to 
break down his reserve. It is doubtful 
whether any other principal in an Amer- 
ican murder trial has faced his accusers 
with such e aplomb. But -in the end 
After years of 
freedom Molineux became ‘insane and 
‘died in Kings Park Asylum. 

Molineux was the sort of man that a 
thousand authors have tried to call up 
from the world of imagination: genteel, 
suave and appealing, but with a touch 
of the dangerous, perhaps the sinister. 
At the moment when his manners, 
speech and general address induced, con- 
fidence there was a look in his eye, a 
Cast to his face, that stirred doubt. 
Molineux, the enigma, represented in his | 
personality and career the flesh and 
blood reality of the mystery man.

Attention next turned to the bottle 
holder. Investigation disclosed that it 
had not come from Tiffany’s. But the 
holder bore a tiny number stamped on 
the bottom—814. That must be a trade 
symbol. Further investigation led to the 
manufacturers, doing business in New- 
ark. And fortune ruled that this should 
be a new type of holder. Only twenty- 
three of them had been sold, and only 
one in New York. 

The detectives were hot on the trail 
now. The holder sold in New York was 
traced. Several of the others could not 
be found. The case paused: But the

‘Renewed interest in Molineux followed 
@ second discovery. He was connected 
with a large paint and chemical concern 
in Newark, the very place where the 
bottle holder came from. 

Further search in connection with the 
clew of the bottle holder disclosed that 
one of the twenty-three had been sold in 
Newark on Dec. 23. The salesgirl re- 
membered well how the buyer looked. 
He. was “a man about 40, 5 feet 8 
inches tall, with light brown hair almost 
red and a‘stubby red beard. He had a 
heavy, harsh voice and a gentlemanly 
manner.” 

The description fitted Molineux, ex- 
cept the voice and the reddish hair. The 
voice might be assumed and hair 
as well. Search of Paice bienes 
ensued and’ one old man. remembered 
the. customer who had bought a sandy, 
reddish beard for $8.75, a very particu- 
lar man who wanted the beard to “look 
natural.” 

The case was virtually complete, in 
the police phrase, although neither the 
wigmaker nor the salesgirl was .quite 
certain about photographs of Molineux. 
He looked like the man, but maybe he 

wasn’t. The evidence was slight for an 
e 


in the Knickerbocker Athletic Club on 
the Nov. 10 preceeding, after taking a 
sample of_certain powders supposed to 
relieve pain. It seemed, that these 
powders had been sent to Barnet in the 
form of a sample package. Much ques- 
tioning and deduction indicated that the 
supposed sample was represented to con- 
tain a familiar brand of powders. But 
the manufacturer said that his concern 
never sent out samples. 


Here was an entirely new line of in- 
quiry. What were the antecedents of 
Barnet? For one thing he had been 
a close friend of Blanche Chesebraugh, 
who had been married, to’ Molineux six 
weeks before the death of Mrs. Adams. 
It was shown that the suspected man 
had been jealous of Barnet. There 
were intimations that Mrs. Molineux 
had corresponded extensively with Bar- 
net during her courtship by Molineux. 

The police searched deeper and un- 
covered the strange story of another 
death, the victim being Walter S. Bald- 
win, who had died on Oct. 18, 1897, 
aboard a yacht on which Molineux was 
a guest. He had succumbed after ill- 
ness following a meal, and probably 
after taking powders. 

Even the police became a little fright- 
ened at this inevitable sequence of 
powders and Molineux’s presence ‘in 
three tragic deaths. Were they dealing 
with an arch madman who might end 
the lives of several people at any min- 

ute? Those were trying times at Police 
Headquarters, where any doubt of Mol- 
dneux’s iit long since had ceased to 
exist. .But the evidence was scanty. 
Then the body of Barnet was exhumed 
in Greenwood and found to contain 
cyanide of mercury. 

When the police continued to hesitate 
journalism stepped in. Journalism was 
somewhat different then. One New 
York paper accused Molineux of the 
crime. And that accusation led Mol- 
ineux to appear at headquarters in 
Newark, bland, smiling, his cane in 
hand. He had just dropped in to say 
that if he was wanted at any time he 
could be found im his office. 


Finding ® of the Letters. 


But there was no action until March 
of. 1899, three months after the crime, 
when the New York Grand Jury in- 
dicted the suspect. . Nicholas A. Heck- 
man, who conducted a stationery store 
at 257 West Forty-second Street, came 
forward as a voluntary witness. Heck- 
man maintained a number of letter 
boxes in nis place, where patrons: could 
Set Seay mail.

more. One of these things seems to 
have been political, prestige and power. 

Brought into prominence by~ sudden 
wealth,-he found himself in the position 
to play politics if he wished. His fa- 
mous stormy career as a politician may 
be said to have started in 1899. That 
year Montana was organized as a State, 
and W. A. Clark was made President 
of the Constitutional Convention. 

The prestige tasted in this position 
was pleasing to him. Then, too, there 
was a bitter feud between him and Mar- 
cus Daly for the economic control of 
Montana. ._So Clark determined to be- 
come the Senator from Montana. He 
was nominated by the Democratic Party 
in™“1890 and claimed the election. He 
contested, but failed to win a seat.~ 

All his. stubbornness aroused by this 
unforeseen check, he set his jaws and 
prepared for the campaign of 1898. It 
was a dramatic fight; -on one side Daly, 
a hearty, Irish millionaire of the “‘boss’’ 
type, vigorous of personality, crude, 
powerful; on the other side Clark, edu- 
cated both by books and: by travel 
abroad (he had already begun his prao- 
tice of making frequent visits to the 
Continent), well dressed, reserved of 
manner, distinguished of apearance—and 

The campaign was seasoned through- 
out by bitter hatred on both sides, and 
the climax came when State Senator 
Frederick Whiteside rose in a meeting 
one day and flaunted thirty one-thou- 
sand-dollar bills before his colleagues. 
The bills, he proclaimed, were to buy 
his vote.and four others and they had 
been given to him, he. said, by no other

person than William Andrews Clerk as

Furious, Clark rose and declared that 
the whole affair was a “frame-up” by 
his enemy Daly. In spite of much ma- 
licious talk, Clark was eletted, but he 
Tesigned when his seat was about to be 
declared vacant on bribery charges. He 
was. almost immediately reappointed, 
however, to fill an unexpired term, by 
Acting Governor Spriggs, and was re- 
elected for a full term in 1901. . 

So here, too, Clark got what he went 
after. In 1900,.an ex-Senator, he made 
this final characteristic remark, .concern- 
ing the stormy public phase of his life: 

“T have had a pleasant and successful 
political career, and in that connection 
have nothing at all to regret.” 


Patron ef Fine Arts. 


Meanwhile another and altogether con- 
trasting side of Clark was coming to the 
surface—Clark the lover of beauty; 
Clark the patron of the arts: Clark the 
collector. 

His private life had- been undergoing 
many changes. In 1893 Mrs. Clark died, 
leaving four children. Before that, back 
in the pre-political period of his life, 
Clark had taken as his ward the daugh- 
ter of a Canadian physician, Anna BE. La 
Chapelle, who lived with her father at 
the time in Butte. 

Miss Chapelle was a lover of the arts, 
and early gave signs of possessing musi- 
cal talent. After her education in the 


Burepe to study music, and finally mar- 
ried her in 1901 at Marseilles. Without 
doubt his second wife helped to bring 
out @ side of Clark’s character which 
had been latent and suppressed for a 
long time—his love for the beautiful in 


art, 


He returned to America, and in co- 
operation with Messrs. Lord, Hewlitt 
and Hull, architects, began plans for the 
great Fifth Avenue residence in which 
he was to spend his last days. 


In the_planning, decorating and fur- 
nishing of this .gigantic dwelling, with 
its 121 rooms, thirty-one baths and four 
picture galleries, Clark found ample 


beauty. 
and costly French tapestries of the fif- 
teenth and sixteenth centuries; with 
statuary, carved wood, Oriental rugs, 
French porcelains.

North Sea, and to confine her gains 
after successful European wars to colo- 
nial expansion and picking up naval 
stations on the great sea routes. 

She has destroyed successively the 
Spanish, the Dutch, the Danish, the 
French and the German fleets by inter- 
vening in European wars; she has taken 
her pick of their colonies at the ensuing 
Peace conferences; and then, having no 
further reason for quarrel, she has 
striven for a rapid restoration of the 
political and economic equilibrium’ in 
Europe, because she is a great indus- 
trial nation and Europe is a splendid 
market for goods. “ 

It cannot be too strongly emphasized 
that the political understandings that 
‘brought - Great Britain Anto close ‘ties 
with Francé and Russia during the dec- 
ade before the World: War were agree- 
ments having to do with extra-Buropean 
questions, 


Why Britain Entered War. 


In 1904 the Anglo-French agreement 
was the sensible and practicable alter- 
native to war between the two countries 
over conflicting ambitions in Africa; 
and the Anglo-Russian agreement of 
1907, tn which Persia was sacrificed, 
was a similar compromise of differences 
that might have led to war between 
Great Britain and Russia over conflict- 
ing ambitions in Asia. ‘ 

The entente thus formed would never 
have led to British intervention in a 
European war had it ndt been for the 
direct menace to Great Britain of the 
increase of the German fleet, followed 
at the outbreak of the war by German 
violation of Belgian neutrality. Great 
Britain could never have tolerated a 
German victory, which would have led 
to the occupation of Antwerp and the 
French Channel ports. 

After the defeat of Germany, the de- 
struction of her fleet, and the loss of 
her colonies, Great ‘Britain’s objective 
in Europe became the restoration of 
peace as speedily as possible. 

She has not wanted indemnities that 
would lead to economic chaos; she has’ 
not’ wanted to see France take Ger- 
many’s place_as the potential mastér of 
Europe; she has felt that it would be 
both unsafe and unwise to guarantee

she believes can and ought to be 
maintained. 

In adopting this attitude, British 
statesmen are acting in accordance with 
tradition and national interests and pub- 
lic opinion; they have behind them, too, 
the consensus of Dominfon opinion. The 
Dominions have frankly stated that they 
will not follow the Mother Country in a 
policy of commitments in Europe. 


France Wants Germany Held in Check. 


France feels that she cannot accept the 
limited guarantee offered by Great Brit- 
ain. We have no space to discuss the 
psychological factors in Anglo-French 
relations; but these would make it dif- 
ficult to feel satisfied with the guaran- 
tee even were it a more sweeping one. 
To the French the transcendant fact, the 
fact that shuts out every other consid- 
eration, is the distressing numerical in- 
feriority to Germany, which is’ becoming 
more dangerous every year. No Govern- 
ment could live in France today that 
would accept the intangible for the tan- 
gible, the mirage for the reality. Tra-_ 
ditional distrust of the British has un- 
fortunately been increased by ‘all that 
has happened since the World War. 








The French are not drunk with vic- 


tory; they are not gratifying their vanity 
by humiliating the vanquished. They 
are simply afraid of what might happen 
any day. 

It actually did happen in 1914; and 
France was barely savéd, despite the 
automatic working of the Russian al- 
liance, the prémpt intervention of Great 
Britain, the intervention of Italy in 1915, 
and the eventual entty of the United 
States. 

With fear of Germany is combined a 
wholesome respect for her military 
power, ~which today involves factories 
and laboratories, France has been ma- 
noeuvring, therefore, ever since the war 
ended to leave not one stone unturned 
to cripple Germany permanently and 
hold her in check. 

Failing to get the Rhine frontier in the 
treaties, France has manoeuvred to keep 
the left bank provinces as long as she 
can. Failing to get a blanket guarantee 
of underwriting for the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles from Great Britain and the 
United States, shé has negotiated where 
chances of success were greatest, with 
nations that had the same fear of Ger- 
many and equally potent reasons for 
wanting to prevent the resurrection of 
German power. The treaties with Po- 
land, Czechoslovakia, Yugoslavia and 
Rumania are an effort. to replace 
the pre-war Russian alliance with an- 
other automatic military counter-weight 
against Germany in Eastern Europe, 


It is logical, therefore, that France 
should have ‘done and should still, be 
doing all in her power to build up the 
military establishments of these coun- 
tries and that she should be the jealous 
defender of the frontiers won by them in 
the Paris treaties. By this means alone 
will these countries be able to help 
France in time of need. , 


. Things are not, however, working out 
as France feels that she must have 
them. Soviet Russia has not gone to 
pieces, as France expected; and the 
Ruhr adventure has only proved the 
ugly fact of the fundamental economic 
stability and political solidarity of Ger- 
many. 


New Alliances Insufficient. 


As early as last Summer French po- 
litical circles began to discuss the ad- 
visability—on the ground of practicabil- 
ity'!—of the policy of, France building on 
a future in which she would have to 
reckon with \the continued enmity and 
opposition of vital national interests of 
both Germany and Russia. This, too, in 
face of the defection of the: United 
States,- the limited \interest of Great 
Britain and, the disconcerting indiffer- 
ence to European problems of Italy. 
Since the settlement of her Adriatic con: 
flict with the Serbs the Italiana, like the 
Americans, had been limiting their in- 
terest in France's burning problems to 
criticizing and giving advice. We have 
not space to enumerate the reasons here, 
but we can state as an accepted fact in 








French policy that- Italy cannot be 
counted upon.-either as friend or foe in | 
the formulating’and: maintaining of any 
European policy. 7 

Italy is a potential menace to France 
in the Mediterranean—but that is for the 
future. At present Italy is neutral in the 
manoeuvres toward new alignments in 


‘| Burope. 


Last year, therefore, France haf to 
face this question, Great Britain being 
counted out as far as European guar- 
antees for peace are concerned, and 
Italy indifferent and unreliable, are the 
alliances formed by France with Bel- 
gium, Poland, Czechoslovakia, Yugosla- 
via and Rumania, sufficient to maintain

Naturally the smaller States, having 
everything te gain by it, were enchanted 
with the idea of the protocol. It would 
increase the scope of Article X. of the 
covenant, and it’ would unite all the 
great powers in underwriting the terri- 
torial status quo in Europe. For France, | 
the only one of the great powers vitally 
interested in maintaining that status 
quo, it was a great opportunity. French 
statesmen and French public opinion 
were wise enough to see it, and ‘they 
seized it. Immediately the protocol was 
ready France signed it, followed by the 
smaller States, who had benefited. great- 
ly by the Paris settlements of 1919. 


But Great Britain and her Dominions, 
for reasons that we have outlined, re- 
fuses to accept commitments and obliga- 
tions in Europe. Italy dnd Japan do not 
want to put themselves in the position of 
subscribing toa world-wide, status quo 
detidedly to their disadvantage. It is 
difficult to see how Germany and Rus- 
sia could be persuaded or manoeuvred 
into signing the protocol even if it is 
radically revised. 














HH} humble oyster is up for in- 
spection these days. Garnished 
with a neatly cut slice of lemon 
or a glass_pf cocktail sauce, it is 
not seen nearly as frequently as 

before adorning the tables of diners. 
Leading oyster dealers go-so far as 
to éstimate that their sales have been 
cut down more than half by the recent 
wave of typhoid—fever with which the 
oyeter has been connected. 
‘From its sandy bed at the bottom of 
the ocean the oyster has risen to become 
@ problem that is engaging the attention 
of Congress, which only a few days ago 
was asked by the Department of Com- 
merce for an appropriation of $25,000 to 
investigate the industry. . : 
It is no small industry either. Its 
activities extend, as Secretary Hoover 
said, “‘from Cape Cod to the Rio Grande 
and from Puget Sound to San Fran- 
cisco.”’ Authoritative estimates place the 
number of men engaged in it annually 
at closé to 70,000 and the value of its 
output at $50,000,000. To the person who 
sits down to a course of fat bivalves on 
the half shell, or perhaps a milky stew 
at a sea food restaurant, the oyster may 
seem a commonplace article. Back of its 
presence on the table, however, there: 
lies a highly interesting story and the 
labor of a veritable army of men. 


.Planting the Seed Shells. 


How many people outside the bual- 
ness, for instance, know that it takes 
three or four years to ‘produce an 
oyster? Before it reaches a size large 
enough to make it marketable it has to 
pase through no less than three dif- 
ferent kinds of grounds and must spend 
a long period in each. The oyster crop 
is developed on farms like any other 
crop; and it has as many enemies. 

The first process is the planting of 
the oyster seeds, which cling in hundreds 
to the bare shells, shells with

be well under water and on hard mud 
or sand. The largest seed-planting 
grounds in the vicinity of New York are 
in Long Island Sound off New Haven, 
Bridgeport and Norwalk, Conn. The 
oyster boats go out to these grounds in 
July and August, the planting months, 
and drop the seed shells overboard. They 
lié on the bottom for a full year. 


When the time comes for moving. thé 
growing oysters to the next grotinds in 
their long -march toward the market 
the boats sail out and pick them up-with 
dredge nets. They are taken. then to 
the growing grounds—acres of undersea 
bottoms, where the tidal currents are 
swift and the food is sufficient for their 
growth. The mland waters of Long 
Island Sound are considered ideal as 
growing grounds, especially near such 
spots as Block Island and. Robbins 
Island. x 

On the growing grounds the oysters 
lie-for one or two years, then are trans- 
ferred to what are known as the “mar- 
ketable oyster grounds” for a three .to 
six months’ period before they are 
ready to be brought to land. Year after, 
year on the bottom of the ocean they 
have been increasing in size, until at 
last they have attained the proper de- 
velopment and flavor. . t 

Modern transportation facilities have 
made it possible for New York dealers 
to bring oysters over a great distance 
and deliver them in the city fresh every 
24 hours. Oysters can be taken from 
the bottom of the sea off the very end: 
‘of. Long Island on one day and make 
their appearance in town thé next day 
by the use of motor trucks. Such speedy 
han is the direct result of the pttb-

nearest shipping point. Although many 
attempts have been made to invent 
machinery to’ open oysters, no equip- 
ment has yet been found that will work 
out satisfactorily, because of the lack of 
uniformity, in the shells. These shells, 
incidentally, are saved on account of 
their seeds, which are used in the plant- 
ing.of the next crop. They also have-a 
monetary value as a by-product in 
making chicken feed, fertilizer, lime and 
road material. Oysters are also shipped 
to near-by markets in their shells, for 
there is always a demand for “oysters 
on the half shell.” ; 

In normal times, it is estimated, 1,000 
barrels of oysters a day arrive in the 
metropolitan section for local consump- 
tion alone. “New York, however, is far 
the consumption of 
oysters. Forty.years or more ago. there 
were oyster houses all over town, but 
there are comparatively few at present. 
The city has grown too cosmopolitan in 
character to support very many of them. 
Philadelphia is. regarded as being the 
greatest oyster i city in the 
country. All’ along its streets in the 
market section oyster bars are to be 
found and ‘some of ‘the biggest reéstau- 
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rants have made their reputations and. 


gained their clientele through.their sea 
food. “ The State. of Pennsylvania eats 
more oysters than any other State in the 
Union, consuming fully a fifth of the 
oysters produced each year. ;

best estimates. A third- of them are 
openers, another third catchers and 
handlers, andthe rest are barrelers,

Among the leading distributing centres 
for oysters in other sections of .the 
country ‘are Omaha, Denver, Minneap- 
olis, St. ‘Paul, Milwaukee, Chicago, St. 
Louis, Memphis and. Nashville. . From 
New York City oysters brought in from 
the near-by grounds can be shipped to 
the California coast in five days by ex- 
press trains. 


Southern Product Smaller. 

The South, of course, has its famo 
oyster grounds—particularly those of the 
‘Chesapeake; but the Southern oyster is 
not régarded as.being as well developed 
as its Northern counterpart inasmuch as 
the: South does not spénd as much money 
in preparing its oysters for the market. 
In Chesapeake Bay and off Norfolk and 
Hampton, Va., where there are well- 
known grounds, the oyster, it is said, is 
left almost. to the resources of nature 
to-guide its growth, no attempt being 
made to bring’to bear all the scientific 
devices for its development. As a-result 
Mthe Southern oysters are smaller and 
their flavor is not as good as that of the 
Northern variety. 

The oyster industry fsace been. hard hit 
by the linking of its product with epi- 
demics of typhoid. The sales of oysters 
have been cut’ down 65 per cent. on ‘ac- 
count of the recent epidemic, one au- 
thority asserts. Twelve years ago the 
same thing happened. The oyster indus- 
try recovered from its setback then, it 
is pointed out, and oyster. men expect» it 
to recover from the present’ depression.

The Oyster’s Natural Enemtes J 

There are three particular pests that 
menace the development of the oyster. 
The worst enemy of all is the starfish, 

ich has brought destruction to innu-’ 
merable. promising beds. Its method of 
attack is to squeezé open the oyster 
with its prongs and eat the meat. 
The starfish dormant in* cold 
weather, but in warmer days, especially 
around reefs, great care must be taken) 
to guard against its depredations. Balls 
of twine that resemble mopg-are thrown 
out from the oyster dredges; and if star- 
fish are caught “In them’ the ‘entire 
oyster bed “is, raked “Mt is certain 
that the last starfish been . 
out. When a starfish is captured it’ is 
brought on deck and killed by steaming, 

Another pest is the drill. It is a. 
member ‘of the cdnth family and’ looks 
a great deal like a perbwinkle. It gets 
its name from its habit of drilling «a 
hole in the oyster and Killing it by this 


velopment of clean oysters. The drill 
appears only on dirty grounds, and as 
soon as it is discovered all the oysters— 
no matter how many thousands of acres 
of them are involved—are taken up. by 
the boats and the grounds receive a 
thorough cleaning. 

The mussel is another foe. The dam- 
age which it causes results’from its 
forming into bunches on _ the’ oyster. 
Grass and dirt then collect and even- 
tually the oyster. itself is smothered. 
After the mussels have been caught and 
killed the grounds: undergo a thorough 
cleaning. The appearance of the mussel: 
in any large numbers means, likely 
enough, that the whole bed of oysters 
will be ruined, but the grounds can: be 
saved, 

It. does not take such a great deal of 
time to clean up an oyster ground, either 
on account of the attack of parasites or 
in order to bring the bivalves to market. 
The dredge nets let down from the boats 
to scoop ‘the oysters from their bed are 
capable of bringing up six bushels at a 
time... In three hours the ‘boats can 
bring up a thousand bushels.

A Soldier of Pease. 


War was declared While he was 
turning from Amerfca.

He became a soldier and 
did his duty at the front “like most of 
those for whose liberties and rights I 
am fighting. I had at the same time 
the courage, as a representative of thé 
people and as one who was also a’ 40l-+ 
dier, not to overlook a single oeppdm 
tunity affording a chance to work fer 
peace.

30-31 in his book, 
‘‘Revolution and Counter Revdlution in 
Hungary.’’ He writes of the frenzi¢d 
telephone conversations carried on. with 
the monarch, in Vienna at the time, and 
of his releasing Karolyi and his Gov- 
ernment from their oath Of allegiance 
when he learned that the people demand- 
ed that the Count should be made Preal+ 
dent. Count Michael Karolyi, with his 
National Council to back him, wes in 
the saddle, but his seat was none teo 
secure.

A false proclamation, which the ex-

Fugitives In Want. 

When they first left Hungary they 
found refuge in Czechoslovakia. The 
entire family—there are three children, 
Eva, aged 9; Adam, 7, and Judith, 6— 
lived on 7 crowns a day. While the So- 
viet rule lasted they had remained in 
seclusion in their nativé land outside of 
Budapest.. It was not until the debacle 
of the Communist Party in August that 
they were forced to fleé. It is said 
that they left on foot, carrying a few 
possessions in & pushcart. At Gablonz 
friends warned them that they were not 
safe. 

The Karolyis sought’ refuge in Italy. 
Near Florence they found temporary 
seclusion. ‘‘We were glad to escape the 
world of politics and to find peace,” said 
the Countess. But éven this refuge was to 
be denied them. A Mme. Turr informed 
the police of Florence that Karolyi 
was communicating with the Bolshevists. 
He was sterhly requested to move on. 
It must be added that when the Couut 
demanded that Mme. Tufr’s accusations 
be proved, Bonomi promised to withdraw 
all charges and invited the family to re- 
turn to Italy. In the meartime they 
had taken up & new. réesidénée in Ragusa, 
Yugoslavia having offered them shelter.

Tried for Treason. 


In December, 1922, the Horthy Gov- 
ernment began its proceedings against 
Count Karolyi, charging him with be- 
ing.a traitor to his country. It alleged 
that he had undermined the army’s 
morale, that he had ended hostilities by 
concluding a shameful peace with 
eral Franchét d'Esperey, the allied ‘rep- 


_resentative, and that he had demobilized 


the troops, thus being responsible for 
the Hufigarian territorial mutilation, 

The hour had struck When the feudal- 
ists on whom Count Karolyi had for so 
long a time made war could claim their 
revenge. After a trial extending over two 
years, the sentence was délivered on 
Dec, 16 last. He was condemned fo lose 
his entire. property, on the charge of 
high treason. His private fortune of 10,- 
000,000 golden crowns, as well as the 
entailed estates, the farm lands and his 
castle at Budapest were taken from him 
though hé had given away the laha in 
1918.

In March, 1920, 
thé monatchist conspiracy under Dr 
Wolfgang Kapp aid General von. Lait- 
towltz, was put down im forty-eight 
hours aftér it began. President. Bhert’s 
famous appeal, ‘‘Céeaéé Work,’ found & 
réady responsé in orgétiized.labot, and 
thé Kapp putsch Was éfushed. 

The republie was not 6verthrowh when 
fanatics murdéred Erzbérger in 1921 and 
RatHehati if 1922.. It was not tipset by 
the upheavais in Red Saxony ard mon- 
archist Bavaria two. yeata agé: ‘The 
Hitlerites of  Bavafia wete utterly 
éerushed in half an hour and Germany 
Was saved again. 

It is not necessary to go inte the his 
tory of all these militaristie and revolu- 
tionary attempts. The republic may 
have been shaken, but it Was not un- 
seated. Thus far ite defenders have 
proved stronger than its opponents. 


Few Ardent Republicans. ? 


‘What, then, are the forces that--may 
drive Germany inté @ military dictator 
ship? 

In the first place, it is undetifable that 
the great majority of the German people 
aré riot convVinéed republicans. -Thé 
German revolution; whith began in No« 
vember, in old: German ‘‘thé month of 
fogs,” and endéd in Febrtary, “the 
month of fools,’”’ was fogged from the 
beginning and fooled to the end. It is 
true that the ‘military powér of the of- 
ficer caste was broken and the political 
power of the landowfer was reduced. 
But the power of the bureaucracy ré& 
mained unimpaired. 

In the first years of the republic thé 
general mass of people in Germany be« 
gan to feel that the republic post-war 
régime was in many ways like , thé 
Hohenzollern pre-war régime. tics 
began to accuse the new leaders of 
showing a lack of real ideale and prad- 
tical capacity. _The people felt thé 
high prices and attacked the new régime 
because the price of butter had risen 
beyond reach. 

But as tinie went on the great mass 
became used to the régime of the har 
Hessmaker. They were more content 
with the son-of a proctor in the Uni- 
versity of Heidelberg: for Federal Presi- 
dent than with the Jamentable William 
Il. in the Kaiserschloss in Berjin. : The 
William blend of Divihe right was gone 
forever. Still the junkers ‘were not 
subdued. The question now is whether 
the republicans can rely on sufficient 
support to prevent the evil -genfus of 
Prussianism aid junkerism from cap- 
‘turing the Wilhelmstrasse. 


Three Political Groups.

Labor Favors the Republic. 


Leaving ott for the*present a@ consid-. 
@ration of the Communists, let us count 
the average adherents of the Left. They 
@omprise the active supporters of the’ 

/Théete, are 5,000,000 of them’ in 
the German Fedération of: Labor. They 
have defended the republic again and 
again. And only on Jan, 30 of this year 
thé Executive Council of the German 
Federation of Labor served notice that 


against attacks from either the Mon- 
afchists of the Communists. 

“Qrganized labor niust evér be mindful 
that every attack on the republic and its 
Constitution endangers the rights and 
liberties of the German worker,’’ said 
a resolution of the Federation. The res+ 
olution further recalls the services-labot 
lias rendered to the country and declares 
it has always championed dethocratic 
fepublican ideals. 

Such, then, seems to be: the liné-up of 
those who for one reason or another are 
probably inclined to support the repub- 
lic. But there dre other questions ins 
velved in the situation. Who are -the 
leaders that remain, and who may bé 
adlected for the office left vacant by 
Bhert’s sudden death? What ‘strength 
eas the Monarchist and Communist op- 
position, and how do the various parties 
line up? 

The German Constitution provides that 
the. National President shall be chosen 
by the whole peonle. 

was never elected by a direct vote 
of the nation. He was chosen by the 
Weimar National Assembly in August, 
1919, and on Aug. 21, 1919, took the oath 
6f allegiance to the new Constitution 
before that Assembly. Article 180 of the 
éw Constitution provided that ‘‘until 
the inauguration of the first) National 
President, the office shall be filled by 
the- National President elected by au- 
thority of the law relating to the pro- 
visional Government.’’ Under this pro- 
vision, and as a result of a compromise 
with the parties, Frederick Ebert was in 
office for the seven-year period provided 
in the Constitution, lacking eight 
tonths. . 


Ebert’s Party Less Powerful, 

Bbert held his office so long chiefly 
on account of his talent as a peace 
maker. Stout,. black-haired and black- 
mustached, with eyes like those of a 
ehila of Nippon; he presided with great 
dignity. His cool judgment, his many 
Years of experience in party activities, 
the respect he commanded from the 
leaders of the different parties, and his 
abilities as an executive showed to great 
advantage in his new office. He was 
real business President. It seems now 
that the same qualifications will be re- 
quired of the next President, 

But when the Weimar Asstmbly elect- 
ed Ebert, the Social Democrat, as Presi- 
dént, the Social Democrats were the 
most numerous group in the Assembly. 
It is from them that three Chancellors 
were selected to govern Germany— 
Scheidemanh, Bauer and Muller. At 
that time there were 163 Social Dem- 
ocrats at Weimar, représenting. 11,400,- 
000 votes. And in.the same Assembly 
were also 22 Independent Socialists, who 
received 2,300,000, votes. 

Since then the Socialist vote has been 
reduced. It is true that at the elec- 
tion held ‘on Dec. 7, 1924, their percent- 
age of the total rose from 21 to 26. 
But instead:of the 185 seats which thé 
combined Socialists had in 1919 they 
have in ‘the present Reichstag 131 out of 
@ total of 493 Deputies. The Socialist 
popular vote in the December, 1924, elec- 
tions was 7,880,058 out of a total of) 
80,282,084 yotes. 

It is doubtful whether the next ‘reeds 
dent will be selected from the Socialist 
Yanks. There is a stronger possibility 
that the Social Democrats will enter into 
an alliance with thé Centrists and the 
Democrats, with whom they have often 
worked, and select a common candidate.

In bringing suit against Chicago, the 

interests do not demand that 
the sewage canal be closed. What they 
ask is that the amount of water be 
Hmited to 4,176 cubic feet per second, 
which would. serve to raise the lake 
levels about three inches. The method 
of arrival of ‘their figure entails much 
legal matter and controversy. Accord- 
ing to the Sanitary Commission, this 
amount of water would be little better 
than nothing, owing to the topography 
of the land. Ten thousand cubic feet per 
second is needed to keep the river re- 
versed. - 

There is a good deal more to this 
problem, most of it confined to engineer- 
ing problems and water litigation. The 
metering of water used by the con- 
sumers. in Chicago is included in - this. 
At present Chicago uses ‘800,000,000 gal- 
wons of water daily, equivalent to 275 
gallons per person. About one-half of 
this is wasted and adds to the burden 
of the sewage system which must dis- 
pose of it.

In. ‘banking circles the 
sale is called the most remarkable Piece 
@f railroad financing in history, one 

—— may-.establish a precedent. . The 

cers of the New Haven did not be- 
lMeve jt could be. done.. The, idea did 
mot originate with the company. It 
came from E. Kent- Hubbard; President 
of the Manufacturers’ -.Association . of 
Connecticut. He had the support of B..G. 
Buckland, financial Vice President of 
the New Haven, The“two worked to- 
gether for eight months before they were 
able to enlist. the people in a campaign 
similar to the Liberty loan drives during 
the war. At first nearly everybody was 
against the New Haven. 

The road was once the favorite among 
investors in Connecticut, ‘Rhode Island 
tee Everybody who 
saved money was ambitious to own a 
part of the New_ Haven.. Schools, ’, col- 
leges, ‘retired “business men; widows, 
orphans and large and small estates de- 
pended upon the earnings of the road 
for a considerable part of their incomes. 
Then came the Mellen consolidation 
plan. The road absorbed smaller lines, 
trolley systems and ‘cbastwise shipping. 
Some of the auxiliay'y lines failed to pay 
&nd the New; Haven shouldered the 
burden. In the reorganization period 
the shareholders were the principal suf- 
ferers. - There followed a series of dis- 
aatrous wrecks and complaints from in- 
dustrial concerns that the road was 
giving poor service.” ‘All this developed 
public hostility to the Company.

, cause of the increased interest rate and 


the constant drain on ‘its resources for 
improvements to the property, was pay- 
ing out about all of its income, with- 
out saving any substantial amount to 
meet the debt at its Maturity this year. 
This situation. was known throughout 
New England and there was much talk 
of throwing the road into the hands of 
a@ receiver. 

The Transportation act of 1920 pro- 
vided that the country might be di- 
vided into railway zones and the roads 
in various territories combined. In the 
Western States this is a simpler mat- 
ter, for some roads run parallel to each 
‘ether for vast distances. In New Eng- 
land, however, the problem was dif- 
ferent. Between New York and Boston 
the country is virtually one great 
switchyard. 


Dependence on New Haven. 


Because there were no_parallel -sys- 
tems to be combined and in view of the 
peculiar transport needs in New Eng- 
land, the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion asked the Governors of the six 
States to appoint a joint committee to 
investigate. Mr. Hubbard was Chair- 
man of the\Connecticut delegation, which 
worked a year before: it made a report. 
When its findings were made public, a 
year ago, they denounced the New 
Haven road as. being badly managed, 
imperfectly financed and in need of a 
receiver. Public séntiment was thereby 
officially justified, a fact which makes 
all the more remarkable the complete 
reversal of sentiment during the last 
three months:

It is a matter of record that the New 
Haven had been trying to provide the 
New England shippers with the best of 
facilities against unusual obstacles. It 
costs about 10 per cent. more to haul 
freight in Southern New England than 
in less populots districts. A train cannot 
run more than five or ten miles without 
being broken up and certain cars 
switched to the factories.. Large sums 
are spent on grade crossihgs, watchmen 
and- other agencies as compared with 
smaller sums spent by Western roads be- 
cause of the open country through which 
they. operate. _HubBard had a traffic 
committee which informed him that the 
New Haven" was at present ‘giving ex- 
cellent service. It was generally known, 
however, that if the road should be com- 


‘pelled to pay out of its treasury thie 


$23,000,000 (if such an arrangement could 
be made) it would so deplete its. funds 
that maintenance of the line would suf- 
fer. Hubbard then conceived the idea 
of having the patrons of the road fi- 
nance the payment of the debt. 

He took the matter up with Vice Pres- 
ident Buckland last .June. That official 
was astonished. Usually his visitors ex- 
pressed no sympathy for the road, The 
offer of help from 800 manufacturers 
who employ more than two-thirds of the 
workers in Connecticut was attractive. 
Most of the New Haven officials were 
skeptical. There was the past reputa- 
tion of the road. How could public sen- 
timent be so changed that the people 
would be led to contribute? 

When Hubbard and Buckland  ap- 
peared before select groups of business 
men, their proposition was received at 
first with amazement. These confer- 
ences were confidential, however.. After 
months of negotiations, Hubbard had in- 
terested a sufficient number of repre- 
sentative citizens to warrant placing-the 
matter. before his own association.

Buckland explained that, while he did 
not wish to eneroach upon this field, 
the attitude adopted by the manitfac- 
turers merited reciprocation on the 
bankers’ part. In short, it would be to 
the bankers’ interest to alf-in putting 
across the bond issue without deducting 
the usual fees for thé service. Had a 
banking syndicate ref ed the road, 
it would have meant héavy interest 
charges and other fees that would have 
kept the New Haven in poor circum- 
stances for many years. 

Banks Agree te Help. 

The banks -were not slow to realize 
that by putting thé New Haven on 
its financial feet; thereby maintaining 
good transport service, they would ‘be 
contributing to the prosperity of all New 
England. ‘They agreed to help without 
remuneration. Meanwhile Hubbard's 
group had approached the manufactur- 
ers represented by. the. Associated In- 
dustries of Massachusetts. Their spe- 
cial committee was investiga.ing the 
matter when the Connecticut manufac- 
turers took action in Decémber. A spe- 
cial conimittee of the Rhotie Island manh- 
ufacturers was organized. In January 
the Massachusetts group partly endorsed 
the proposition by saying that the 
method of refinancing was sound and 
practicable. But they did not urge their 
members to participate.

Wietcher. ‘“‘The reason for. their. prefer- 
ence is clear when one sees the care- 
fully planned grades, long established, 
with sodded shoulders, drainage ditches 
and entering driveways, and when one 
realizes the great. expense which they

WORLD HAS: 21,360,779 CARS 





Of This Number 17,726,507 Are in the United States, 
Leaving 3,600,000 for All Other Lands— 
New York First in State Registry: 


.EVISED statistics on the number 

of automobiles in use through- 

out the world at the beginning 

of the present year give a total 

of 21,360,779. Of this number 17,- 
726,507 motor vehicles are in the United 
Stabes of which 15,525,733 were passenger 
cars and 2,200,774 commercial vehicles. 
This leaves, for all ‘the rest of the world, 
3,634,272 cars. It is interesting in this 
connection to note that while the per- 
centage of increase in the United States 
was 15.8 per cent,-ovet the 1923 figures, 
the percentage increase for the _ re- 
mainder of the world in°1924 was nearly 
21 per cent. ( 

These figures prepared by Automotive 
Industries, would seem to indicate that, 
while the saturation point for domestic 
consumptfon seems.close at hand, the 
foreign field shows wide possibilities for 
the sale of American cars in the near 
future. Exports In 1924 showed an ap- 
preciable increase over the preceding 
year. The total was 377,724 units of 
which 235,000 represented. actual ship-

“Almost without exception the Eng- 
Yeh road is built with what they call 
‘hard core’ as a foundation. The stones 
@re sometimes as large as eight 
fMches in longest dimension and often 
@s large as the thickness of the layer 
will permit. The hard core layer is 
usually from eight to twelve inches in 
thickness. Strong, hard slag séems to be 
@ popular material, but when thaf is too 
costly and brickbats. or stones from 
walls or buildings are available, they 
are put into the road. 

“The county surveyors are beginning 
t® wonder if these hard core founda- 
tions, strong as from eur viewpoint they 
@eem to be, are. going to be. heavy 
enough for the future motor traffic. 
When we consider how few of our rural 
roads have any foundation at all under 
the five or six inches of bituminized 
gtones, do we need to look much further 
for the cause of the corrugations? Or 
te explain the apparent superiority of 
the British roads? 

“The English. seem also to be com- 
gietely convinced of the geed of sub- 
stantial curbs to prevent the lateral 
movement of the pavement. All of the 
mew work with which the Ministry of 
@ransport has to do is provided with 
@urbs, and the county surveyors are in- 
@alling curbs in connection with their 
Widening work.” 


Heavy Maintenance Costs. 


The maintenance of these bituminous 
weeds is high, a recent report covering 
feur roads aggregating 321 miles leading 
eut of London giving the annual mileage 
upkeep at from $3,360 to $4,700 per mile. 
Regarding the riding quality of. the Eng- 
lish roads, he thinks we have much to 
jearn. 

“J saw: no road,’’ says Mr. Fletcher, 
“eo rough as are most of our, rural 
poads, but it should also be said that I 
@ay hardly any so smooth as the best of 
the roads in the United States built by 
the State highway departments with the 
Vederal-aid stimulant.

England, Wales 
ané Scotland have an average of about 
242 persons to the mile of road, “while 
fm this country there are not more than 
thirty-five people to the mile.” 

In order to givé work. to the reat 
arniy of unemployed there has been a 
great deal of arterial road construction 
in the Greater London area.

“There are a great many jobs that be- 
long to men,” said the Secretary of 
State; “and can never be properly per- 
formed except by men, but the one I 
now am doing is not of that kind.” 

Neither does Mrs. Knapp think hers is 
an office in which only women should 
serve. ; 

“I am not doing a man’s work,” she 
says. “I am performing the woman’s: 
duty to the’ State in the capacity where 
hér gifts now seem most*useful. I am 
heartily averse to sex solidarity. But a 
rotation in points of view is as vital in 
many fields: of government as crop rota- 
tion on the farm. *I ain bringing the, 
home economics point of view into Staite 
economics. Questions of State economics 
‘reduce, after all, to making both ends 


money, just as the housewife’s budget 
does, 


Training That Is Heedea. 
“} don’t mean by that to uhderrate 


largely have obliged me to qualify 
earlier than <dther women. Securing 
educational needs for county and State 
through legislation, for example, have 
brought my political dreams down. to 
earth.

Ac- 
tually it is an inventory of the State 
“cupboard, and to be worth taking must

formation gathere@ by persons ade- 
‘quate intelligence. The census bears as 
‘significantly upon the work which other 
départments-:of Sgate may perform as 
the steward's list does on the distance 
a ship may travel. 

“The work of the Departments of 
Health, Agricalture’.and Education 
largely is based upon the ‘findings of 
the census. The care and intelligence 
exercised by the individuals taking the 
census. and. the fact-searching character 
of quéstionnaires with which takers 


done in these departménts.’’ 

Personal contact with agricultural 
problems: in ‘the management of the 
dairy farm left her by her husband 
gave Mrs. Knapp practical understand- 
ing of farm needs.

Cooperation of the Men. 


Her view that all these fields of work 
are only a, development and enlargement 
of the sphere to which it ts assumed 
every woman is fitted best, now has had 
time for a practical test. 

When asked whether she had a dif- 
férent feeling about the work of the 
Secretary of thé State from the inside 
looking out, she said: “Net Wifferent, 
but more so. That is to say, since I 
actually have entered upon my responsi- 
bilities I am not surprised that our men 
were cautious about their assignment.” 

“Our men’”’ is a phrase often on the 
lips of the Secretary. Reference to the

Mrs. Knapp also feels that the elec- 
torate is most charitable in its accept- 
ance of woman in @ new rele. Chiefly 
helpful criticism has come to her and 
she was astonished to dJearn that there 
are those who are cfiticizing her “for 
being too feminine. 

Her eyes snapped with surprise and 
interest. ‘I’m proud of that criticism,’’’ 
she said. ‘‘I want never to be thought, 
of as aping a man. My avowed reason, 
for taking part in State affairs is to’ 
bring the woman’s point of view to bear 
upon them. -If being ‘too feminine’, re- 
lates to cheerful and cleanly surround- 
ings;’’ she chuckled, “‘I am glad of. that, 
too.

VAST MINERAL TREASURES 
LIE UNTAPPED IN SEA WATER

Tre ocean appears to the traveler 
to be a vast expanse of salty water 
valued chiefly for transportation 
and source of rainfall. Yet it is verita- 
bly teeming with plant and animal life 
and its depths hold untold treasures. 
Its saltiness bas caused much incon- 
venience, for many, as Coleridge’s An- 
cient Mariner, have had parched throats 
with ‘“‘Water, water everywheré, nor 
any drop to drink.’’ Although appar- 
ently a nuisance and worthless, sea salt 
is nature’s. storehouse of treasures to 
the chemist, for it contains all the 
valuable constituents of the earth’s 
crust that have been leached out by the 
countless rains of former years. 

Although sea water is rather dilute, 
the amount of salt in the entire ocean 
ig tremendous, for the ocean is im- 
mense—about 189,000,000 square miles in 
area and 302,000,000 cubic miles in 
volume. Its average depth is over two 
miles and tts greatest known depth is 
about five miles. A gallon of sea water 
contains approximately a quarter of a 
pouhd of salt, and since the average 
density of rock salt Is 2.24 times that 
of water, the entire ocean, if dried up, 
‘would yield approximately four and a 
half cubic miles of salt. 

The beds of rock salt at Stassfurt, 
Germany ; Cheshire, England, and which 
underlie most of New York, Ohio, Michi- 
gan and Kansas, are dried-up inland 
séas. They are so extensive that they 
may supply the world with salt for 
hundreds of centuries to come; yet in 
comparison with the amount of salt in 
the ocean they are trivial indeed. 

In recent years geologists and as- 
tronomers have been interested in esti- 
mating the age of the earth. The ocean 
is a history book which contains the 
chemical records of the earth’s crust 
which was eroded and passed from view 
before. man’s appearance. The water 
emptied into the ocean by the rivers is 
such a dilute solution of salts that their 
presenve can scarcely. be detected by 
taste, and, moreover, much of this min- 
eral -matter is deposited in the ocean 
near its mouth in the form of lime and 
magnesia salts. “ Geologists have esti- 
mated the quantity of water flowing 
into the sea each year, the chemists have 
analyzed the weter from thousands of 
streams emptying into the sea, and have 
determined the total amount of sodium 
in the ocean. From these data various 
ecientists have estimated the age of the 
earth. Dr. F. W. Clarke has carefully 
considered all the information at hand 
and concluded that the age of the ocean, 
since the earth assumed its present 
form, is somewhat less than a hundred 
million years. — Z i 

Many Kinds of Salts. 

Sea water is mainiy a solution of com- 
mon. salt, Glauber’s salt, Epsom salt, 
sypsum,.and potassium chlori and 
walphate. Approximatély, three- 
of the saline matter is sodium choloride 


.or common salt, and it is in the prepa- 


ration of this Important substanea that 
sea water finds its principal use, 
‘since -man learned to cook his food salt 





dustry in nearly all warm, dry countries 
bordering the sea. In California salt 
of excellent quality is prepared from sea 
water. 

In addition to the salts named above, 
sea. water contains appreciable amounts 
of promine, iodine, iron, silicon, carbon- 
ate and phoSphate. Traces of fluorine, 
nitrogen, arsenic, boron, lithium, - rubi- 
dium, caesiuin, strontium, manganese, 
barium, aluminum, copper, zinc, silver, 
lead, cobalt, snickel,. gold and radium 
have been found.

While the density of sea water may 
vary slightly, the esseritial unfformity 
of the composition of ocean salts has 
been demonstrated. The differences in 
the results of hundreds of analyses pf 
the mineral salts are so slight that 
they may be attributed to differences 
in analytical methods or in the atomic 
weight factors used in the calculation. 

Samples of ocean water taken near the 
mouths of rivers show the effect of the 
dilution with fresh water. Around the 
poles. are areas of concentration, be- 
cause of the freezing of the surface, 
which removes néarly pure Water and 
leaves: a larg¢ pert of the salts behind. 
The density, and therefore the. salinity, 
of ocean water diminishes from the sur- 
face to a depth of 800 to 1,000 fathoms, 
and then increases to the bottom.

Science has never. developed a 
profitable method of extraction of this 
element from sea Water, but nature has. 
Many seaweeds extract iodine from the 
water in their life processes, By burn- 
ihg the seaweed and extracting the ash 
iodine is jobtatmed im the British Isles, 
Normandy, Norway and Japan. Potas- 
stum salts and bromine are by-products 
of the industry.

Joly 
has estimtaed that one cubic mile of sea 
water contains on the average 77 grams 
This is less than three 
ounces, but is more radium than has 
ever been separated, However, its radio- 
activity cannot be attributed solely to 
radium, and errors of great magnitude 
may have crept into the estimation. 

Such are the mineral treasures of the 
sea. As yet chemists have not learned 
to unlock many of thém from nature's 
latgest storehouse, but im this age of 
chemical and physival miracles, wao can 
say. that % cannot be done?

Sergeants were chosen rather than pa- 
trolmen, because it was thought that 
the sergeants were in a better position 
to instruct the boys, having’ had longer 
experience in service, knowing condi- 
tions better, perhaps, in their precincts, 
and being better known to the boys. So 
well have they done their work that in 
at least one precinct a whole gang of 
young lawbreakers, lads who were rap- 
idly becoming criminals, were converted 
into a Boy Scout troop. They, were 
seat up, marched into the police sta- 


ion and induced to take the Boy Scout; 


,oath and to promise to live up to Scout 
fideals. They were allowed to choose 
their leader from among their own 
“number, and they accepted without ob- 
jection the sergeant-supervisor whom 
the precinct captain assigned to the 
troop. It would be difficult to estimate 
how much good was done by this one 
stroke of sociological uplift. 5 
“My belief is,’’ says Supreme Court 
Justice James C. Cropsey, whose under- 
standing’ of, the subject is based on 
‘twelve years’ experience, first as Police 
Commissioner, then as Distrit Attorney 
of Kings County and afterward in the 
position he now holds, g‘that the main 
factor behind all this criminality is lack 
of good leadership. In almost every in- 
stance I have found that the young crim- 
fal brought before me has been influ- 
enced by wrong associates and wrong as- 
sociations. Some people say crime is 
hereditary. Maybe they are right, but I 
will say that I have not found it so my- 
‘Belf. I am convinced that crime can be 
‘prevented if it is handled right from the 
*-deginning. The young burglar or gun- 
y man brought to trial before me is not, in 
‘my opinion, a product of heredity. He 
is the victim of bad leadership, of harm- 
@ul environment, of the wrong kind of 
aesociations. If he had been taken in 
time, there is no reason why he should 
ve become a criminal.’ 
?°To quote Justice Cropsey further: ‘The 
thoy who grows up witout good leader- 
ship, either in his home or outside, has 
no real standard to judge himself by. 
He runs loose, gets in with lawless char- 
acters and eventually is arrested and 
sent to prison. Boys are notevicious at 
ksart. Most of them are inclined by 
natural instinct to do the right thing. 
But every natural; boy has the gang 
spirit, and the trouble is that unless he 
fs guided‘ at the start he gets in with 
the wrong kind of gang—the kind that is 
lorded ov@ by a crook and made up of 
undesirab The boy, naturally a hero 
rorshipper, soon becomes a stanch ad- 
r of his new leader, gradually 
opting: his ways and his practices.

tract the boy’s interest and to hold: his 
Lattention under the voluntary leadership 
of men and to supply a more or less 
definite and flexible program which the 
boy can easily grasp. The program of- 
fers the things that normal, natural 
boys’ are interested in—things that har- 
‘monize with their instinctive love of out 
of doors and start them thinking along 
wholesome lines. It helps them to re- 
main boys as long as they are boys and 
to. become men naturally. One of the 
principal items in the program is play. 
All kinds of games, especially group 
games in which large numbers of boys 
can take part, are encouraged. If the 
boy shows aptitude for mechanical, 
scientific or other intellectual pursuits, 
every attempt is made to increase his 
interest. In short, the aim is to keep 
his mind active along healthful lines. 

There seems to be a notton that Scout- 

ing deals only with boys who do not need 
it and fails to reach the boys who need 
it most; in’ other words, that it merely 
improves the good boys and does nothing 
for the bad ones. This contention, as 
applied to Brooklyn at least, is inac- 
curate, : 
_‘‘In Brooklyn,” says Justice Cropsey, 
‘‘most of our Scouts come from families 
that are far from well to do, many of 
them are without parents, and most of 
them come: from the most thickly set- 
tled parts of the borough. Much more 
than a majority of Boy Scouts are boys 
who need good leadership and proper 
companionship. Our main endeavor is to 
extend Scouting among the boys of that 
type. We realize that there are many 
thousands of boys still to be reached, 
and the need is for men who will volun- 
teer to be their leaders. 

“Every man who ‘works with a troop 
of Boy Scouts is a volunteer, serving 
without pay. There are no exceptions to 
this rule. There is need for hundreds of 
additional men who will render this ser- 
ce. We could just as easily have 85,000 
Boy Scouts in Brooklyn as 8,500, if we 
had ten times as many men to give a 
little of their time as leaders of the 
boys.”’ 

Few Boys at Church. 

Justice. Cropsey voices a strong plea 
for religion. ‘‘Most criminals profess 
some religion,’’ he says, ‘‘but they don’t 
follow it. The fact is, very few go to 
any church of any faith. My own be- 
Hef is. that the greatest deterrent to 
crime is religion—I don’t care what re- 
ligion, for they all make for good. We 
have plenty of churches, but they are 
not filled. And we have plerity of min- 
isters—good ones, too—but it is impos- 
sible for thém to reach every one. The 
men of Brooklyn could get some of the 
boys into the churches if they would zo 
to church themselves, but the great 
bulk of the people in Brooklyn do not 
go to any ehurch. It is a hard problem 
to expect boys of parents who don’t go 
to church to be good church boys.” 

Two years ago a census showed that 
there were 138,000 boys between the ages 
of 12 and 18 in Brooklyn. A special in- 
vestigation conducted by the Boy Scouts 
revealed that out of this number onlv 
30,000 were under religious influence of 
any kind. The vast number of those 
boys should attend Sunday school, but 
since boys of that age have exaggerated 
ideas regarding manliness,. they refuse 
to attend Sunday schools. They want 
to be with men, and they find few men 
in the Sunday schools. ¥ 

‘“‘Among all of the young. criminals 
that have come to my notice,”’ says Jus- 
tice Cropsey, ‘“‘not one was going to 
Sunday school at the time he committed 
his crime. Some had gone at one time. 
Whenever I asked one of them why he 
had stopped going, he replied, ‘I got too

ie’ to go te Bunded eanbcl.” What he 
really meant was that he had attained 
the sensitive age of manfulness which 
disdains the company of women and 
children. If there had. been a large 
group of men in his Sunday school, he 
would not have got too big to go.” . 
Since it became evident that organized 
religion was not meeting the require- 
ments of the situation, it was realized 
that the boy problem wotld have to be 
reached in still another way. It was 
this realization that helped to stimulate 
@ widespread interest in the Boy Scout 
movement in Greater New York, for 
this organization welcomes all religions, 
without discrimination. About half of 
the Brooklyn Boy Scouts are Jews, and 
the other half are- Catholics and Pro- 
testants. A Scout believes in “God, but 
need follow no particular faith; and 
no religious instruction or education is 
attempted. -Scouts are encouraged to go 
to church, however, and to attend the 
Sunday school of their faith. . The re- 
sults have demonstrated, says Justice 
Cropsey, that boys grow up to be right 
thinking, honorable, desirable citizens. 
More than that, it has been found that 
they naturally become interested in 
their religion and take active part in 
some phase of religious work. 

Better Guidance, Fewer Arrests. 

“During the past fi years, or 
since the Boy Scout movement was be- 
gun in Brooklyn,’’ the Justice points out, 
“only five Scouts in. this dorough *ave 
gotten into trouble with the police. This 
is a remarkably small number when 
compared with the proportion of boys 
that have been tried and sentenced out 
of the total number of Brooklyn youths. 
Each year many thousand people are 
convicted of crime im this city. Out of 
this number more than 90 per cent. are 
males and 80 per cent. are under 25 
igen of age. 

“The statistics for the year io24 show 
an‘increase of 8 per cent. in the County 
Court of Kings County in the number of 
convictions of men under 25,.and these 
convictions were for the most serious of- 
fences, These cases d@ not include the 
large number of petty crimes,® or those 
committed by boys under 16 whose ages 
spare them from arraignment in. the 
higher courts. It is apparent, therefore, 
that the present experiment which the 
Police Department and the Boy Scout 
organization are working out is highly 
important and deserving of every en- 
couragement. If every boy in the United 
States had the advantages of proper 
leadership, thé time would come when 
our fbenitentiaries would be virtually 
empty, and a golden era of manhood 
would be reached that would surpass 
anything ever known before in history. 

‘What we need to accomplish this is 
more leaders, thousands more vofunteers 
—men who will give a little of them- 
selves in much the same way that the 
police sergeants are doing in Brooklyn.”’ 


New York’s Boys. 


There is a total enrollment of 23,100 
Boy Scouts between the ages of 12 and 
18 in the five boroughs of New York to- 
day. In addition, there are 3,000 volun- 
teer leaders, men of all ages and all sta- 
tions in life: The census shows that in 
Greater New York there are more than 
500,000 boys of Scout age. Among this 
great number are the criminals of to- 
morrow—today innocent accomplices of 
criminal associates. Instead of some day 
being sentenced to long terms in prison 
or to the electric chair these boys might 
become decent and useful citizens. 

No body of_men is more anxious to 
give the boys a chance than the police 
themselves, who know that the best way 
to stamp out crime is to keep it from 
taking root. 

‘It is fervently hoped,”’ Justice Crop- 
sey concludes, ‘‘that .the Brooklyn ex- 
periment will be adopted by all of the 
five boroughs and in time by the nation. 
It is one of the simplest and most prac- 
tical ways of handling a serious situ- 


ation which, allowed to grow, will 
blight our growing generations and un- 





dermine our social structure.”’

entists sailing from San Francisco on 
March 7 will disembark aft Shanghai, 
entrain for Peking, and there climb into 
automobiles that will\take ‘them. 900 
miles across country into the unexplored 
fastnesses of Mongolia. Last year the 
Third Asiatic Expedition’ brought back 
from contiguous territory along the Gobi 
Desert the now familiar dinosaur eggs, 
the first of the kind ever discovered. 


This expeditionary force, augmented 
by a dozen competent scientists, is now 
about to start on its third year’s work 
in the basins of the Altai Mountains, 
one of Mongolia’s low-lying ranges, a 
field acknowledged by experts in view 
of recent discoveries to be a-likely place 
for fauna and fossils of the Stone Age. 
New territory to the north of that which 
yielded not only the dinosaur eggs but 
more important finds is the 1925 objec- 
tive of the Third Asiatic Expedition of 
the American Museum of Natural 
History. 


Word has been received at the Mu- 
seum from Roy Chapman Andrews, head 
of the expedition, who has been several 
months in China making preliminary ar- 
rangements, that everything is in readi- 
ness for the long trek into unknown 
places. It is reported that the pleas- 
antest relations have been established 
with the Governments of both Mongolia 
and China, those countries ‘cffering 
every assistance in the great hunt for 
new evidence of man’s origin. 


Country Never Inhabited. 


At expedition headquarters-in Peking 
sufficient provisions have been assem- 
bled to last the party through the Sum- 
mer and the transporting of this stock 
is one of the big jobs. Several tons 
of flour and rice have been purchased 
and shipped. to Kalgan, whence all sup- 
plies must to the interior by camel. 
From Kalgan, the gateway to Mongolia, 
150 camels loaded with tents, fur-lined 
sleeping bags and food have already 

farted on their way to Tsagan Nor. 
the. district in Central Mongolia from 
which the expedition started. its last 
year’s work. 

From Tsagan Nor the party will pros-

It may be 
that the anthropoid type of ape-will also 
be found, along with other primates 
pointing toward human ancestry. 


Light Sought on Animal Migrations. 


*‘Work accomplished in Mongolia has 
already given us a line on the animals 
that lived in Central Asia through the 
age of reptiles and the age of mam- 
mals,” continued Dr. Matthews. ‘‘The 
dinosaur, of which there are so many 
species, has been found there; the giany 
rhinoceros, rodents and ruminants or 
cud-chewing animals like cattle and 
sheep. 

“Specimens brought back by the party 
fulfill what we have been looking for, 
but we need more material to fill up ex- 
isting gafs. We want to know more 
about the ancestors of the higher types 
of quadrupeds, Whether the ancestors 
of some. of the animals found in other 
parts of the world migrated from Asia, 
whether the antestors of some of the 


other parts of the world, we do not yet 
know. Material found in the Gobi has 
filled in some of the gaps and very im- 
portant ones too, but not all of them.” 
According to Dr. Matthews the amount 
of territory covered by the Andrews 
party will depend entirely upon the 
richness of the field. If they are fortu- 
nate in discovering an usual number 
of. specimens they may not cover more 
than two hundred miles. If, on the 
other hand, fossil deposits prove thin 
and scattered, they may cover three or 
four times that amount of territory: 


25-Milion-Year-Old Skull. 


The bulk of the work already done by 
the Third Asiatic Expedition has been 
southwest of Urga, the largest city in 
Mongolia. The new trail to be blazed 
will be more to the north, in the general 
direction of Russian Turkestan. It was 
not far from the border of Russian 
Turkestan, where it abuts Mongolia, 
that the most complete skeleton, of the 
giant rhinoceros, according t scien- 
tists, who found by a Russian archaeolo- 
gist. The American Museums only speci- 
men of this great quadruped, which 
roamed the world some twenty-five mil- 
tion years ago, is a skull found on the 
flanks of the Altai Mountains in Mon- 
golia by a member of the Andrews party 
and brought back last year. ~

RADIO BRINGS CHINA 





Nn spite of the continued disorders in 
China and the uncertainty and in- 
firmity of the Peking Government, 

the United States soon is to acquire a 
long-deferred system of direct radio 
communication with China for the un- 
interrupted and economical exchange of 
news and commercial messages. 

The impulse of this innovation, which 
has received the consent of the Chinese 
Government, has “also brought abofit 
within the last few months a notable 
expanse of added facilities of com- 
munication, including the providing of 
newly organized special American press 
services by the United Press Association 
and a combined service in which The 
Associated Press cooperates with Reu- 
ter’s Agency. . 

These services of American news are 
now taken by several score of Chinese- 
language newspapers, besides most of 
the English-speaking press. of the treaty 
ports, and are a novel and expanding de- 
velopment in the Far East. 

The radio installation, which indirectly 
started all this activity, is to build its 
Chinese high-power unit at Shanghai, 
under the auspices of the Federal Tele-

Thousands of School Children. Were ih Tune With the 
Capitol—Voices of Codlidge and Taft Broadcast to 
Every City and Hamlet From Coast to Coast 


x microphones hanging from a 
a ‘tramnework over the coat of~“arms 


warded every sound over land 
wires to twenty-four broadcasting sta~ 
tions scattered from coast to coast. 

WEAF, New York, and twenty other 

broadcasters were connected with two of 
the milerophones; the transmitters of 
WIZ, WRC, WGY and WBZ were con- 
nected with two other microphones and 
the remaining two pick-up devices for- 4 
warded the sound to the public address 
system of horns distributed around the 
Capitol and among the crowd, In each 
case one microphone was for emergency, 
only one betrig used by each group for 
actual broadcasting of the President’s 
address. Gtaham McNamee, one of 
WEAE”’s announcers, told the story to 
the audience of the Broadway station 
and twenty other stations located from 
Boston to San Francisco. Norman PB. 
Brokenshire, one of WJZ’s announcers, 
did the broadcasting for the Aeolian Halil 
station and the trio of stations linked 
“with ft. 
. WEAF’s arinouncer was located in a 
booth, buflt for the occasion, at the left. 
of the, President as he faced the audi- 
ence. The booth was about fifty. feet 
away from the microphories and seldom 
shows in the pictures of the inaugura- 
tion because it was hidden from view by 
the pillars. 

The announcer of the Radio Corpora- 
tion of America was on the. opposite side 
of the Capitol steps, but was in the 
open, as no booth wae used. 

W. C. Johnstone assisted McNamee at 
thé booth by acting as a central oper- 
ator. He wore a héadset and had a tele- 
phone transmitter which kept him in 
communication with the tontrol room 
located underneath the steps of the Cap- 
ditol, and with the Washington office of 
the Bell system, from which point all the 
land wires radiated to the different see- 
tions of the country. Johnstone was also 
in constant communication with the an- 
nouncer and with an operator located 
about fifty feet away \near the band 
stand. It was the duty of the sentinel 
near the musicians to signal over an 
order wire to the announcer’s booth that 
the band was about to play, and he also 
flashed the name of the selection. Then 
Johnstone notified MoNamee, who an- 
nounced it over the air. The order wire | 
leading from the booth to the control 
room was then used to fell the operators

NOTES FROM RADIO BROADCASTING STATIONS 





MCA, Hotel McAlpin, New York, 
has temporarily discontinued 
brogdeasting’ pending the assign- 

ment of a new wave length. The station 
was originally granted the 428-meter 
Wave, but this was found to. conflict 
with the wave of WSB, Atlanta. Of- 
ficlals at WMCA expressed willingness 
to divide time with the Atlanta station, 
but as yet no arrangements have been 
completed. The. Government then as- 
signed the 302-meter wave, but found 
that this had been relegated to a sta- 
tion in the West, and then authorized 
258 meters as the wave on which WMCA 
should send out its programs. 

However, officials at WMCA felt that 
a higher wave length would be more 
desirable and are now in Washington tof 
confer with representatives of the De- 
partment of Commerce. Due to the in- 
augural ceremonies which took place last 
week the conference will not take place 
until this week, when it is expected that 
either. a higher wave length will be 
granted or that some arrangement will 
be reached whereby the McAlIpin and the 
Atlanta stations will usé the same wave 
of 428 meters and divide their time on 
the air.

wave prodyced by any transmitting set 
which produces an equivalent effect. 


.& continuous wave is a form of electro- 
magnetic wave having a constant am- 
plitude and no damping, as distinguished 
from the discontinuous highly damped 
Wave produced by a spark transmitter, 
To say that a wave is highly damped 
means that the intensity of Rp wna wave, 
at any given point in space, gradually 
dies away. If the intensity falls off 
rapidly, the damping is said to be high. 
Thus there are two distinct typés of 
radio wdéves—damped and undamped. 
Undampeé waves may be produced by 


-|an electrie are, high-frequency alterna- 


tor or by vacuum tubes. The aro was 
replaced by the high-frequency alterna- 
tor ‘and it ts likely that the high power, 
water-cooled vacuum tubes“will replace 
the expensive and cumbersome altérna~ 
tor equipments as used at many of the 
big stations today. 

Undamped waves are noted for the 
extreme sharpness of the radiated wave, 
which permits selective tuning and there- 
fore minimum interference. Higher 
transmitting speed can also bé attained 
with undamped waves. A “‘pure’’ wave 
is one having at least ten times the 
energy of any dther wave which may be 
radiated from the circuit. Such a wave 
necessitates sharp turing. A broad 
wave is ome ‘which is not sharply 
fined and can be heard on a number'of 
different wave lengths. Adjustment of 
the coils and condensers‘in the trans- 
mitting circuit determines whether the 
radiated wave is sharp or broad. If it is 
broad it will cause interference because 
receiving operators will find it difficult 
to tune out. 

Coupled Circuits—Amateur stations 
must use circuits coupled to.the radiat- 
ing system or devices that will produce 
equivalent effects to minimize key im- 
pacts; harmonics and plate supply, modu- 
lation, except in cases where loops are 
used as radiators. .Conductive coupling, 
eveh although .loose,- will not be per- 
mitted. 

Power Supply—No restrictions will be 
imposed relative to the character of 
power supply, provided the emitted wave 
is defined sharply. 

Stations' Licensed—Licenses issued for 
amateur stations will authorize the use 
of any or all of the wave lengths allo- 
cated for: amateur use, provided the 
transmitter meets the requirements ot 
the above regulations. No alteration in 


results in changing the character of 
the emitted wave except under authority 
granted by the Supervisor of Radio. 
Intercommunication—Amateur stations 
are not permitted to communicate with 
commercial or Government stations un- 
less authorized by the Secretary of Com- 
merce, except in an emergency or for 
testing perronee. This restriction does 


not apply to communication with small 
ami gh craft such as yachts and motor- 


tablishing communication with com- 
mercial or Government stations.

amateur station licenses, owners a = 
tions holding gach licenses will b * 
mitted to.continue the use of their Py 
calls under regular amateur station 
licenses...

The “applause” has not only in- 
~@feased in volume, but is becoming an 
‘important factor in the development of 
radio. In an earlier stage of the indus- 
‘try thousands of cards and letters 
poured into the stations gat the 
enthusiasm of the audience. They were 


for the most part merely friendly wishes. 


or some general expression of pleasure. 
Such applause encouraged the performer 
as well as those concerned in broadcast- 
img the programs. 

Today the majority of the letters 
making up the ‘‘applause’’ have a more 
~~ gerious’ purpose. They. are” becoming 

-.more specific in their discussion of radio 
problems. Out of this great volume 

of correspondence comes an immense 

amount of serious constructive praise 
and criticism. A year or more ago the 
-vadio fan was content to pick up a card 
supplied by some advertising concern to 
be readily filled out by writing a few 
words on the dotted lines. Such “‘ap- 
plause’’ was friendly and encouraging. 

The applause nowadays is made up 
very largely of serious business com- 
munications. The radio fan asks a be- 
wildering variety of questions and ex- 
pects. helpful answers. The change is 
partially explained by the fact no doubt 
that the great radio public now includes 
people of every conceivable’ point of view 
and interest. 
broadcast again touch every side of life, 
and are coming more and more to have 
@ practical application to the most 
serious interests. The radio fan is no 
longer content merely to express his 
pleasure in a program. He finds new 
interests every day and tries to get the 
most out of them. 

The daily program touches practically 
every phase of life or is rapidly coming 
to do so. The broadcasting station thus, 
becomes a great clearing house of in- 

. formation. If one wants information in 
any way related to music, the-educa- 
tional features, the business’ interests 
touched upon, in short, a thousand in- 
terests of the clients of the stations, the 
radio station is apparently considered to 
be the most gonvenient source of infor- 
mation in the world.

the size of the audidnces daily 
listen in on the hundreds of broadcast- 
stations it is naturally very. ample. 
cite actual ‘figures, a single New 
‘York station, WEAF, recebued during 
‘the month of January 54,000 letters from 
its invisible audience. . The monthly 
average for 1924 was 17,000 letters. Ob- 
viously the handling of such a volume 
of mail calls for spécial system and or- 
ganization. The radio fans who con- 
tribute to this tonnage of mail.may be 
interested to know what becomes of ‘his 
or her letter, and the machinery put in 
motion to bring him a’ prompt and intel- 
ligent answer. Similar methods are nl 
lowed in other stations which find th 
selves confronted with the. same prob- 
lem. 

A considerable clerical force is engaged 
to handle the ‘‘applause’’ and gaes about 
the work in a thoroughly business-like 
manner. All letters received are as a 
rule first sorted out into three general 
divisions. The letters addressed directly 
to the artist fall into one class. The 
letters addressed to the ‘broadcasting 
station direct are kept apart, while ail 
communications addressed te the firms 
using. the facilities of the station’ 
kept out for further sorting. The 
ment the letters have thus been sorted 
out they are routed or sent through the 
special channels which assure their 
prompt delivery to the proper destina- 
tion. 

The letters addressed to the various 
artists are not opened, but are consid- 
ered in a sense private, and are prompt- 
ly forwarded to the address left by the 
artist. Many letterg reach stations ad- 
dressed to artists who have been broad- 
cast from other stations, but these are 
as far as possible sent to the proper 
address. The communications sent di- 
rectly to the firms using- the station’s 
facilities are also forwarded in the same 
way. 

By far the greater part of the mail, 
however, must be opened by the clerical 
force of the broadcasting station.

“DEVICE for accurately measuring, 
the efficiency of the’ completed re- 
ceiving set has been developed in 

the laboratories of the Atwater-Kent

Every set.manufactured in the ‘ites 
is now subjected to a test with the new 
device. Its use supplants the former 
method of: testing solely by ear—a 
method which lacked scientific precision 
and which was dependent for its efficacy 
on the skill of the tester.

Thirty men are employed as 
Each one works at a stand equipped 
with a standard set—with which the 
newly completed receivers are compared 
—and two oscillators. These oscillators, 
one with a high, the other with a low 
wave length, cotrespond to broadcasting 
stations. For testing purposes, how- 
ever, the oscillators are considered su- 
perior to actual broadcasts since they 
never vary and are not affected by the 
atmospheric conditions. Defects which 
might not appear ,in receiving actual 
broadcasts are easily detected when 
tuning in the oscillators. 


In testing, the set is.first examined 
carefully for loose wires-and stray bits 
of solder. When the tester has made 
certain there are no visible defects, both 
rheostats are turned toward the maxi- 
mum position, a tube ‘is inserted and the 
switch turned on. If the tube: lights 
properly the remaining tubes*®are in- 
serted and the set is put through a 
series of tests: The accuracy of the set 
is measured on both the high and low 
wave length oscillators. 

The output meter must show that 
the set is at least equal to the 
standard set with which it is being 
compared. -There is a careful check 
with each one of the dials. If the meter 


shows variations, testers reject the set. 


Meter readings of the rheostats, also, 
are compared with the standard set, and 
where thé comparison is slightly unfa- 
vorable, rejection follows. After the 
meter readings, the 
tester dons the head phones, puts the 
set through various paces, and listens 
for the presence of audio frequency de- 
fects. Scratching, for example, may 
indicate metallic matter between the 
plates, or that plates are coming in con- 
tact with each other. So carefully are 
the examinations made that the stand- 
ard set is checked several times every 
hour, and the tubes for the standard and 
test sets are interchanged twice dally. 
In the few months that the new tester 
has been used it has been found to have 
anh enormously important advantage ‘in

Grid Leak Is Important. 

Wireless operators found that a pen- 
cil line or a smear of ink connecting 
the grid leak to the grid element made 
@ very ‘considerable difference in the 
sensitivity of their receiving set. Even- 
tually manufacturers of wireless equip- 
ment incorporated a crude! high resis- 
tance to accomplish this result, and it 
was called a ‘‘grid leak.’’ \ 

Since the advent of broadcasting the 
grid leak has become more popular. 
Changes in tube construction, as re- 
gerds the Various voltages used for their 
operation, erent types of filaments, a 
multiplicity of circuits, all mean a dif- 
ferent value of grid leak for most effi- 
ctent operation. 

When: the specifications call for ‘‘one 
meg”. or “two meg” grid leak, they mean 
that 1,000,000 or 2,000,000 ohms of re- 
sistance are required to enable the ac- 
cumulated charge of the incoming signal 


‘to leak off the grid of the tubes in time 


for the grid to be free for the succeeding 
electric charge. <A simple analogy may 
be made of the carburetor of an automo- 
bile. The motor is the detector tube of 
the receiver, the carburetor the grid 
leak. If the carburetor is fed too much 


reliable type. Carbon paper, impregnat- 
ed paper or pencil mark grid leaks, 
when examined under a microscope, look 
much like sandpaper, and when 
electrical current is passed through 
them, as is constantly occurring in the 
grid circuit of the detector tube, a 
minute arcing effect is noticed, so small 
as to be invisible, but its effect can eas- 
ily be heard as a hissing; rushing sound. 
This very considerably affects the qual- 
ity and sensitivity of the receiver. The 
latest grid leaks are metalized. Ordi- 
narily these values are correct:

LISTENING-IN QN THE RADIO 





LISTENERS to stations WJZ and 
WdJY have not heard the familiar 
“AON” announcing—or ‘“AJN,” 

“ALN’’ or “ATN”’ as the case may be. 
The announcers are identifying them- 
selves by their own names. 

The change tm policy, which took ef- 
fect on the first of March, is the result 
of the increased attention to the art of 
announcing exercised by WJZ and WJY. 

The history of the famous ‘‘A-N” an- 
nouncing family is an interesting one. 
When WJZ first opened in Newark the 
question arose as to how the announcer 
should identify himself. To avdjid any 
misapprehension bythe audience that 
the announcer was a performer, the use 
of initials was decided upon. he ‘‘A”’ 
stood for ‘‘Announcer’’; the middle and 
distinguishing initial was the first letter 
of the announcer’s last name, and the 
*"N”’ stood for ‘“Newark.’* 





Then WJZ moved to Néw York, in

should the New York municipa] station 
be known’ as WNYC, a combination of 
letters that fairly represents the name 
of the municipality, while other stations 
function under designations that ap- 
parently have no relation to their official 
titles. Further, what jis the purpose of 
the constantly recurring letter ‘“W’’ in 
the combinations of letters?—M. T. 
Answer—The London International Ra- 
diotelegraphic Conference made @ par- 
tial allotment of call letters among na- 
tions which signed the convention, and 
the: International Bureau at Berne, with 
the consent of such nations, has modi- 
fied and added to this assignment of 
call letters. The call letters assigned to 
the United States are all three and four 
letter combinations, beginning with the 
letter N and all calls beginning with the 
letter W, and all combinations from KDA 
to KZZ, inclusive. The international call 
letters assigned to the United States are 
reserved for Government stations and 
stations open to public and limited com- 
mercial service. All com be- 
ginning with the letter N are reserved 
for Government stations, and, in ad- 
dition, the combinations from WUA-: to 
WVZ and WXA to W2ZZ are reserved 
for stations of the United States Army. 
During the war the combinations of 
three letters beginning with K, W.and N 
were exhausted, and it was necessary 
to assign combinations of four letters 
beginning with K, W and N. Operators 
should be careful in transmitting call 
letters to avoid cohfusion between the 
three and the four letter combinations. 
Numerous stations have requested calls 
that signify their name, such as WRBO, 
which represents the Reo Motor Com- 
pany’s station; WLIT, Lit Brothers; 
WPSC, Penn State College. © 


Question—I have an aerial 100 feet long 
and 45 feet of intake wire. It is impos- 
sible for me to shorten this aerial, as I 
cannot get on ‘the building where ft is 
fastened.- The stations come in very 
noisy and I have been told that a@ con- 
denser placed between the aerial and 
ground will overcome the trouble, What 
can I do to stop the trouble?—H, -M. 
Answer—A more detailed description of 
the noise is needed before the question 
can be definitely answered, The length 
of the antenna does not cause the noise. 
A condenser in series with the antenna 
or ground will help to reach the lower 
wave lengths but will not necessarily 
eliminate the noise, which may be 
caused by induction.

Question—What causes whistling in

with certain voices. At times the effect 
is much like the Sound of a person who 
has lost certain teeth or has an im- 
properly fitted set of false teeth.

Federal con- 
trol of stations received five votes; a tax 
on tubes, three votes and a tax on parts 
feceived one vote. . 


’ Phonograph dealers, radio retailers, 
Manufacturers, jobbers and broadcasting 
stations answered the question touching 
’ @m many important phases of the prob- 
lem. The question was based on the 
theory that broadcasting ; continuance 
fas promised the public ‘by the sale of 
Teceiving sets, with the further idea that 
better broadcasting programs would 
mean increased sales for radio merchan- 


A number of suggestions were made 
by correspondents representing the fore- 
most concerns in the industry. The prin- 
cipal idea expressed was that the in- 
dustry should not be taxed to support 
broadcasting. In every .instance the 
correspondents believed.that the broad- 
casting stations were receiving ample re- 
turns in the form of publicity to justify 
their existence. Alfred L. Smith, Gen- 
eral Manager of the Music Industries 
Chamber of Commerce, pointed out that 
@ strong trade association operating 
stations offered the best plan of financ- 
ing broadcasting. ‘‘Advertising is the 
logical way to pay for broadcasting,”’ 
declared Edward H. Jewett, President of 
the Jewett Radio and Phonograph Com- 
pany. ‘‘Its results will be so profitable 
that broadcasters will be able to secure 

. the services of the best artists avail- 
able,’ added Mr. Jewett. 


stand that<a 2 per cent. tax on radio 
equipment would do, more to hinder the 
sales of radio equipment and hurt the 
industry than any other agency. In the 
opinion of the Central States Electric 
Company, Kansas City, Mo., the tax 
would be unfair to the ultimate con- 
sumer, The dominant keynote conveyed 
by Harry Alter, President of the Harry 
Alter Company, Chicago, seemed to ex- 
press the general sentiment of the 
majority of those who answered the 
questionnaire. He declared ‘that ‘‘con- 
ditions are not ripe in the industry at 
the present time for a tax of this nature. 
A point of stability should be reached 
before such a tax should ‘be assessed.” 
Against Federal Control. 


In the event of such a tax being en- 
forced many of the correspondents took 
the stand that its distribution, unless 
placed in the proper hands, would be 
the means of misappropriation, possibil- 
ity of dishonesty and perhaps unfairness 
in allotting the fund subscribed to the 
various stations. The prospect of Fed- 
eral control was commended by many, 
but the majority was not in favor of 
such a plan. 


The control of radio in England was 
strongly stressed by many correspond- 
ents, but when consideration is made of 
the fact that only 1,000,000 sets are in 
operation in that country there was no 
reasonable ground for comparison. The 
possibility of Government ownership of 
Stations aroused no gréat interest, many 
writers pointing out that it offered 
numerous disadvantages and would be 
unfair to the present operators. 

L. B. Reid of the American Electric 
Company, Jasper, Mo., made the lowest

VER. since! ‘the blazing beacon 
fire of the Pharos. tawer at 
“Alexandria flashed. across the 
blackness of night to guide the 
roaming galleys safely into har- 
bor, there have been lighthouses... Down 
through the centuries fgom the very 


mists of antiquity their signals have}. 


burned—to clumsy trireme,.swift clipper 
ship and racing transatlantic liner alike. 
The lighthouse on the lonely isle or on 
the bleak headland has had woven about 
it many a tale tinged with atmosphere 
And now comes a new departure in 
the shape ‘of lighthouses—an odd, steel 
structure in the Firth of Forth. which 
marks the latest advance in the science 
of signals at sea. For this new lJight- 
‘ - house sends not a beam of light, but 
flashes of sound, over a system of wire- 
less transmission to ‘be caught by. ships 
nearing the coast on stormy nights 
when the curtain of darkness and fog 
is drawn over the waters. 


Doubtless it will do its duty ' well. 
Doubtless also it will perform: a ser- 
vice that no beacon flare could equal. 
But none the less it can never dim the 
vivid pages that have been written into 
the story of the Hghthouses of the 
world. Theirs has been a service to 
mariners of untold value. Flashing 
across. the tossing waters they have 
saved innumerabic, vessels from jagged 
reef and treacherous coast.. They have 
been the living symbol of home and of 
safety around the world froma the Ma- 
lacca Straits to the coast of Newfound- 
land. . x 

Pharos And Ite Successors. 

It is a long way from the wood fire of 
the.Pharos pile, in its day one ‘of the 
Seven Wonders of the World, to such 
famous beacons as the Eddystone Light 
in the English Channel and Minot’s 
Ledge off Boston Harbor. A long way, 
indeed, and one plentifully sprinkled 
with tales of almost unbelievable engi- 
neering skill and daring, of heroism 
among roaring waves, and of steady 
progress toward achievement in’ the face 
of tremendous eleméntalodds. For six: 
teen centuries the Pharos beacon shone 

- and then it disappeared, how no man 
can. tell.’ But it had’#hown the way to 
the ancients and from: that date on the 
lighthouse was’ a’ boon’ to’ mariners. 

From the’ rocky headlands of Britain 
and of Spain in those ‘far-off times the 
beacon firés burned on' the‘top of towers. 
The Romans’ brought the ‘lighthouse to 
Britain and still, on the cliffs of Dover, 
there are to be seen remains of their 
handiwork. The nations were going to 
‘gea and -their voyagers must be pro- 
tected. And so in the course of time 
one of the strangest lighthouses ever 
built towered on an island in the Gi- 
ronde River, where it runs into the Bay 
of Biscay. 

Louis de Foix, who built’ it, took 
twenty-seven years to the task. When 
he had completed it there stood forth 
the most magnificent lighthouse in all 
history. For it was not only a light- 
house but a church and a king’s palace, 
with sculptures and pillars and Corin- 
thian columns and priceless tapestries 
about its walls. Above, from the top of 
the tower, flashed the flames of the bea- 
con. The wild hordes of, the French 
Revolution came and pillaged it from 
top to bottom, but. still it stands as a 
monument to the magnificent vision of 
its creator. 

The tides were: treacherous in those 
days and the reefs that dotted the Eng- 
lish Channel caught and hammered into 
fragments many a gallant ship. At the 
present date there is probably no stretch 
of water so carefully guarded by lght- 
houses as that from the Eddystone Light 
to Lizard Head along the Southwest 
coast of England. Through the centuries 
that wicked area of water has been a 
veritable graveyard of ships and each 
generation has seen a sturdy effort to 
throw up beacon towers for the _ pro- 
tection of the seafarers. 


First Eddystone Light. 


It was a country squire who first 
brought forward the idea of. building a 
lighthouse on the deadly Eddystone Reef, 
sixty miles east of the Lizard. That was 
as far back as 1699. The tower that he 
put up was a crazy wooden thing, or- 
nately carved and gilded. And ‘then 
came the great storm of 1703. When 
the waves subsided the lighthouse, its 
builder and five keepers had disappeared. 

Again the building of Eddystone Light 
was essayed, this time by John Rud- 
yerd. There ‘was war with France and 
a French privateer, descending on the 
reef, carried away the entire crew of 
workers as prisoners of war. Promptly 
they were taken to the court of Louis 
XIV. and as promptly they were sent 
back with all honors by that broad- 
minded morarch. 

“Their work is for humanity,’’ he’ de- 
clared, ‘‘I am not at war with them.” 

So, in -the end, a second lighthouse 
fashioned of wood sprang up and lasted 
until it was destroyed by fire. The day 
of the wooden tower was passing. It 
was determined that the next lighthouse 
should be of masonry, and for 120 years 
the successor to Rudyerd’s ill-fated light 
defied the elements. In the end it was 
superseded by the present eight-story 
structure, bullt by Sir James Douglass 
at a cost of $296,275. 

All through the channel of the Scilly 
Islands stand the lighthouses of Eng- 
land. No one of them has a. more vivid 
history than thet of Bishop: Rock, off 
which in the old days three ships of 
the fleet of Sir Cloudesley Shovel went 
down with the loss of 2,000 men. The 
full sweep of the Atlantic.pounds in on 
Bishop Rock. Again and again it tore 
away the foundations as the lighthouse 
builders strove toa put up their tower. 
At last it was up and keepers were 
Placed in residence... Their life was 
unendurable. Roaring and howling 
through nights of gales; the-Atlantic 
shook the tower from top to. bottom— 
the-#eas dashed themselves against its 
walls so that the guardians of the light 
had to converse in shouts, the waves 
at times crashed clear over the light 

wuwitseif. and once tore. away a 500-pound 
fog-bell. -Ht---proved impossible for 
human nature to withstind-the \menace 
of the elements for any length of time. 
And so on Bishop Rock the tour of 
duty was made a month at the light 


and two weeks ashore. ¢

Nor to this}day aces any one know 
“what happened to the keepers of the 


twenty years ago. The relief boat ar- 
rived and found the lighthouse deserted. 
There was no sign of the three men 
who should have been there. The light 
itself had burned out; it had not gone 
out from neglect. The last entry in the 
‘lighthouse log was of a week previous. 
The lighthouse k: had disappeared, 
and the only the advanced was that 
they had been blown from the gallery 
‘during a storm. 

Wolf Rock, where the seas, driven into 
a hollow space in the reef, howl like a 
wild animal; Longships, the Kingdom of 
Heaven—these are some of the famous 
lights of England. But a light which 
has a particular interest of its own is 
the North Unst, on the north coast of 
Scotland. The story of its building is 
almost incredible. The Crimean War 
| had come and the British ships guarding 
the Baltic against an expected sally of 
the Russian fleet were in dread of the 
unlighted waters off the Scottish coast. 
Too many wrecks had been piled up on 
that cruel shore for any chances to be 
taken. The Government ordered a light- 
house to be constructed with all possible 
speed and working boats arrived off 
North Unst. Carving steps for their 
feet in the rough cliff and ‘carrying their 
loads on their backs, the workmen 
fought their way to the top. Blocks and

No less colorful is the: story of the 
lighthouses .of thts. country.

‘Boston also is. the famous Minot’s Ledge 
Wight on the Cohasset ‘Rocks, guarding 
as Vicious a reef as ever broke a ship. 


: Tragedy of Minot’s Ledge. 

There is a grim chapter to Minot’s 
Ledge Light, that of the great storm 
of 1851 four days the Atlantic 
raged, the waters were a mass of fly- 
ing foam and spray, the terrific as- 
sault.of the combers was crashing full 
upon the exposed tower on Minot’s 
Ledge. Throughout those racking days 
and nights watchers on shore caught, 
now and again through the storm, the 
faithful flare of the beacon light. But 
on the fourth night the light had. dis- 
appeared and only the mournful tolling 
of the lighthouse bell was heard. Day 
came and the storm abated. Boston’s 
first thought was for the mén on the 
rock, Had they lived through the gale? 
Boats put out. Reaching Minot's Ledge, 
the rowers bared-thefr heads, for the 
reef 'was empty. - Over it rolled the 
silent swells of the sea. The lighthouse 
had been swept away, and with it the 
men who had stuck to their post until 
the last.

The erection of many.a lighthouse has’ 


seen the workmen clinging to lifelines 
on their frail scaffolds while angry seas 
broke over them, hammering, chipping 
and throwing up stones while the full 
force of a storm raged, ‘Tillamook pre- 
sented exactly this proposition.

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CHANGES SUGGESTED. 
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~ INGRIDIRON GAME 


Meet Here'Friday and Sat- 
urday to Discuss Code. 


WILL ARGUE MANY POINTS 
Scores of Suggestions Received, but 
it Is Not Believed Radical Altera- 
tions Are in Order. 


When the Intercollegiate Football 
Rules Committee gathers for its annual 
Meeting at the: Hotel Pennsylvania on 
Friday and Saturday of this week, it 
will have several changes in the play- 
fing code of the gridifon game to con- 
sider, Following the close of last sea- 
gon, several suggestions to improve the 
code as it stands at present, were made 
from coast to coast, some coming from 
coaches of the loading teams, others 
being the ideas of football officals while 
Others were born in the brains of the 
@o-called experts. Many of the sug- 
gestions offered were radical to an ex- 
treme, while others would tend to 
change the present code only to a slight 
degree. However, all of them will be 
reviewed by the rule makers at the 
coming session and those which seem 

ély to improve the gridiron game will 

adopted. 

Among the changes suggested were 
those in reference to the rules which 
deal with the point after touchdown, 
the kick-off, intercepted forward passes, 
the off-side penalty, the use of substi- 
tutes and the method of starting of the 
third period. Four changes, which have 
been advocated by the coaches and of- 
fici and which appear the most likely 
to be accepted at the coming meeting 
of the rules committee, have to do with 
the abolishment of giving a first down 
on the off-side penalty unless the penal- 
ty itself gives the offensive team the 
ball beyond the point to be gained; the

As 
an example, if the team in possession of 
the ball needed five yards on the fourth 
when a kick was blocked, it would 
receive the first down only if the ball 
were recovered more than five yards 
beyond the line of scrimmage. If it were 
recovered less than that distance beyond 
the line of scrimmage it would go to the 
defensive team. If it were recovered 
less than that distance beyond the line 
of scrimmage and the kick was made 
on _ third down, then it would retain the 
ball with one more down in which to 
make the remaining distance.

grasp. After dropping the opening game 
in the final round of the championship 
tournament at the Columbia University 
Club, the Crescent A. C. star took the 
second and third by substantial mar- 
gins and gained a lead of 7—2 in the 
fourth. Fate then stepped in in the per- 
son of William Rand Jr. of the Harvard 
Club, and the championship hopes of 
the Brooklyn veteran went a-glimmering. 
Rand took the fourth and fifth games 
and is now the amateur champion, suc- 
eeeding Fillmore Van 8S. Hyde of the 
Harvard Club, whom he eliminated him- 
self the round before the semi-final. 
The score was 15—11, 9—15, 8—15, 15-0, 
15—6. 

The match was not a particularly bril- 
liant one. Bull played far better squash 
in defeating Otis L. Guernsey in the 
semi-finals, while Rand showed to much 
better advantage against Hyde. The 
Harvard player, who is considerably 
younger than Bull, rose to great heights 
in the first and last ganies, but in be- 
tween he had frequent b ppueee when he 
threw away point aft point, and at 
times he seemed to lose all hope of de- 
feating Bull. 

On the other hand, when Rand was 
going at his best he was brilliant in the 
extreme, particularly in his getting. So 
fine were his recoveries that the capac- 
ity gallery which’ witnessed the match 
was unable to restrain its admiration 
until the rallies were ended. Bull’s re- 
coveries were often of a breath-taking 
character also, but he was net as uni- 
formly successful in getting the. ball 
back as was Rand. 


Speed Is Biggest Factor. 


It was Rand’s speed that brought 
about the downfall of the veterans’ 
champion. He carried dynamite in his 
racquet and when he leaned on the 
ball it traveled so fast up and down

The Harvard 
man was so quick in making his strokes 
that hardiy had the ball left his op- 
ponent’s racquet before Rand had 
smashed it. Bull played most of his 
shots around,the corners.

Property values all along Eighth Ave 
nue in the district mentioned have ad- 
vanced materially within the last six 
co.

FAVOR BRIDGE PLAN} 


Point Out Benefits to Suburban 
Areas West and North of 
the Palisades. 


The recent rapid developments in the 
authorization of the long talked of Hud- 
son River bridge from Manhattan to 
New Jersey have been welcomed by the 
New Jersey realty owners along the 
Palisades. 

For years the bridge has been the 
dream ‘of North Jersey commuters frora 
Tenafly, Englewood, Teaneck, Bogota 
and Ridgefield Park. With the steps 
that have been taken during the last 
two weeks, this dream becomes visibly 
nearer a reality.

The terms 
of his measure describe a gigantic span, 
to be erected approximately between 
178th Street and Engzewood, and to be 
constructed for vehicular, passenger and 
id transit traffic. 


Port Authority Must Approve. 


The only public service agency left to 
be consulted is the Port Authority of 


New York, which is a joint creation of 
the New York, New Jersey and Federal 
Governments. No proposal having to 
do the modification of existin 
waterways in the harbor of New York 
can Hut through without obtaining 
permission of this Port Authority. No 
bridge can be thrown across either the 
East or North Rivers unless it meets 
the specifications of the Federal Gov- 
ernment, acting through the Navy De- 
partment. Every span must be hi 
fen h to assure clearance for

“Consider also that during the last 
quarter of a century Brooklyn’s popula- 
tion has increased from 1,166,582 to more 
than 2,500,000 and during that period 
the retail business section cal- 
ly remained unchanged; the few excep- 
tions being Namm’s, the Albee Theatre, 
the» Oppenheim -building and the new 
Levy & Baird building. It is true many 
eld buildings have been improved, and 
some small ones rebuilt, but on the 
whole the general appearance has not 
been greatly changed. Business has 
multiplied, ground values and rentals 
have kept pace with increased business 

and the problem now is ‘how to do 
Buildin business these antiquated 
buil Pe to enable merchants to pay

‘Within the past few months, locations 
in. the highest 7 blocks on Fulton 
Street have sold as high as $12,500 per 
front foot for inside lots improved only 
by old four-story, buildings fit for 
demolition.”

“The situation is that on land worth

of the value of the ground they stand 
on, and afe producing 6 per cent. or 
more on the present market values of 
land and building combine. 

**The street floor space practically pays 
it all, because no modern business man 
can take his customers up the_ steep 

staircases into dingy ill-lighted and un- 
attractive upper: floors.
